2 And ſhe again bare his brother A- 
bel: and Abel was a keeper of ſheep, 
but Cain was a tiller of the ground. 

3 And in proceſs of time it came to 
paſs that Cain brought of the fruit of 
the ground an offering unto the Lord. 

4 And Abel, he alſo brought of the 
firſtlings of his flock, and of the fat there- 
of. And the Lord had reſpect unto 
Abel, and to his offering; 

5 But unto Cain, and to his offering, 
he had not reſpect. And Cain was * 


{ wroth, and his countenance fell. 
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6 And the Lord faid unto Cain, 
Why art thou wroth? and why 1s thy 


countenance fallen? 


7 If thou doeſt well, ſhalt thou not 
be accepted? and if thou doeſt not well, 


; fin lieth at the door: and unto thee ſhall 
be his defire, and thou ſhalt rule over 


him. 
8 T And Cain talked with Abel his 
brother: and it came to paſs when they 


were in the field; that Cain roſe up a- 


gainſt Abel his beother, and flew him. 
9 And the Lord ſaid unto Cain, 
Where is Abel thy brother? and he ſaid, 


10 And he faid, What haſt thou 
done? the voice of thy brother's blood 


cneth unto me from the ground. 


11 4 And now art thou curſed from 
the earth which hath opened her mouth 
to receive thy brother's blood from thy 
hand; 

12 When thou tilleſt the ground, it 
ſhall not henceforth yield unto thee her 
ſtrength; a fugitive and a vagabond 
{halt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain faid unto the Lord, 
My ee is greater than I can 


1 4 Behold, thou haſt driven me out 


this day from the face of the earth: and 


from thy face ſhall I be hid; and I ſhall 
be a fugitive and a vagabond in the 
earth: and it ſhall come to paſs, that 
every one that findeth me ſhall {lay me. 

15 And the Lord ſaid unto him, 
Therefore whoſoever ſlayeth Cain, ven- 
geance ſhall be taken on him ſeven- fold. 
And the Lord ſet a mark upon Cain, leſt 
any finding him ſhould kill him. 


16 And Cain went out from the pre- 
ſence of the Lord, and dwelt in the land 


of Nod, on the eaſt of Eden. 


17 And Cain knew his wife, and ſhe 


conceived and bare Enoch: and he 


builded a city, and called the name of 
the city, after the name of his ſon, 
Enoch. 

18 And unto Enoch was born Irad: 
and Irad begat Mehujael: and Mehu- 
jael begat Methuſael: and Methuſael be- 
gat Lamech. 

19 T And Lamech took unto him two 
wives: the name of the one was Adah, 


and the name of the other Zillah. 


20 And Adah bear Jabal: he was the 
father of ſuch as dwell in tents, and of 
ſuch as have cattle. 

21 And his brother's name was Jubal: 
he was the father of all ſuch as handle 
the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, ſhe alſo bare Tubal- 
cain, an inſtructer of every artificer in 
braſs and iron: and the ſiſter of Tubal- 
cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech ſaid unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, Hear my voice; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
ſpeech: for I have ſlain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 

24 If Cain ſhall be avenged ſeven- 
fold, truly Lamech ſeventy and ſeven 
fold; „ en | 

25 And Adam knew his wife again; 
and ſhe bare a fon, and called his name 
Seth: For God, ſaid ſhe, hath*appoint- 
ed me another ſeed inſtead of Abel, 
whom Cain flew 

26 And to Seth, to him alſo there 
was born a ſon; and he called his name 
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Enos: then began men to call upon 
the name of the Lord.

CHAP. VI.

AND it came to paſs when men be-

| thoſe days: and alſo after that, when 
the ſons of God came in unto the

men, which were of old, men of re- 
nown. 
5 And God ſaw that the wickedneſs 
of man was great in the earth, and that 
every imagination of the thoughts of 
his heart was only evil continually. 
6 And it repented the Lord that he 
had made man on the earth, and it 
rieved him at his heart. 
7 And the Lord ſaid, I will de- 


ſtroy man, whom I have created, from 


the face of the earth; both man and 


beaſt, and the creeping thing, and the 
fowls of the air; for it repenteth me. 
that I have made them. 

8 1 But Noah found grace in the 
eyes of the Lord. 
9 Theſe are the generations of Noah: 
Noah was a juſt man, and perfect in 
his generations, and Noah walked with 
God. 

10 And Noah begat three 8 Shem, 
Ham, and Japheth. | 

11 Theearth alſo was corrupt before 
God, and the earth was filled with vio- 
. 
12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and behold, it was corrupt: for all 
fleſh had corrupted his way upon the 
_ 

3 And God ſaid unto Noah, The 

1 f all fleſh is come before me; for 
the earth is filled with violence through 
them; and behold, I will deſtroy them 


with the earth. 


14 1 Make thee an ark of gopher- 
wood: rooms ſhalt thou make in the 
ark, and ſhalt pitch it within une with- 
out with pitch.

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5 And this- 15 the faſbion which 
„ ſhalt make it of; The length of 
the ark ſhall be three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window ſhalt thou make to the 
ark, and in a cubit ſhalt thou finiſh it 
above; and the door of the ark ſhalt thou 
ſet in the ſide thereof: with lower, ſecond, 
and third ſtories ſhalt thou make it. 

17 And behold, I, even I, do bring a 
Hood of waters upon the earthto deſtroy 
all fleſh, wherein is the breath of life, 
from under heaven, and every thing 
that is in the earth ſhall die. 

18 But with thee will I eſtabliſh my 
covenant: and thou ſhalt come into the 
ark; thou, and thy ſons, and thy wife, 
and thy ſons wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
fleſh, two of every ſort ſhalt thou bring 
into the ark, to keep them aliye with 

thee: they ſhall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 

Cattle after their kind: of every creep- 
ing thing of the earth after his kind: 
two. of every ſort ſhall come unto thee 
to keep them alive. 
21 And take thou unto ben of all 
food that is eaten, and thou ſhalt ga- 
ther it to thee; and it ſhall be for food 
for thee and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah: Arcana to all 
that God commanded him, ſo did he.

6 And Noah was ſix hundred years 
old, when the flood: of waters was upon 
the earth, 

7 And Noah went in and his ſons, 
1 his wife, and his ſons wives with 
him into the ark becauſe of the waters 
of the flood. 

8 Of clean beaſts, and of beaſts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and 
the female, as God had commanded 
Noah. 

10 And it came to paſs after ſeven 
days, that the waters of the flood were

ſeventeenth day of the month; the ſame 
day were all the fountains. of the great 
deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened.

27 J And Laban ſaid unto him, I pray

24 And God came to Laban the Sy- 
rian in a dream by night, and ſaid unto 
him, Take heed that thou ſpeak not to 

acob either good or bad. ; 
25 Then Laban overtook Jacob. 
Now Jacob had pitched his tent in the 


mount: and Laban with his brethren _ 
pitched in the mount of Gilead. . 


26 And Laban ſaid to Jacob, What 
haſt thou done, that thou haſt ſtolen

38 This twenty years have I been 
with thee; thy ews and thy ſhe-goats 
have not caſt their young, and the rams 
of thy flock have I not eaten. | 

39 That which was torn of beaſts, I 
brought not unto thee: I bare the loſs 
of it; of my hand didſt thou require it 
whether ſtolen by day, or ſtolen by 
night.

8 3 And Moſes went out of the city 
from Pharaoh, and ſpread abroad his 
hands unto the Lord: and the thunders 
and hail ceaſed, and the rain was not 
poured upon the earth. 


34 And when Pharaoh ſaw that the 
rain, and the hail, and the thunders were 
ceaſed, he ſinned yet more, and har- 
dened his heart, he and his ſervants. 

35 And the heart of Pharaoh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Iſrael go; as the Lord had 
ſpoken by Moſes.

15 For they covered the face of the 
whole earth, ſo that the land was dark- 
ened; and they did eat every herb of 
the land, and all the fruit of the trees 
which the hail had left; and there re- 
mained not any green thing in the trees, 
or in the herbs of the field, through all 
the land of Egypt.

4 And 1f the hoakokd be too little 
tor the lamb, let him and his neighbour 
next unto his houſe take it, according to 
the number of the ſouls; every man 
according to his eating, ſhall make your 
count for the lamb. . 

5 Yourlamb ſhall be whoa blemiſh 
a male of the firſt year: ye ſhall take it 
out from the ſheep, or from the goats: 

6 And ye ſhall keep it up until the 
fourteenth day of the ſame month: and 
the whole aſſembly of the congregation 
of Ifrael ſhall kill it in the evening. 

7. And they ſhall take of the blood, 
and ſtrike it on the two ſide-poſts, and 
on the upper door-polt of the houſes 
wherein they ſhall eat it. 

8 And they ſhall eat the fleſh in that 


night: roaſt with fire, and unleavened 
[0] 


bread, and with bitter herbs | they ſhall 
eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor ſodden at all 
with water, but roaſt with fire; his head 
with his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof. 

10 And ye ſhall let nothing of it re- 
main until the morning: and that which 
remaineth of it until the RO ye 
ſhall burn with fire. 

11 And thus ſhall ye eat it; with your 
loins girded, your ſhoes on your feet, 
and your ſtaff in your hand: and ye 
ſhall eat it in haſte: it is the Lord's 
paſs-over. 1 455 

12 For I will paſs through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will ſmite all 
the firſt- born in the land of Egypt, both 
man and beaſt: and againſt all the gods 
of Egypt I will execute judgement: I am 
the Lord. 

13 And the blood ſhall be to you for 
a token upon the houſes Where ye are: 
and when I ſee the blood, I will pals 
over you, and the plague ſhall not be 
upon you to deſtroy you, when I ſmite 


the land of Egypt. 


14 And this day ſhall be unto You for 
a memorial; and ye {hall keep it a feaſt 


[to the Lord throughout your genera- 


tions: ye ſhall keep it a 1 by an or- 
dinance for ever. 

15 Seven days ſhall ye eat — 9 
ed bread: even the firſt day ye ſhall put 
away leaven out of your houſes; for 
whoſoever eateth leavened bread from 
the firſt day until the ſeventh day, that 
ſoul ſhall be cut off from Iſrael. . 

16 And in the firſt day there ſhall be 
an holy convocation, and in the ſeventh

day there ſhall be an holy convocation 
to you: no manner of work ſhall be 
done in them, ſave that which every

17. And ye ſhall obſerve the feaſt of 
unleavened bread; for in this ſ{elf-ſame 
day have I brought your armies out of 
the land of Egypt: therefore ſhall ye 
obſerve this day in your generations by 
an ordinance for ever. 

18 In the firſt month, on the four- 
teenth day of the month at even ye ſhall 
eat unleavened bread until the one and 
twentieth day of the month at even. 

19 Seven days fhall there be no 
leaven found in your houſes: for who- 
ſoever eateth that which is leavened, 
even that ſoul ſhall be cut off from the 
congregation of Iſrael, whether he be a 
ſtranger, or born in the land. 

20 Ve ſhall eat nothing leavened: in 
all your habitations ſhall ye eat unlea- 
vened bread. | 
21 Then Moſes called for all the 
elders of Iſrael, and ſaid unto them, 
Draw out, and take ye a lamb accord- 
ing to your families, and kill the paſs- 
over. . 

22 And ye ſhall take a bunch of 
nyſſop, and dip it in the blood that is 
in the baſon, and ſtrike the lintel and the 
two ſide-poſts with the blood that is in 
the baſon: and none of you ſhall * go 
out at the door of his houſe until the

rning ö 
23 For the Lord will 
ſmite the Egyptians; and when he ſeeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on the 


two fide-poſts, the Lord will paſs over 


the door, and will not ſuffer the de- 


ſtroyer to come in unto your houſes to 


{mite you. 

24 And ye ſhall obſerve this thing 
for an ordinance to thee, and to thy 
{ons for ever. | | 

25 And it ſhall come to-paſs, when 
ye be come to the land which the Lord 
will give you, according as he hath pro- 
miſed, that ye ſhall keep this ſervice. 

26 And it ſhall come to paſs, when 
your children ſhall ſay unto you, What 
mean ye by this ſervice? 

27 That ye ſhall ſay, It is the ſacri- 
fice of the Lord's paſs-over, who paſſed 
over the houſes of the children of Iſrael 
in Egypt, when he {mote the Egyp 
and delivered our houſes. And the peo- 
ple bowed the head and worſhipped. 

28 And the children of Iſrael went 
away, and did as the Lord had com- 
manded Moſes and Aaron, ſo did they. 

29 1 And it came to pals, that at 
mid- night the Lord ſmote all the firſt- 
born in the land of Egypt, from the firſt- 
born of Pharaoh that ſat on his throne, 
unto the firſt- born of the captive that 
was in the dungeon; and all the firſt- 
born of cattle. | 

30 And Pharaoh roſe up in the night, 
he and all his ſervants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there was a great cry in 


Egypt: for there was not an houſe where 


there was not one dead. 

31 1 And he called for Moſes and 
Aaron by night, and ſaid, Riſe up, 
and get ye forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Iſrael: and go, ſerve the Lord, as ye 
have ſaid. e 


To note, that it is only under the protection and efficacy of Chriſt's blood that we are ſecured from deſtruction. 
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32 Alſo take your flocks, and your 
herds as ye have ſaid, and be gone: and 
bleſs me alſo. 

33 And the mpeg were urgent 
upon the people, that they might ſend 
them out of the land in haſte: for they 
ſaid, We be all dead men.

335 And the children of Iſrael did 
according to the word of Moſes: and

36 And the Lord gave the people 
cond in the fight of the Egyptians, ſo 
that they lent unto them ſuch things as 
they required. And they ſpoiled the 
Egyptians. 

7 And the children of Iſrael jour- 
neyed from Rameſes to Succoth, about 
fix hundred thouſand on foot that were 
men, beſide children. 

38 And a mixed multitude went up 


alſo with them; and flocks, and herds,

46 In one houſe ſhall it be eaten; 
thou ſhalt not carry forth ought of the 
fleſh abroad out of the houſe: neither 
ſhall ye break a bone thereof. 

47 All the congregation of Iſrael 
{ſhall keep it. 

48 And when a ſtranger ſhall ſojourn 
with thee, and will keep the paſs-over 
to the Lord, let all his'males be circum- 
ciſed, and then let him come near and 


keep it; and he ſhall be as one that is 


born in the land: for no ware 
perſon ſhall eat thereof. 5 

49 One law ſhall be to him chat i is 
home- born, and unto. the ſtranger that 


ſojourneth among you. 
50 Thus did all the children of Iſrael: 


las the Lord commanded Moſes and 


Aaron, ſo did they. 

31 And it came to paſs the ſelf. ſame

5 4 And it was told the * of E- 
gypt, that the people fled: and the 
heart of Pharaoh and of his ſervants 
was turned againſt the people, and they 
ſaid, Why have we done this, that we 
have let Iſrael go from ſerving us? 

6 And he made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him: 

7 And he took {ix hundred choſen - 
chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, 
and captains over every one of them. 

8 And the Lord hardened the heart 
of Pharaoh, king of Egypt, and he pur- 
ſued after the children of Iſrael: and 
the children of Iſrael went out with an 
high hand. 

9 But the Egyptians purſued after 

them (all the horſes and chariots of 
Pharaoh, and his horſemen, and his 
army,) and overtook them encamping 
by the ſea, beſide Pi-hahiroth, before 
Baal-zephon. 
10 1 And. when Pharaoh drew

9 The enemy ſaid, I will purſue, I 
will overtake, I will divide the ſpoil: 


my luſt ſhall be ſatisfied upon them; I 


will draw my ſword, my hand ſhall de- 
ſtroy them. - 

10 Thou didſt blow with thy wind, 
the ſea covered them: they ſank as lead 
in the mighty waters. 

11 Who is like unto thee, O Lord, 
among the gods! Who is like thee, 
glorious in holineſs, fearful in praiſes, 
doing wonders! | 

12 Thou ſtretchedſt out thy right- 
hand, the earth ſwallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy haſt led forth 
the people which thou haſt redeemed: 
thou haſt guided them in thy ſtrength

with an awl; and he ſhall ſerve him 
for ever. 

7 And if a man fell his daughter to

16 4 And he that ſtealeth a man 
and ſelleth him, or if he be found in 
his hand, he mall ſurely be put to 
death. | 

17 4 And he that curſeth his father, 
or his mother, ſhall ſurely be put to 
death. 

18 And if men ſtrive together, and one 
{mite another with a ſtone, or with his 
fiſt, and he die not, but keepeth his bed: 

19 If he riſe again, and walk abroad 
upon his {taff, then ſhall he that ſmote

him be quit: only he ſhall pay for the 
loſs of his time, and ſhall cauſe him to 
be thoroughly healed. 

20 And if a man ſmite his ſervant, 
or his maid with a rod, and he die un- 
der his hand; he ſhall be ſurely pu- 
niſhed. | 

21 Notwithſtanding, if he continue 

a day or two, he ſhall not be puniſhed: 
for he 1s his money. 
22 If men ſtrive, and hurt a woman 
with child, ſo that her fruit depart from 
her, and yet no miſchief follow; he 
ſhall be ſurely puniſhed, according as 
the woman's huſband will lay upon 
him; and he ſhall pay as the judges 
determine. | 

23 And if any miſchief follow, then 
thou ſhalt give life for life, 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, ſtripe for ſtripe. | 

26 And if a man ſmite the eye of 
his ſervant, or the eye of his maid, that 
it periſh; he ſhall let him go tree for 
his eye's ſake. 

27 And if he ſmite out his man- 
ſervant's tooth, or his maid-ſervant's 
tooth; he ſhall let him go free for his 
tooth's ſake. | 

28 If an ox gore a man, or a wo- 
man, that they die; then the ox ſhall 
be ſurely ſtoned, and his fleſh ſhall not 
be eaten; but the owner of the ox 
ſhall be quit. . 

29 But if the ox were wont to puſh 
with his horn in time paſt, and 1t hath 
been teſtified to his owner, and he hath 
not kept him in, but that he hath killed 
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a man or a woman: the ox ſhall be 
ſtoned, and his owner alſo ſhall be put 
to death. | 

30 If there be laid on him a ſum of 
money, then he ſhall give for the ran- 
ſom of his life, whatſoever is laid 
upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a ſon, 
or have gored a daughter, according 
to this judgement ſhall it be done unto 
him. 

32 If the ox ſhall puſh a man-ſer- 
vant, or maid-ſervant; he ſhall give 
unto their maſter thirty ſhekels of fil- 
ver, and the ox ſhall be ſtoned. 

33 And if a man ſhall open a pit, 
or if a man ſhall dig a pit, and not 
cover it, and, an ox or an afs fall 
therein; | 8 | 

34 The owner of the pit ſhall make 
it good, and give money unto the 
owner of them; and the dead beaſt ſhall 
be his. 

35 And if one man's ox hurt an- 
other's that he die; then they ſhall 
ſell the live ox, and divide the money 
of it; and the dead ox alſo they ſhall 
divide. | 

36 Or if it be known that the ox hath 
uſed to puſh in time paſt, and his owner 
hath not kept him in; he ſhall ſurely pay 
ox for ox: and the dead ſhall be his own. 


CHAP: XX; 
Of theft, of damage, of treſpaſſes, &c. 


I Fa man ſhall ſteal an ox, or a ſheep, 
and kill it, or fell it; he ſhall reſtore five 
oxen for an ox, and four ſheep for a 


ſheep. |

2 If a thief be found breaking up, 
and be {mitten that he die; there ſhall 
no blood be ſhed for him. 

3 If the ſun be riſen upon him, there 
ſhall be blood ſhed for him; for he 
ſhould make full reſtitution: if he have 
nothing, then he ſhall be fold for his 
theft. 

4 If the theft di certainly found in 
his hand alive, whether it be ox, or aſs, 
or ſheep; he ſhall reſtore double. 

5 If a man ſhall cauſe a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and ſhall put in 
his beaſt, and ſhall feed in another man's 
field; of the beſt of his own field, and 
of the beſt of his own vineyard ſhall he 
make reſtitution. 

6 If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, ſo that the ſtacks of corn, or 
the ſtanding corn, or the field be con- 
ſumed therewith ; he that kindled the 
fire ſhall ſurely make reſtitution. 

7 «4 If a man ſhall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or ſtuff to keep, and 
it be ſtolen out of the man's houſe: if 
the thief be found, let him pay double. 

8 If the thief be not found, then the 
maſter of the houſe ſhall be brought unto 


the judges, to fee whether he have put. 


his hand unto his neighbour's goods. 

9 For all manner of treſpaſs, whether 
it be for ox, for als, for ſheep, for rai- 
ment, or for any manner of loſt thing 
which another challengeth to be his; 
the cauſe of both parties ſhall come be- 
fore the judges; and whom the judges 
ſhall condemn, he ſhall pay double un- 
to his neighbour. 


10 If a man deliver unto his neigh- 


bour an aſs, or an ox, or a ſheep, or any 


beaſt to keep; and it die, or be hurt, 
or driven away, no man ſeeing it: 

11 Then ſhall an oath of the Lord 
be between them both, that he hath 


not 


accept thereot, and he ſhall not make 
it good. | 
12: And if it be ſtolen from him, he 


ſhall make reſtitution unto the owner 


thereof. 


13 If it be torn in pieces; then let 


him bring it for witneſs, and he ſhall 
not make good that which was torn. 'Y 
14 J And if a man borrow ought of 


his neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, the 
owner thereof being not with it; he 
ſhall ſurely make 1t good. 

15 But if the owner thereof be with 
it; he ſhall not make it good: if it be 
an hired thing; it came for his hire. 

16 4 And if a man entice a maid 
that is not betrothed, and lie with 
her; he ſhall ſurely end her to be 
his wife. 

17 If her father utterly refuſe to give 
her unto him; he ſhall pay money ac- 
cording to the dowry of virgins. 

18 1 Thou ſhalt not ſuffer a witch 
to live. 

19 Wholbever lteth with a beaſt, 
ſhall ſurely be put to death. 

20 He that ſacrificeth unto any god, 
ſave unto the Lord only, he ſhall be ut- 
terly deſtroyed. 

21 Thou ſhalt neither vex a ſtranger 
nor oppreſs him: for ye were ſtrangers 
in the land of Egypt. 

22 Ye ſhall not afflict any widow, or 
fatherleſs child.

he crieth unto me, that I will hear; for 


I am gracious. 

28 Thou ſhalt not revile the gods, 
nor curſe the ruler of thy people. 

29 Thou ſhalt not delay to offer the 
rſt of thy ripe fruits, and of thy liquors: 
the firſt-born of thy ſons ſhalt thou give[o 
unto me. 

30 g ſhalt thou do with thine 
oxen, and with thy ſheep: ſeven days it 
ſhall be with his dam; on the Nm 
day thou ſhalt give it me. 

31 And ye ſhall be holy men unto 
me: neither ſhall ye eat any-fleſh that 1s 
torn of beaſts in the field: ye ſhall caſt it 
to the dogs.

4 If thou meet thine enemy's ox or 
his aſs going aſtray, thou ſhalt ſurely 
bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou ſee the aſs of him that 
hateth thee lying under his burden, and 
wouldeſt forbear to help him: thou 
ſhalt ſurely help with him. 

6 Thou ſhalt not wreſt the judgement. 
of thy poor in his cauſe. 

7 Keep thee far from a falſe matter: 
and the innocent and righteous ſlay thou 
not: for I will not juſtify the wicked. 

8 And thou ſhalt take no gift: for 
the gift blindeth the wiſe, and pervert- 
eth the words of the righteous. 

9 Alſo thou ſhalt not oppreſs a ſtran- 
ger; for ye know the heart of a ſtran- 
ger, ſeeing ye were ſtrangers in the land 

Egypt. 

10 And fix years thou ſhalt ſow thy 
land, and ſhalt gather in the fruits 
thereof: 

11 But the ſeventh year thou ſhalt 
let it reſt and lie ſtill; that the poor of 
thy people may eat: and what they 
leave, the beaſts of the field ſhall eat. 
In like manner thou ſhalt deal with thy 
vine-yard, and with thy olive-yard. 

12 Six days ſhalt thou do thy 
work, and on the ſeventh day thou 
ſhalt reſt; that thine ox and thine. 
als may reſt, and the. ſon of thy 
handmaid, and the ſtranger may be 
refreſhed. .

10 And they ſaw the God of Ifrael: 
and there was under his feet, as it were, 
a paved work of a lapphire-ſtone, and 
as it were the body of heaven in his 
clearneſs.

4 And let them make me a ſanctu- 
ary; that I may dwell amongſt them. 

9 According to all that I ſhew thee, 
after the pattern of the tabernacle, and 
the pattern of all the inſtruments there- 
of, even ſo ſhall ye make it. 

10 4 And they ſhall make an ark of 
ſhittim-wood: two cubits and an half

{hall be the length thereof, and a cubit 
and a half the breadth thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the height thereof. 

11 And thou ſhalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without ſhalt 
thou overlay it: and ſhalt make upon 
it a crown of gold round about.

18 And thou ſhalt make two cheru- 
bims of gold: 
thou make them, in the two ends of 
the mercy- ſeat. 

19 And make one cherub on the 
one end, and the other cherub on the 
other end: even of the mercy-ſeat ſhall 
ye make the cherubims, on the two ends 
thereof. 

20 And the cherubims ſhall ftretch 
forth their wings on high, covering the 
mercy-ſeat with their wings, and their

al: of pure gold ſhalt thou make them. 


30 And thou ſhalt ſet upon the table 
ſhew-bread before me alway. 

31 1 And thou ſhalt make a candle- 
ſtick of pure gold: of beaten work ſhall 
the candleſtick be made: his ſhaft, and 
his branches, his bowls, his knops, and 
his flowers, ſhall be of the ſame. 

32 And fix branches ſhall come out 
of the ſides of it: three branches of 
the candleſtick out of the one fide, and 
three branches of the candleſtick out 
of the other fide. 

33 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with a knop and a flower in one 
branch; and three bowls made like 
almonds in the other branch, with a 
knop and a flower: ſo in the fix branches 
that come out of the candleſtick. 

34 And in the candleſtick ſhall 
be four bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with their knops and their 
flowers. 

35 And there ſhall be a knop under 
two branches of the ſame, and a knop 
under two branches of the ſame, and 
a knop under two branches of the ſame, 
according to the ſix branches that pro- 
ceed out of the candleſtick. 

36 Their knops and their branches

MOREOVER, thou ſhalt make the 
tabernacle with ten curtains of fine 
twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 
ſcarlet: with cherybims of cunning 
work {ſhalt thou make them. 

2 The length of one curtain ſhall 


be eight and twenty cubits, and the 


breadth of one curtain four cubits : 
and every one of the curtains ſhall 
have one meaſure. 

3 The hve curtains ſhall be cou- 
pled together one to another: and other 
hve curtains ſhall be coupled one to 


another. 


4 And thou ſhalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge of the one curtain, from 
the ſelvedge in the coupling: and like- 
wiſe ſhalt thou make in the uttermoſt 
edge of another curtain, in the coupling 
of the ſecond. 

5 Fifty loops ſhalt thou make in 
the one curtain, and fifty loops ſhalt 
thou make in the edge of the curtain 
that is in the coupling of the ſecond; 
that the loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou ſhalt make fifty taches 
of gold, and couple the curtains toge- 
ther with the taches: and it ſhall be

9 And thou ſhalt couple five cur- 
tains by themſelves, and ſix curtains by 
themſelves, and ſhalt double the ſixth 
curtain in the fore-front of the taber- 
nacle. 

10 And thou ſhalt make fifty loops 


on the edge of the one curtain that 1s 


outmoſt in the coupling, and fifty loops 
on the edge of the curtain which cou- 
pleth the ſecond. 

11 And thou ſhalt make fifty taches 
of braſs, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple the tent together, 
that it may be one. 


12 And the remnant that remaineth 


of the curtains of the tent, the halt- 
curtain that remaineth, ſhall hang over 
the back-{1de of the tabernacle. 
13 And a cubit on the one ſide, and 
a cubit on the other fide, of that which 
remaineth 1n the length of the curtains 


of the tent, it ſhall hang over the ſides 
of the tabernacle, on this ſide, and on 


that ſide, to cover it. 

14 And thou ſhalt make a covering 
for the tent of rams ſkins died red, and 
a covering above of badgers ſkins. | 

15 1 And thou ſhalt make boards 
for the tabernacle, of ſhittim-wood, 
ſtanding up. _ 

16 Ten cubits ſhall be the length of 
a board, and a cubit and an half ſhall 
be the breadth of one board. 
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Two tenons ſhall there be in one 
bos ſet in order one againſt another: 
thus ſhalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou ſhalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the ſouth-ſide, ſouth-ward. 

19 And thou ſhalt make forty ſock- 
ets of filver, under the twenty boards: 
two ſockets under one board for his 
two tenons, and two ſockets under an- 
other board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the ſecond fide of the 
tabernacle, on the north-ſide, there 
ſhall be twenty boards; 

21 And their forty ſockets of filver: 
two ſockets under one board, and two 
ſockets under another board. 

22 And for the ſides of the tabernacle 
weſt-ward, thou ſhalt make fix boards. 

23 And two boards ſhalt thou make 
for the corners of the tabernacle in the 
two ſides. 

24 And they ſhall be coupled toge- 
ther heneath, and they ſhall be cou- 
pled together above the head of it unto 
one ring: thus ſhall it be for them both: 
they. ſhall be for the two corners. 

25 And they ſhall be eight boards, 
and their ſockets of filver, ſixteen ſock- 
ets: two ſockets under one board, and 
two ſockets under another board. 

26 4 And thou ſhalt make bars of 
ſhittim-wood: five for the boards of 
9 one ſide of the tabernacle,

bernacle according to the faſhion there- 
of, which was ſhewed thee in the mount. 

31 1 And thou ſhalt make a vail of 
blue, and purple, and ſcarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning-work: with 
cherubims ſhall it be made. 

32 And thou ſhalt hang it upon four 
oillars of ſ{hittiv1-wood, overlaid with 
gold; their hooks ſhall be of gold, 
upon the four ſockets of filver. 

33 And thou ſhalt hang up the vail 


under the taches, that thou mayeſt bring 


in thither within the vail the ark of the 


teſtimony : and the vail ſhall divide 
unto you between the holy place and 
the moſt holy. 

34 And thou ſhalt put the mercy- 

ſeat upon the ark of the teſtimony, in 
the moſt holy-place. 
35 And thou ſhalt ſet the table 
without the vail, and the candleſtick 
overagainſt the table, on the ſide of the 
tabernacle toward the ſouth: and thou 
ſhalt put the table on the north-ſide. 

36 And thou ſhalt make an hanging 
for the door of the tent, of blue, and 
purple, and ſcarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needle-work. 

37 And thqu ſhalt make for the 
hanging five pillars of ſhittim-wood, 
and overlay them with gold, and their 
hooks ſhall be of gold: and thou ſhalt 
caſt five ſockets of braſs for them.

ſhall be their's, for a perpetual ſtatute: 
and thou ſhalt conſecrate Aaron and 
his ſons. 

10 And thou ſhalt cauſe a bullock 
to be brought before the tabernacle of 
the congregation: and Aaron and his 
ſons ſhall put their hands upon the head 
of the bullock. 

11 And thou ſhalt kill the bul- 
lock before the Lord, by the door 
of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion. 

12 And thou ſhalt take of the blood 
of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy finger, and 
pour all the blood beſide the bottom 
of the altar. 

13 And thou ſhalt take all the fat that

18 And thou ſhalt burn the whole 
ram upon the altar; it is a burnt-offer- 
ing unto the Lord: it 1s a ſweet ſavour, 
an offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

19 And thou ſhalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his ſons ſhall put 
their hands upon the head of the ram. 

20 Then ſhalt thou kill the ram, and 
take of his blood, and put it upon the 
tip of the right ear of Aaron, and upon 
the tip of the right ear of bis ſons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, 
and upon the great toe of their right 
foot, and ſprinkle the blood upon the 
altar round about. 

21 And thou ſhalt take of the blood 
that 1s upon the altar, and of the anoint- 
ing oil, and ſprinkle it upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his ſons, 
and upon the garments of his ſons with 
him: and he ſhall be hallowed, and his 
garments, and his ſons, and his ſons 
garments with him. 

22 Alſo thou ſhalt take of the ram

25 And thou ſhalt receive them of 
their hands, and burn them upon the 
altar for a burnt-offering, for a ſweet 
favour before the Lord: it is an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou ſhalt take the breaſt of 
the ram of Aaron's conſecration, and 
wave it for a wave-offering before the 
Lord: and it ſhall be thy p 

27 And thou ſhalt ſanctify the breaſt 
of the wave-offering, and the ſhoulder 
of the heave-offering, which 1s waved, 
and which 1s heaved up of the ram of 
the conſecration, even of that which 
is for Aaron, and of that which is for

28 And it ſhall be Aaron's ind his 
ſons by a ſtatute for ever, from the chil- 
dren of Iſrael: for it is an heave-offer- 
ing: and it ſhall be an heave-offering 
from the children of Iſrael of the ſa- 
crifice of their peace-offerings, even 
their heave-offering unto the Lord. 

29 And the holy garments of Aaron 
ſhall be his ſon's after him, to be anoint-

30 And that ſon that is prieſt in his 
ſtead ſhall put them on ſeven days, 
when he ed into the tabernacle of 


the congregation to miniſter in the 
holy place. 

31 And thou ſhall take the ram of

32 And Aaron and his Gan ſhall eat 
the fleſh of the ram, and the bread 
that 1s in the baſket, by the door of the

33 And they ſhall eat thoſe things 
wherewith the atonement was made, to 
conſecrate and to ſanctify them: but a 
ſtranger ſhall not eat thereof, becauſe 
they are holy. 

34 And if aught of the fleſh of the 
conſecrations, or of the bread, remain 
unto the morning; then thou ſhalt burn 
the remainder with fire: it ſhall not be 
eaten becauſe it is holy. 8 

35 And thus ſhalt thou do unto Aa- 
ron and to his ſons, according to all 
things which I have commanded thee: 
ſeven days ſhalt thou conſecrate them. 

36 And thou ſhalt offer every day 
a bullock for a ſin-offering, for atone- 
ment: and thou ſhalt cleanſe the altar, 
when thou haſt made an atonement 
for it, and thou ſhalt anoint it to ſanc- 
tify 1t. 

37 Seven days thou ſhalt make an 
atonement for the altar, and ſanctify it; 
and it ſhall be an 1 moſt holy: 
whatſoever toucheth the altar ſhall be 
holy. 

38 1 Now this is that which hs 
ſhalt offer upon the altar; two lambs of 
the firſt year day by day, continually. 

39 The one lamb thou ſhalt offer in 
the morning ; and the other lamb thou

42 This ſhall be a continual burnt- 
offering throughout your generations, at

43 And there I will meet with the 
children of Iſrael, and the tabernacle 
ſhall be ſanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will ſanctify the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the altar: I will 
ſanctify alſo both Aaron and his ſons, to 
miniſter to me in the prieſt's ofhce. 

45 And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, and will be their God. 
46 And they ſhall know that I am the

4 And two golden rings ſhalt thou 
make to it under the crown of it, by the 
two corners thereof, upon the two ſides 
of it ſhalt thou make it: and they ſhall 
be for places for the ſtaves to bear it 
withal. 

5 And thou ſhalt make the ſtaves of 
ſhittim-wood, and overlay them with 
gold. 
6 Andthou ſhall put it n the vail 
that is by the ark of the teſtimony: be- 
fore the mercy ſeat that is over the teſ- 
timony, where Iwill meet with thee. 

7 And Aaron ſhall burn thereon ſweet 
incenſe every morning: when he dreſſeth 
the lamps he ſhall burn incenſe upon it. 

8 And when Aaron lighteth the 
lamps at even he ſhall burn incenſe upon 
it; a perpetual incenſe before the Lord, 
throughout your generations. | 

9 Ye ſhall offer no ſtrange incenſe 
thereon, nor burnt ſacrifice, nor meat- 
offering; neither ſhall ye pour drink- 
offering thereon. 

10 And Aaron ſhall make an atone- 
ment upon the horns of it once in a year, 
with the blood of the fin-offering of 
atonements : once in the year ſhall he 
make atonement upon it throughout 
your generations: it is moſt holy unto 
the Lord. 

11 J And the Lord : <a unto Mo- 


ſes, ſaying, 5 


EXODUS. 
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12 When thou takeſt the ſum of the 
children of Iſrael, after their number; 
then ſhall they give every man a ran- 
ſom for his ſoul unto the Lord, when 
thou numbereſt them; that there be no 
| plague among them, when thou num- 
bereſt them. 

13 This they ſhall give, every one 
that paſſeth among them that are num- 
bered, half a ſhckel, after the ſhekel of 
the ſanctuary: (a ſhekel is twenty ge-

17 J And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

18 Thou ſhalt alſo make a laver of 
braſs, and his foot alſo of braſs, to waſh 
withal: and thou ſhalt put it between the 
tabernacle of the congregation and the 
altar, and thou ſhalt put water therein. 

19 For Aaron and his ſons ſhall waſh 
their hands and their feet thereat: 

20 When they go into the tabernacle

26 And thou ſhalt anoint the taber- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, and 
the ark of the teftimony, 

27 And the table and all his veſſels, 
and the candleſtick and his veſſels, and 
the altar of incenſe. 

28 And the altar of burnt-offering 
with all his veſſels, and the laver and 


his foot. 
29 And thou ſhalt ſanctify them that 


they may be moſt holy: whatſoever 


toucheth them ſhall be holy. 


30 And thou ſhalt anoint Aaron and 
his ſons, and conſecrate them, that they 
may miniſter unto me in the prieſt's 


office.

6 And they role up early on the mor- 
row, and offered burnt-offerings, and 
brought peace-offerings; and the people 
ſat down to eat and to drink, and roſe 
up to play. |

have corrupted themſelves: 

8 They have turned aſide quickly out 
of the way which I commanded them: 
they have made them a molten calf, and 
have worſhipped it, and have ſacrificed 
thereunto, and ſaid, Theſe be thy gods, 
O Iſrael, which have brought thee up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

9 And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, I

4 And all the wiſe men that wrought 
all the work of the ſanctuary, came 
every man from his work which they 
made; 

5 1 And they ** unto Moſes fay- 
ing, The people bring much more than 
enough, for the ſervice of the work, 
which the Lord commanded to make. 

6 And Moſes gave commandment, 
and they cauſed: it to be- proclaimed

8 And every wiſe-hearted man among 

them that wrought the work of the ta- 

bernacle, made ten curtains of fine 

twined linen, and blue, and purple, and 

ſcarlet: with cherubims of cunning- 
work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was 
twenty and eight cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits : the curtains 
were all of one ſize. 

10 And he coupled the five cur- 
tains one unto another: and the other 
five curtains he coupled one unto an- 
other. | 

11 Andhe made loops of blte on the 
edge of one curtain, from the ſelvedge 
in the coupling: likewiſe he made in 
the uttermoſt ſide of another curtain in 
the coupling of the ſecond. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one cur- 
tain, and fifty loops made he in the edge 
of the curtain which was in the coupling 
of the ſecond: the W held one 
curtain to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto an- 
other with the taches : ſo it became one 
tabernacle. 

14 And he made curtains of goats 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain was 


thirty cubits, and tour cubits was the 


breadth of one curtain: the eleven cur- 
tains were of one ſize. 


16 And he coupled hve curtains by 


themſelves, and {1x curtains by them- 
ſelves. 


17 And he made fifty loops upon the 


uttermoſt edge of the curtain in the 


coupling, and fifty loops made he upon 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the ſecond. 

18 And he made fifty taches of braſs 
to couple the tent together, that 1 it W 
be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent of rams ſkins dyed red, and a co- 
vering of badgers {ſkins above that. 


20 And he made boards forthe taber- | 


nacle of ſhittim-wood, ſtanding up. 

21 The length of .a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board one 
cubit and a half. 


22 One board had two tenons, equally 


diſtant one from another. Thus did he 
make for all the boards of the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle, twenty boards for the ſouth-ſide, 
ſouth-ward: 


24 And forty ſockets of ſilver he 


made under the twenty boards; two 
ſockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two ſockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other fide of the ta- 


bernacle which 1s toward the-north cor- 


ner, he made twenty boards. 
26 And their forty ſockets of filver: 


two ſockets under one board, and two 


ſockets under another board. 


27 And for the ſides of the * 


weſt- ward he made ſix boards, 


Twenty and . eubits, ver. 9.] Seventeen yards and two inches.

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28 And two boards made he for the cor- 
ners of the tabernacle in the two ſides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at the head there- 
of, to one ring. Thus he did to both of 
them in both the corners. | 

30 And there were eight boards; 
and their ſockets were ſixteen ſockets 

of ſilver, under every board two ſockets. 

31 And he made bars of ſhittim- 
wood; five for the boards of the one 
fide of the tabernacle, - 

32 And five bars for the ds af 
the other fide of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the taberna- 
_ for the ſides weſt-ward. 

33 And he made the middle ban to 
Ps through the boards from the one 
end to the other. | 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold to be 
places for the bars, and overlaid the 
bars with gold. 

35 And he made a vail of blue, and 
purple, and ſcarlet, and fine twined 
linen: with cherubims made he it of 
cunning-work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pil- 
lars of ſhittim-wood, and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks were of gold, 
and he caſt for them four ſockets of 
ſilver. 

7 And he made an hanging for the 
— door of blue and purple, 
and ſcarlet, and fine twined linen, of 
needle-work; 


8 And the five, 3 pillars of it with 


their hooks: and he overlaid their cha- 


piters, and their fillets with _— but 
their five ſockets were of braſs. 


CHAP. XXXVII. 
The ark: the mercy-ſeat, &c. 


AND Bezaleel made the ark of 
ſhittim- wood: two  cubits and a half 
was the length of it, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth of it, and a cubit and 
a half the height of it: 

2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made a crown 
of gold to it round about. 

3 And he caſt for it four rings of 
gold, to be ſet by the four corners of it; 
even two rings upon the one ſide of it, 
and two rings upon the other ſide of it. 

4 And he made ſtaves of ſhittim- 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

5 And he put the ſtaves into the 
rings by the ſides of the ark to bear the 
ark. ; 

6 4 And he made the mercy-ſeat of 
pure gold: two cubits 'and a half was 
the length thereof, and one cubit and 
a half the breadth thereof. 

7 And he made two cherubims of 


gold, beaten out of one piece made he 


them, on the two ends of the mercy- 
ſeat ; 

8 Oe cherub on the 8 on this ſide, 
and another cherub on the other end 
on that fide: out of the mercy-ſeat 
made he the cherubims on the two 
ends thereof. 

9 And the cherubims Cad out 
their wings on high, and covered with 
their wings over the mercy-ſeat, with 
their faces one to another; even to the 
mercy- ſeat- ward were the faces of the

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10 1 And he- — the table of 


ſhittim- wood: two cubits was the length 
thereof, and a cubit the breadth —— 


of, and a cubit and a half the height 
thereof: LIED 

11 And he oherluid: it with pure 
gold, and made thereunto a crown of 
gold round about. * 

12 Alſo he made thereunto a border 
of an hand-breadth, round about; and 
made a crown of gold for the border 
thereof round about. 

13 And he caſt for it four rings of 


gold, and put the rings upon the four 


corners that were in the four feet 
thereof, 

14 Overagainſt the border were the 
rings, the places for the ftaves, to bear 
the table. 

15 And he made the ſtaves of ſhittim- 


wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 


bear the table. 

16 And he made the veſſels which 
were upon the table, his diſhes, and his 
ſpoons, and his bowls, and his covers 
to cover withal, of pure gold. 

7 1 And he made the candleſtick 
of pe gold: of beaten work made he 
the candleſtickx; his ſhaft and his 
branch, his bowls, his knops, and his 
flowers were of the fame: 

18 And fix branches going out of 
the ſides thereof; three branches of 
the candleſtick out of the one fide 
thereof, and three branches of the can- 


dleftick out of the other fide thereof: 


19 Three bowls made after the fa- 
ſhion of almonds in one branch, a knop 


and a flower; and three bowls made 
like almonds j in another branch, a knop 


and a ers lo throughout the ſix 
branches, going out of the candleſtick. 
20 And in the candleſtick were four 
bowls made like almonds, his knops 
and his flowers: 
21 And a knop under two branclics 
of the ſame, and a knop under two 


branches of the ſame, and a knop un-

hid from him ; when he knoweth of it, 


then he ſhall be guilty. 

4 1 Or if a ſoul ſwear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatſoever it be that a man ſhall pro- 
nounce with an oath, and it be hid from 
him; when he knoweth of it, then he 
ſhall be guilty in one of theſe. 

5 And it ſhall be, when he ſhall be 
guilty in one of theſe things, that he ſhall 
confeſs that he hath ſinned in that thing.

4 Then it ſhall be, becauſe he hath 
ſinned and is guilty, thus he ſhall re- 
ſtore that which he took violently 


away, or the thing which he hath de- 
ceitfully gotten, or that which was de- 


livered him to keep, or the loſt thing 
which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he hath 
— falſely; he ſhall even reſtore it 
in the principal, and ſhall add the fifth 
part more thereto, and give it unto him 
to whom it appertaineth, in the day of 
his treſpaſs- offering. 

6 And he ſhall bring his treſpaſs- of- 
fering unto the Lord, a ram without 
blemiſh out of the flock, with thy eſti- 
mation, for a treſpaſs- offering, unto the 
prieſt: 

7 And the prieſt ſhall make an atone- 
ment for him before the Lord: and it 
ſhall be forgiven him, for any thing 
of all that he hath done, in treſpaſſing 
therein. 
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8 And the Lord ſpake unto ) Moſes, 
ſaying, 

Command Aaron and his ſons, ſay- 
ing, This is the law of the burnt-offer- 
ing: (It is the burnt-offering, becauſe 
of the burning upon the altar all night 
unto the morning, and the fire of the 
altar ſhall be burning in it.) 

10 And the prieſt ſhall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen breeches 
ſhall he put upon his fleſh, and take up 
the aſhes which the fire hath conſumed 
with the burnt-offering on the altar, and 

he ſhall put them beſide the altar. 
11 And he ſhall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the aſhes without the camp unto 
a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar ſhall 
be burning in it; it ſhall not be put 
out: and the prieſt ſhall burn wood on 
it every morning, and lay the burnt- 
offering in order upon it; and he ſhall 
burn thereon the fat of the 5 — 
ings. 

13 The fire ſhall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it ſhall never go out. 

14 And this is the law of the meat- 
offering: the ſons of Aaron ſhall offer 
it before the Lord, before the altar. 

. 15 And he ſhall take of it his hand- 
ful, of the flour of the meat-offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the frank- 
incenſe which is upon the meat-offering, 


and ſhall burn it upon the altar for a 


ſweet ſavour, even the memorial of it 
unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thief {hall 
Aaron and his ſons eat : with unleaven- 


ed bread ſhall it be eaten in the holy 


place; in the court of the tabernacle of 
the congregation they ſhall eat it. 
17 It ſhall not be baken with Leaves 


I have given it unto them for their por- 


tion of my offerings made by fire : it is 
moſt holy, as is the ſin-offering, and as 
the treſpaſs-offering. 

18 All the males among the children 
of Aaron ſhall eat of it. It ſhall be a 
ſtatute for ever in your generations con- 
cerning the offerings of the Lord made 
by fire: every one that toucheth them 


ſhall be holy. 


19 1 And the Lord ſpake unto Mo- 
ſes, ſaying, 

20 This is the offering of Aaron, and 
of his ſons, which they ſhall offer unto 
the Lord, in the day when he is anoint- 
ed; the tenth part of an ephah of fine 
flour for a meat-offering perpetual, half 
of it in the morning, and half thereof at 
night : 

21 Inapanit ſhall be made with oil; 
and when it is baken, thou ſhalt bring a 
it in: and the baken pieces of the 
meat- offering ſhalt thou offer for a ſweet 
ſavour unto the Lord. 

22 And the prieſt of his ſons, that is 
anointed in his ſtead, ſhall offer it: it is 
a ſtatute for ever unto the Lord; it 
{hall be wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat-offering for the 
prieſt ſhall be wholly burnt : it ſhall not 
be eaten. 

24 And the Lord Folly unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his ſons,

9 And all the meat-offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is dreſſ- 
ed in the frying-pan, and in the pan, 
ſhall be the prieſt's that offereth it. 

10 And every meat-offering mingled 
with oil, and dry, ſhall all the ſons of 


Aaron have, one as much as another. 


11 And this is the law of the ſa- 


crifice of peace-offerings, which he 
ſhall offer unto the Lord. 


12 If he offer it for a thankſgiving, 
then he ſhall offer with the ſacrifice of 


thankſgiving unleavened cakes mingled 
with oil, and unleavened wafers anoint- 


ed with oil, and cakes mingled with oil,

13 Beſides the cakes; he ſhall offer 
for his offering leavened bread, with the

19 And the fleſh that toucheth any 
unclean thing,

fleſh of the ſacrifice of peace-offerings, 
that pertain unto the Lord, having his 
uncleanneſs upon him, even that foul 
ſhall be cut off from his people.

2 When a man ſhall have in the ſkin 
of his fleſh a riſing, a ſcab, or bright 
ſpot, and it be in the ſkin of his fleſh, 
like the plague of leproſy; then he ſhall 
be brought unto Aaron the prieſt, or 
unto one of his ſons the prieſts : 

3 And the prieſt ſhall look on the 
plague in the {kin of the fleſh: and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the plague in ſight be deeper 
than the {kin of his fleſh, it is a pla- 
gue of leproſy: and the prieſt ſhall 
look on him, and pronounce him un- 
clean. 

4 If the bright ſpot be white in the 
{kin of his fleſh, and in ſight be not 
deeper than the ſkin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white: then the 
prieſt ſhall ſhut up him that hath the 
plague ſeven days: 

5 And the — ſhall look an him 
Eg ſeventh day; and behold, if the 
plague in his fight be at a ſtay, and the 
plague ſpread not in the ſkin ; then the 
prieſt ſhall ſhut him up ſeven days 
more : 

6 And the prieſt ſhall look on him 
again the ſeventh day: and behold, if 
the plague be ſomewhat dark, and the

9 When the plague of leproſy i is in a 
man, then he ſhall be brought unto the 
prieſt; 

10 And the prieſt ſhall ſee him; and 
behold, if the riſing be white in the 
ſkin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there be quick raw fleſh in 
the riſing; 

11 It is an old leproſy in the ſkin of 
his fleſh, and the prieſt ſhall pronounce 
him unclean, and ſhall not ſhut him up: 
for he is unclean. 

12 Andifa leproſy break out abroad 
in the ſkin, and the leproſy cover all 
the ſkin of him that hath the plague 
from his head even to his foot, where- 
ſoever the prieſt looketh ; 

13 Thentheprieſt ſhall conſider: and 
behold, if the leproſy have covered all 
his fleſh, he ſhall pronounce him clean 
that hath the plague: it is all turned 
white: he is clean. 

14 But when raw fleſh —_— in 
him, he ſhall be unclean. 

15 And the prieſt ſhall ſee the raw 
fleſh, and pronounce him to be unclean: 
for the raw fleſh is unclean : it is a le- 


proſy.

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16 Or if the raw fleſh turn again, and 
be changed unto white ; he ſhall come 
* the prieſt: 


And the prieſt ſhall ſee him: and 


behold, if the plague be turned into 
white ; then the prieſt ſhall pronounce 


him clean that hath the plague: he 1s 


clean. 
18 The fleſh alſo in which, even in 


the ſkin thereof, was a bile, and 1s healed, 


19 And in the place of the bile there 
be a white riſing, or a bright ſpot white, 
and ſomewhat reddiſh, and it be ſhewed 
to the prieſt ; 

20 And if when the prieſt ſeeth 1t, 
behold, it be in ſight lower than the 
ſkin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the prieſt ſhall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague of leproſy broken 
out of the bile, 

21 But if the prieſt look on it, and 
behold, there be no white hairs therein; 
and if it be not lower than the ſkin, but u 
be ſomewhat dark; then the prieſt ſhall 
ſhut him up ſeven days: 

22 And if it ſpread much abroad in 


the ſkin, then the prieſt ſhall pronounce 


him unclean: it is a plague. 

23 But if the bright ſpot ſtay in his 
place, and ſpread not,. it is a burning 
bile; and the prieſt ſhall pronounce 
him clean. 

24 Or if there be any fleſh in the 


{ſkin whereof there is a hot burning, and p 


the quick fleſh that burneth have a 
white bright ſpot, ſomewhat reddiſh, or 
white; 

25 Thenthe prieſt ſhall look upon it: 
and behold, if the hair in the bright 
ſpot be turned white, and it be in ſight 


deeper than the ſkin; it is a leproſy 
broken out of the burning: wherefore 
the prieſt ſhall pronounce him unclean: 

it is the plague of leproſy. 

26 But if the prieſt look on it, and 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright ſpot, and it be no lower than the 
other ſkin, but be ſomewhat dark; then Ps 
the prieſt ſhall ſhut him up ſeven 
days: 

27 And the prieſt ſhall look upon 
him the ſeventh day: and if it be ſpread 
much abroad in the ſkin, then the prieſt 
ſhall pronounce him unclean: it 1s the 
plague of leproſy. 

28 And if the bright ſpot ad in his 
place, and ſpread not in the ſkin, but 
it be ſomewhat dark; it is a riſing of 


the burning, and the prieſt ſhall pro-

29 If a man or woman have a plague = 
upon the head or the beard: — 
30 Then the prieſt ſhall ſee the Þf 
| [plague, and behold, if it be in fight 
deeper than the ſkin; and there be in it a | 
yellow thin hair; then the prieſt ſhall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a dry ſcall, 
even a leproſy upon the head or beard. 
31 And if the prieſt look on the 
plague of the ſcall, and behold, it be 
not in ſight deeper than the ſkin, and 
that there is no black hair in it; then the 
rieſt ſhall ſhut up him that hath the 
plague of the ſcall ſeven days: 
32 And in the ſeventh day the pneſt 
ſhall look on the plague: and behold, 
if the ſcall ſpread not, and there be in it 
no yellow hair, and the ſcall be not in 
ſight deeper than the ſkin; 


Pronounce him clean, ver. 23. ] To note, that though the marks of our former fins do remain, yet if * ſpread not, i. e. do 


not reign in us, they ſhall not be imputed to us. 
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33 He ſhall be ſhaven, but the ſcall 
ſhall he not ſhave: and the prieſt ſhall |1 
ſhut up him that hath the ſcall ſeven 
days more : 

34 And in the ſeventh day the prieſt 
ſhall look on the ſcall; and behold, if 
the ſcall be not ſpread in the ſkin, nor 
be in fight deeper than the ſkin; then 
the prieſt ſhall pronounce him clean: 
and he ſhall waſh his clothes, and be 
clean. 

35 But if the ſcall ſpread much in 
the ſkin after his cleanſing; 

36 Then the prieſt ſhall look on bim: 
and behold, if the ſcall be ſpread in 


the kin, ts prieſt ſhall not ſeek for 


yellow hair; he 1s unclean. 

37 But if the ſcall be in his fight at 
a ſtay, and that there is black hair grown 
up therein; the ſcall is healed, he is 
clean: and the prieſt ſhall pronounce 
him clean. 

38 If a man alſo or a woman have 
in the ſkin of their fleſh bright ſpots, 
even white bright ſpots; 

309 Then the prieſt ſhall look: and 

behold, if the bright ſpots in the {kin 
of their fleſh be darkiſh white; 1t 1s a 
freckled ſpot that groweth in the ſkin; 
he 1s clean. 

40 And the man whole hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 
41 And he that hath his hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward his 
face, he is forehead-bald; yet is he 

clean. 

42 Andif 114 1 in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddiſh ſore; 
it is a leproſy ſprung up in his bald head, 
or his bald forehead.

43 Then the prieſt ſhall look upon 

: and behold, if the rifing of the 
= be white reddiſh i in his bald head, 
or in his bald forehead, as the leproſy 
appeareth in the ſkin of the fleſh; 

44 He 1s a leprous man, he is un- 
clean: the prieſt ſhall pronounce him 
utterly unclean ; his plague is in his 
head. 

45 And the leper in whom the plague 
is, his clothes ſhall be rent, and his 
head bare, and he ſhall put a covering 
upon his upper lip, and ſhall cry, Un- 
clean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
ſhall be in him he ſhall be defiled; 
he is unclean: he ſhall dwell alone; 
without the camp. ſhall his habita- 
tion be. 

47 The garment alſo that the. plague 
of leproly is in, whether it be a wool- 
len garment, or a linen garment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof; of linen, or of woollen ; whe- 
ther in a ſkin, or in any thing made of 
Kin: 

49 And if the plague be greeniſh or 
reddiſh in the garment, or in the ſkin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of ſkin; it is a plague of 
leproſy, and ſhall be ſhewed unto che 
prieſt. 

50 And the prieſt ſhall look upon 
the plague, and ſhut up it that hath the

12 And they put him in ward, that 
the mind of the Lord might be ſhewed 
them. 

13 1 And the Lord ſpake unto Mo- 
ſes, ſaying, 

14 Bring forth him that Hath curſed 
without the camp; and let all that 
heard him lay their hands upen his head, 
and let all the congregation ſtone him. 

15 And thou ſhalt ſpeak unto the 
children of Iſrael, ſaying, Wholoever 
curſeth his God ſhall bear his fin.

16 And he that blaſphemeth the 
name of the Lord, he ſhall ſurely be put 
to death, and all the congregation ſhall 
certainly ſtone him: as well the ſtranger 
as he that is born in the land, when he 
blaſphemeth the name of the Lord, 
ſhall be put to death. 

17 1 And he that killeth any man 
ſhall ſurely be put to death. 

18 1 And he that killeth a beaſt ſhall 
make it good; beaſt for beaſt. 

19 And if a man cauſe a blemiſh in 
his neighbour; as he hath done, ſo ſhall 
it be done to him; 

20 Breach for breach, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth: as he hath cauled a 
blemiſh in a man, ſo ſhall it be done to 
him again. 

21 And he that killeth a beally he 
{hall reſtore it: and he that killeth a 
man, he ſhall be put to death. | 

22 Ye ſhall have one manner of law, 
as well for the ſtranger, as for one of 


your own country: for I am the Lord 


your God. 

23 1 And Moles ſpake to the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, that they ſhould bring 
forth him that had curſed out of the 
camp, and ſtone him with ſtones. And 
the children of Ifrael did as the Lord 
commanded Moſes. 


CHAP. XXV. 


The Jubilee: of oppreſſion, &c. 


AND the Lord ſpake unto Moſes i in 


mount Sinai, ſaying, 
2 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When ye come into 


| 8 ver. 9. | a ˖ ‚˖ ‚ nod: ſignifying, that none have a right 


to Chriſt, but ſpiritual prieſts. 
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the land which I give you, then ſhall 
the land keep a ſabbath unto the 
Lord. 

3 Six years thou ſhalt ſow thy geld, 
and ſix years thou ſhalt prune thy vine- 
yard, and gather in the fruit thereof; 

4 But in the ſeventh year ſhall be a 
ſabbath of reſt unto the land, a ſabbath 
for the Lord: thou ſhalt neither ſow 
thy field, nor prune thy vineyard. 

5 That which groweth of its own ac- 
cord of thy harveſt, thou ſhalt not reap, 
neither gather the grapes of thy vine 
undreſſed : for it is à year of reſt unto 
the land. 

6 And the abbath of the land ſhall 
be meat for you; for thee, and for thy 
ſervant, and for thy maid, and for thy 
hired ſervant, and for thy ſtranger that 
ſojourneth with thee, 

7 And for thy cattle, and for the beaſt 
that are in thy land, ſhall all the increaſe 
thereof be meat. 

8 1 And thou ſhalt number ſeven 
ſabbaths of years unto thee, ſeven times 
ſeven years; and the ſpace of the ſeven 
ſabbaths of years ſhall be unto thee forty 
and nine years. 

9 Then ſhalt thou cauſe the trumpet 
of the jubilee to ſound, on the tenth day 
of the ſeventh month, in the day of 
atonement ſhall ye make the trumpet 
ſound throughout all your land. 

10 And ve ſhall hallow the fiftieth 
year, and proclaim liberty throughout 
all the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof: it ſhall be a jubilee unto you; 
and ye ſhall return every man unto his 
poſſeſſion, and ye ſhall return every man 
unto his family. | 


Unto his poſſeſſion, ver. 10. To prevent the confuſion: of the tribes, by the alienation of their lands; that the rich might 
not ſwallow up the inheritance of their poor brethren ; and, that they might ſtill look upon themſelves as ſojourners in God's land. 


11 A jubilee ſhall that fiftieth year be 
unto you: ye ſhall not ſow, neither reap 
that which groweth of itſelf in it, nor ga- 
ther the grapes in it of thy vine un- 
dreſſed. 

12 For it is the jubilee; it ſhall be 
holy unto you: ye ſhall eat the increaſe 
thereof out of the field. 

13 In the year of this jubilee ye ſhall 
return every man unto his poſſeſſion. 

14 J And if thou ſell aught unto thy 
neighbour, or buyeſt aught of thy neigh- 
bour's hand, ye ſhall not oppreſs one 
another: 

15 According to the number of years 
after the jubilee thou ſhalt buy of thy 
neighbour, and according. unto the 
number of years of the fruits he ſhall 
ſell unto thee: | 

16 According to the multitude of 
years thou ſhalt increaſe the price there- 
of, and according to the fewneſs of 
years thou ſhalt diminiſh the price of 
it: for according to the number of the 
years of the fruits doth he ſell untothee: 

17 Ye ſhall not therefore oppreſs 
one another; but thou ſhalt fear thy 
God: for I am the Lord your God. 

18 Wherefore ye ſhall do my ſtatutes, 
and keep my judgements, and do them; 
ay ye ſhall dwell in the land in ſafety. 

9 And the land ſhall yield her fruit, 
i ye ſhall eat your. fill, and dwell 
therein infafety. 

20 And if ye ſhall fay, What ſhall 
we eat the ſeventh year? behold, we 
ſhall not ſow, nor gather in our increaſe: 

21 Then I will command my bleſſing 
upon you in the ſixth year, and it hell 
[bring forth fruit for three years. 2 
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22 And ye ſhall ſow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
ear; until her fruits come in ye {hall 
_ of the old ſtore. 
3 The land ſhall not be fold for 
Ms for the land is mine: for ye are 
ſtrangers and ſojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your poſſeſ- 
ſon ye ſhall grant a redemption for the 
land. 

25 If thy brother be waxen poor, and 
hath ſold away ſome of his poſſeſſion, 
and if any of his kin come to redeem it, 
then ſhall he redeem that which his 
brother ſold. 

26 And if the man have none to re- 
deem it, and himſelf be able to redeem 
uns | | 
27 Then let him count the years of 
the ſale thereof, and reſtore the over- 
plus unto the man to whom he fold it; 
that he may return unto his poſſeſ⸗ 
ſion. 

28 But if he be not a to reſtore it 


to him, then that which is ſold ſhall re- 


main in the hand of him that hath bought 
it until the year of jubilee: and in the 
jubilee it ſhall go out, and he {hall return 
unto his poſſeſſion. 

29 And if a man fell a dwelling- 
houſe in a walled city, then he may re- 
deem it within a whole year after it is 


It. 
30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the [pace of a full year, then the houſe 
that is in the walled city ſhall be eſta- 
bliſhed for ever to him that bought it, 


throughout his generations: it ſhall not jo 
ſerve thee unto the year of jubilee: if 


go out in the jubilee; 


ſold; within a full year may he redeem 


31 But the houſes of the villages 
which have no wall round about them, 
ſhall be counted as the fields of the 
country: they may be redeemed, and 
they ſhall go out in the jubilee. 

32 Notwithſtanding the cities of the 
Levites, and the houſes of the cities of 
their poſſeſhon, may the Levites redeem 
at any time. 

33 And if a man purchaſe of the Le- 
vites, then the houſe that was ſold, and 
the city of his poſſeſſion ſhall go out in 
the year of jubilee: for the houſes of the 
cities of the Levites are their poſſeſſion 
among the children of Iſrael. 

34 But the field of the ſuburbs of their 
cities may not be ſold: for it is their per- 
petual poſſeſſion. 

5 1 And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, .and fallen in decay with thee; 


then thou ſhalt relieve him: yea, though 


he be a ſtranger, or a ſojourner; that 
he may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no uſury of him, or 
increaſe: but fear thy God; that thy 
brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou ſhalt not give him thy 
money upon uſury, nor lend him thy 
victuals for increaſe. 

38 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 
and to be your God. 

39 And if thy brother that dwelletn 
by thee be waxen poor, and be ſold unto 
thee; thou ſhalt not compel him td 
ſerve as a bond-ſervant : 
40 But as an hared-ſervant, and as a 
urner, he ſhall be with thee; and ſhall 


| The land is mine, ver.-23-] In a more eſpecial manner, being ſanQified'to be the inheritance of his Church here on earth, 
and a figure of the inheritance of the Saints in heaven, and could not, therefore, be alienated from them. 
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41 And then ſhall he depart from 
thee, both he and his children with 
him, and ſhall return unto his own 
family, and unto the poſſeſſion of his 
fathers {hall he return. 

42 For they are my ſervants, which I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they ſhall not be ſold as bond-men. 

43 Thou ſhalt not rule over him 
with rigour, but ſhalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bond-men, and thy 
* bond-maids, which thou ſhalt have, 
ſhall be of the heathen that are round 

about you; of them ſhall ye buy bond- 
men and bond-maids. 

45 Moreover, of the children of the 
ſtrangers that do ſojourn among you, of 
them ſhall ye buy, and of their families 
that are with you, which they begat in 
your land: and they ſhall be your poſ- 
ſeſſion. 

46 And ye ſhall take them as an in- 
heritance for your children after you, to 
inherit them for a poſſeſſion ; they ſhall 
be your bond-men for ever; but over 
your brethren the children of Iſrael, ye 
Mall not rule one over another with ri- 
gour. Ee 
47 1 And if a ſojourner or ſtranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy brother that 
dwelleth by him wax poor, and fell 
himſelf unto the ſtranger or ſojourner by 
thee, or to the ſtock of the ſtranger's fa- 
mily: 


48 After that he is ſold, he may be 


#edeemed again; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or his uncle's ſon 
may redeem him, or any that 1s nigh of 
kin unto him, of his family, may re- 


ö 


deem him; or if he be able, he may re- 
deem himſelf. 

50 And he ſhall reckon with him 
that bought him, from the year that he 
was ſold to him, unto the year of jubilee: 
and the price of his ſale ſhall be accord- 
ing unto the number of years, accordin 
to the time of an hired ſervant ſhall it 
be with him. 

51 If there be yet many years be- 
hind, according unto them he ſhall 
give again the price of his redemption 
out of the money that he was bought 
for. 

52 And if there remain but few years 
unto the year of jubilee, then he ſhall 
count with him, and according unto 
his years ſhall he give him again the 
price of his redemption. 33 

3 And as a yearly hired ſervant 
ſhall he be with him: and the other 
ſhall not rule with rigour over him in 
thy ſight. | 

54 And if he be not redeemed in 
theſe years, then he ſhall go out in the 
year of jubilee, both he and his children 
with him. 

55 For unto me the children of 
Iſrael are ſervants ; they are my ſervants 
whom I brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt: I am the Lord your God. 


CHAP. XXVI. 

Of idolatry, &c. 
YE ſhall make you no idols nor 
graven image, neither rear you up a 


ſtanding image, neither ſhall ye ſet up 
any image of ſtone in your land, to bow

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down unto it: for I am the Lord your 
God. 

2 Ye ſhall keep my ſabbaths and 
reverence my ſanctuary: I am the Lord. 

3 If ye walk in my ſtatutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do them; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
ſeaſon, and the land ſhall yield her in- 
creaſe, and the trees of «= field ſhall 
yield their fruit. 

5 And your threſhing ſhall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage ſhall 
reach unto the ſowing-time: and 
ſhall eat your bread to the full, = 
dwell in your land lately. , 
6 And I will give peace in the 
land, and ye ſhall lie down, and none 
ſhall make you afraid: and 1 will rid 
evil beaſts out of the land, neither 
ſhall the ſword go through your land. 

7 And ye ſhall chaſe your enemies, 


and they ſhall fall before you by the 


{word. 


8 And five of you ſhall chaſe an 


| Wh and an hundred of you ſhall 
put ten thouſand to flight; and your 
enemies ſhall fall before you by the 
[word. 

For I will have reſpect unto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and eſtabliſh my covenant with 
ou. 

: 10 And ye ſhall eat old ſtore, and 
bring forth the old becauſe of the new. 

11 And I will ſet my tabernacle 
among you:. and my ſoul ſhall not 
abhor you. 

12 And I will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye ſhall be my 
people. 


13 I am the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye ſhould not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the bands 
of your yoke, and made you go up- 
right, 

14 1 But if ye will not bes 
unto me, and will not do all theſe 
commandments; 4 

15 And if ye ſhall deſpiſe my a 
tutes, or if — ſoul abhor my judge- 
ments, ſo that ye will not do all my 
e| commandments, but that ye break my 
covenant: 

16 I alfo will do this unto you, I 
will even appoint over you terror, con- 
ſumption, and the burning ague; that 
ſhall conſume the eyes, and cauſe ſor- 
row of heart: and ye ſhall ſow your 


ſeed in vain; for your enemies fall 


eat it. 

17 And I will ſet my face againſt 
you, and ye ſhall be {lain before your 
enemies; they that hate you ſhall reign 
over you; and ye ſhall flee = none 
purſueth you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for all 
this hearken unto me, then I will pu- 
ni{h you ſeven times more for your ſins. 

19 And I will break the pride of 
your power; and I will make your 
heaven as 1ron, and your earth as braſs: 

20 And your ſtrength ſhall be ſpent 
in vain: for your land ſhall not yield 
her increaſe, neither ſhall the trees of 
the land yield their fruits. 

21 And it ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; I 
will bring ſeven times more plagues 
upon you, according to your ins, 


Reach unto the vintage, &c. ver. 5.] You ſhall have ſuch a plentiful harveſt, that before you can have threſhed out your 
corn, the vintage ſhall come ; and ſuch a rich vintage, that before that be ended it ſhall be time to ſow your ſeed, 


[ce] 
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22 I will alſo ſend wild beaſts among 
you, which ſhall rob you of your chil- 
_ dren, and deſtroy your cattle, and 
make you few in number; and your 
highways ſhall be deſolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed 
by me by theſe things, but will walk 
contrary unto me; 

24 Then will I alſo walk contrary 
unto you, and will puniſh you yet 
ſeven times for your ſins. 

25 And I will bring a ſword upon 
you, that ſhall avenge the quarrel of 
my covenant: and when ye are ga- 
thered together within your cities, I 
will ſend the peſtilence among you; 
and ye ſhall be delivered into the 
hand of the enem 

26 And when I have broken the 
Raff of your bread, ten women ſhall 
bake your bread in one oven, and they 
ſhall deliver you your bread again by 
weight: and ye ſhall eat, and not be 

ſatighed. 
227 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk cont rary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 

ou alſo in fury; and I, even I, will 
chaſtiſe you ſeven times for your fins. 

29 And ye ſhall eat the fleſh of your 
ſons, and the fleſh of your daughters 
hall 8 

30 And I will deſtroy your high 
places, and cut down your images, and 
caſt your carcaſſes upon the carcaſſes 
of your idols, and my ſoul ſhall abhor 
you. 
31 And I will make your cities 
waſte, and bring your ſanctuaries unto 


High places, ver. 30-] Erected on a hill whereon fair-ſpreadi 
were uſt by laters, where hey allembled for hig and crib 


deſolation ; and I will not ſmell the 
ſavour of your ſweet odours. 
g2 And I will bring the land into 
deſolation; and your enemies which 
dwell 8 ſhall be aſtoniſhed at it. 
33 And I will ſcatter you among the 


heathen, and will draw out a ſword. 


after you: and your land ſhall be de- 
ſolate, and your cities waſte. 


34 Then ſhall the land enjoy her ſab- 


baths, as long as it lieth deſolate, and ye 
be in your enemies land; even then ſhall 
the land reſt and enjoy her ſabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth deſolate, it 
ſhall reſt; becauſe it did not reſt in 
your ſabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left alive 
of you, I will ſend a faintneſs into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies; 
and the ſound of a ſhaken leaf ſhall 
chaſe them; and they ſhall flee, as 
fleeing from a ſword; and they ſhall 
fall, when none purſueth. 

37 And they ſhall fall one upon an- 
other, as it were before a ſword, when 
none purſueth : and ye ſhall have no | 
power to ſtand before your enemies. 

38 And ye ſhall periſh among the 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 


[ſhall eat you up. 


39 And they that are left of you ſhall 
pine away in their iniquity in your ene- 
mies lands; and alſo in the iniquities 
of their fathers ſhall they pine away 
with them. 

40 If they ſhall confeſs their iniquity 
and the iniquity of their fathers, with 
their treſpaſs which they treſpaſſed 
againſt me, and that alſo * have 
walked contrary unto me; 


trees grew, under which ei ſet up chapels and altars, which 
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41 And that I alſo have walked con- 
trary unto them, and have brought 
them into the * of their enemies; 
if then their uncircumciſed hearts be 
humbled, and they then accept of the 
puniſhment of their iniquity; 

42 Then will I remember my cove- 
nant with Jacob, and alſo my covenant 
with Iſaac, and alſo my covenant with 
Abraham will I remember; and I will 
remember the land. 

43 The land alſo ſhall be left of 
them, and ſhall enjoy her ſabbaths, 
while ſhe lieth deſolate without them: 
and they ſhall accept of the puniſh- 
ment of their iniquity: becauſe, even 
becauſe they deſpiſed my judgements, 
and becauſe their ſoul abhorred my 
ſtatutes. | 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
be in the land of their enemies, I will 
not caſt them away, neither will I abhor 
them, to deſtroy them utterly, and to 

break my covenant with them: for 1 
am the Lord their God. 

45 But I will for their ſakes remem- 
ber the covenant of their anceſtors, 
whom ] brought forth out of the land of 
Egypt in the fight of the heathen, that 
I might be their God: I am the Lord. 

46 Theſe are the ſtatutes and judge- 
ments, and laws, which the Lord made 
between him and the children of Iſrael], 
in mount Sinai, by the hand of Moſes. 


CHAP. XXVII. 
Concerning vows, Oc. 


AND the Lord ſpake unto Moles, 
ſaying, 


2 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When a man ſhall 


make a ſingular vow, the perſons ſhall 


be for the Lord, by thy eſtimation. 

3 And thy eſtimation ſhall be, of 
the male from twenty years old, even 
unto ſixty years old, even thy eſtima- 
tion ſhall 6 bfty ſhekels of ſilver, after 
the ſhekel of the ſanctuary 

4 And if it be a female, then thy 
eſtimation ſhall be thirty ſhekels. 

5 And if it be from five years old even 
unto twenty years old, then thy eſtima- 
tion ſhall be of the male twenty ſhe- 
kels, and for the female ten ſhekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old 
even unto five years old, then thy eſti- 
mation ſhall be of the male five ſhe- 
kels of ſilver, and for the female thy eſti- 
mation ſhall be three ſhekels of Liver 

7 And if it be from ſixty years old 
and above; if it be a male, then thy 
eſtimation ſhall be fifteen ſhokeky and 
for the female ten ſhekels. 

8 But if he be poorer than thy eſti- 
mation, then he ſhall preſent himſelf 
before the prieſt, and the prieſt ſhall 
value him: according to his ability that 
vowed ſhall the prieſt value him. 

9 And if it be a beaſt whereof men 
bring an offering unto the Lord, all 
that any man giveth of ſuch unto the 
Lord ſhall be holy. | 

10 He ſhall not alter it, nor change 
it, a good for a bad; or a bad for a 


good: and if he ſhall at all change 


beaſt for beaſt, then it and the exchange 


thereof ſhall be holy. 
11 And if it be any unclean beaſt, 


of which they do not offer a ſacrifice 


Remember the covenant of their anceſtors, ver. 45.] Thus he cloſes the curſe of the 1 due to tranſgreſſors, with promiſes of 


Brace to be beſtowed in the latter days. 
ſe e 2] 
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unto the Lord, then he ſhall preſent the 
beaſt before the prieſt: 

12 And the prieſt ſhall value it, whe- 
ther it be good or bad: as thou valueſt 
it, who art the prieſt, ſo ſhall it be. 

13 But if he will at all redeem it, 
then he ſhall add a fifth part thereof unto 
thy eſtimation. 

14 And when a man fhall ſanctify 
his houſe to be holy unto the Lord, then 

the prieſt ſhall eſtimate it, whether it 
be good or bad: as the prieſt ſhall eſti- 
mate it, ſo ſhall it ſtand. * 

15 And if he that ſanctified it will re- 


deem his houſe, then he ſhall add the 


fifth part of the money of thy eſtimation 
unto 1t, and it ſhall be his. | 

16 And if a man ſhall ſanctify unto 
the Lord ſome part of a field of his poſ- 
ſeſſion, then thy eſtimation ſhall be ac- 
cording to the ſeed thereof: an homer 
of barley ſeed ſhall be valued at fifty 
ſhekels of ſilver. 1 

17 If he ſanctify his field from the 

r of jubilee, according to thy eſtima- 
tion it ſhall ſtand. 

18 But if he ſanctify his field after the 
jubilee, then the prieſt ſnall reckon unto 
him the money according to the years 
that remain, even unto the year of the 
Jubilee, and it ſhall be abated from thy 
eſtimation. 

19 And if he that ſanctified the field 
will in any wiſe redeem it, then he ſhall 
add the fifth part of the money of thy 
eſtimation unto it, and it ſhall be af- 
ſured to him. | 

20 And if hewill not redeem the field, 
or if he have fold the field to another 


man, it ſhall not be redeemed any more. 
Sanctify his houſe, ver. 14. (And 


21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubilee, ſhall be holy unto the 
Lord as a field devoted ; the poſſeſſion 
thereof ſhall be the prieſt's; 

22 And if a man ſanctify unto the 
Lord a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the fields of his poſſeſſion; 

23 Then the prieſt ſhall reckon unto 
him the worth of thy eſtimation, even 
unto the year of the jubilee: and he ſhall 
give thine eſtimation in that day as a 
holy thing unto the Lord. | 

24 In the year of the jubilee the field 
ſhall return unto him of whom it was 
bought, even to him to whom the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the land did belong: 

25 And all thy eſtimations ſhall be 
according to the ſhekel of the ſanctuary. 
Twenty gerahs ſhall be the ſhekel. 

26 Only the firſtling of the beaſts, 
which ſhould be the Lord's firſtling, no 
man ſhall ſanctify it; whether it be ox, 
or ſheep: it is the Lord's. 

27 And if 1t be of an unclean beaſt, 
then he ſhall redeem it according to 
thine eſtimation, and ſhall add a fifth 
part of it thereto; or if it be not re- 
deemed, then it ſhall be ſold according 
to thy eſtimation. _ | 

28 J Notwithſtanding, no devoted 
thing that a man ſhall devote unto the 


Lord of all that he hath, both of man 


and beaſt, and of the field of his poſleſ- 

ſion, ſhall be fold or redeemed: eve 

devoted thing is moſt holy unto the Lord. 
29 None devoted, which ſhall be de- 


[voted of men, ſhall be redeemed; but 


{hall ſurely be put to death. 
30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the ſeed of the land, or of the

24 And Moſes went out, and told the 


people the words of the Lord, and ga- 
thered the ſeventy men of the elders of 
the people, and ſet them round about 
the tabernacle. 

25 And the Lord came down in a 
cloud, and ſpake unto him, and took of 


the ſpirit that was upon him, and gave. 


it unto the ſeventy elders. And it came 
to pals that when the ſpirit reſted upon 
them, they propheſied, and did not 
ceaſe. | 

26 But there anna two of the 
men in the camp, the name of the one 


was Eldad, and the name of the other 


Medad: and the ſpirit reſted upon them, 
(and they were of them that were writ- 
ten, but went not out unto the taberna- 
cle,) and they propheſied in the camp. 

27 And there ran a young man, and 
told Moſes, and ſaid, Eldad and Medad 
do propheſy in the camp. 

28 And Joſhua the ſon of Nun, the 
ſervant of Moſes, one of his young men, 


eondition, and takes no notice of his paſſion, but provides him a remedy. 
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anſwered and ſaid, My lord Moſes, for- 
bid them. 

29 And Moſes ſaid unto him, Envieſt 
thou for my ſake? would God that all the 


Lord's people were prophets, and that 


the Lord would put his ſpirit upon them. 

30 And Moſes gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Iſrael. 

31 1 And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and brought quails from 
the ſea, and let them fall by the camp, 
as it were a day's journey on this fide, 
and as it were a day's journey on the 
other fide, round about the camp, and as 
it were two cubits high, upon the face of 
the earth. 

32 And the people ſtood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the next 
day, and they gathered the quails: he 
that gathered leaſt, ga thered ten homers: 
and they ſpread . all abroad for 
themſelves round about the camp. 

33 And while the fleſh was yet be- 
tween their teeth, ere it was chewed; the 
wrath of the Lord was kindled againſt 
the people, and the Lord ſmote the peo? 
ple with a very great plague. 

34 And he called the name of that 
place Kibroth-hattaavah: becauſe there 
they buried the people that luſted. 

35 And the people journeyed from 


& Etibroth-hattaavah unto Hazeroth: aw 
_—" abode at Hazeroth. 


CHAP. XII. 
Miriam's and Aaron's edition, Gr. 


AND Miriam and Aaron ſpake againſt 
| Moſes, becauſe of the Ethiopian woman 


Spoken alſo by us, ver. 2.] Whythen 


whom he had married, for he had mar- 
ried an Ethiopian woman. 


2 And they ſaid, Hath the Lord in- 
deed ſpoken only by Moſes? hath he 
not ſpoken alſo by us? and the Lord 
heard 1t. 

3 Now the man Moſes was very 


meek, above all the men which were up- 
on the face of the earth. 


4 And the Lord ſpake ny un- 
to Moſes, and unto Aaron, and unto 
Miriam, Come out ye three unto the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation. And they 
three came out. 

5 And the Lord came down in the 
pillar of the cloud, and ſtood in the door 
of the tabernacle, and called Aaron and 
Minam. And they both came forth. 

6 And he faid, Hear now my words; 
If there be a prophet among you, I the 
Lord will make myſelf known unto 
him in a viſion, and will ſpeak unto him 
in a dream. 

7 My ſervant Moſes is not ſo, who 
is faithful in all mine houſe. 

8 With him will I ſpeak mouth to 
mouth, even apparently, and not in 
dark ſpeeches; and the ſimilitude of the 
Lord ſhall he behold; wherefore then 
were ye not afraid to ſpeak againſt my 
ſervant Moſes? 

9 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled againſt them; and he departed. 

10 4 And the cloud departed from 


off the tabernacle; and behold, Miriam 


became leprous, white as ſnow: and 
Aaron looked upon Miriam, and be- 


hold, ſhe was leprous. 


11 And Aaron ſaid unto Moſes, 
Alas, my lord, I beſeech thee, lay not 


ſhould eee with in matters of mo- 


ment; eſpecially, as we never were guilty of debaſing and mingling the holy feed, as he has 2 |

CHAP. XIII.

AND the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

2 Send thou men that they may ſearch 
the land of Canaan, which I give unto 
the children of Iſrael : of every tribe 
of their fathers ſhall ye ſend a man, 
every one a ruler among them. 
g And Moſes, by the commandment 
of the Lord, ſent them from the wilder- 
neſs of Paran; all thoſe men were 
heads of the children of Iſrael : 

4 And theſe were their names: of

12 Of the tribe of 1 Ammiel 
"_ ſon of Gemalli. 

3 Of the tribe of Aſher, Sethur the 
fon = Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Nagluali Nahbi 
the ſon of Vophſi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the 
ſon of Mach. 

16 Theſe are the names of the men 
which Moſes ſent to ſpy out the land. 
And Moſes called Oſhea, the ſon of 
Jehoſhua. 

17 1 And Moſes ſent them to ſpy 
out the land of Canaan, and ſaid unto 


them, Get ye up this way ſouth-ward, 


and go up into the mountain: 


18 And ſee the land what it is, and 8 
the people that dwelleth therein, whe- 


ther they be ſtrong or weak. few or 


many; 


19 And what the land is that they 


dwell in, whether it be good or bad; 
and what cities they be that they 


dwell in, whether in tents, or in ſtrong 


holds; 


a Saviour; to note that he ſhould fave the people from their enemies, the Canaanites, 
2 be a notable type of Chriſt. 
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20 And what the land 1s, whether it 
be fat or lean, whether there be wood 
therein or not. And be ye of good 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the firſt ripe grapes. 

21 1 So they went up and ſearched 
the land, from the wilderneſs of Zin 
unto Rehob, as men come to Hamath. 

22 And they aſcended by the ſouth, 
and came unto Hebron, where Ahiman, 
Sheſhai, and Talmai, the children of 
Anak were. (Now Hebron was built 
ſeven years before Zoan in Egypt). 

23 And they came unto the brook 
of Eſhcol, and cut down from thence a 
branch with one cluſter of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon a ſtaff : 
and they brought of the en ee 
and of the figs. 

24 The place was called the brook 
Eſhcol, becauſe of the cluſter of grapes 
which the children of Iſrael cut down 
from thence. 

25 And they returned from ſearch- 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 And they went and came to Mo- 
ſes, and to Aaron, and to all the con- 
gregation of the children of Iſrael, unto 
the wilderneſs of Paran, to Kadeſh; 
and brought back word unto them, and 
| unto all the congregation, and ſhewed 

them the fruit of the land. 

27 And they told him, and ſaid, We 
came unto the land whither thou ſent- 
eſt us, and ſurely it floweth with milk 
and honey; and this is the fruit of it. 

28 Nevertheleſs, the people be 
ſtrong that dwell in the land, and the 
cities are walled, and very great: and 


And be ye of good courage, ver. 20. Doubt not but God will preſerve you in this dangerous journey. 


moreover, we ſaw the children of Anak 
there. 

29 The Amalekdites dwell in the land 
of 4 ſouth: and the Hittites, and the 
Jebulites, and the Amorites, dwell in 
the mountains: and the Canaanites 
dwell by the ſea, and by the coalt of 
Jordan. 

30 And Caleb ſtilled the people be- 
fore Moſes, and ſaid, Let us go up at 
once, and poſleſs it; for we are well 


able to overcome it. 


31 But the men that went up with 

him, ſaid, We be not able to go up 
againſt the people; for they are ſtronger 
than we. 
32 And they brought up an evil re- 
port of the land which they had 
ſearched, unto the children of Iſrael, 
ſaying, The land through which we have 
gone to ſearch it, is a land that eateth 
up the inhabitants thereof; and all the 
people that we ſaw in it are men of a 
great ſtature. 

33 And there we ſaw the giants, 
the ſons of Anak, which come of the 
giants: and we were in our own fight 
as graſhoppers, and ſo we were 1n their 


fight. 
CHAP. XIV. 


The people, murmuring at the report of 
the ſpies, are threatened. 


AND all the congregation lifted up 
their voice, and cried; and the people 
wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Iſrael 
murmured againſt Moſes, and againſt 
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Aaron: and the whole congregation 
ſaid unto them, Would God that we 
had died in the land of Egypt, or would 
God we had died in this wilderneſs! 

3 And wherefore hath the Lord 


brought us unto this land, to fall by the 


ſword, that our wives and our children 


ſhould be a prey? were it not better for 

us to return into Egypt? 

4 And they ſaid, one to another, Let 

us make a captain, and let us return in- 

to Egypt. 

5 Then Moſes and Aaron fell on 
their faces before all the aſſembly of the 

congregation of the children of Iſrael. 

6 And Joſhua the ſon of Nun, and 
Caleb the ſon of Jephunneh, which were 
of them that ſearched the land, rent 
their clothes: 

7 And they ſpake unto all the com- 

pany of the children of Iſrael, ſaying, 
The land which we paſſed through to 
ſearch it, is an exceeding good land. 
8 If the Lord delight in us, then he 
| will bring us into this land, and give 1t 
us; a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye againſt the Lord, 
nei fear ye the people of the land; 
for they are bread for us: their defence 
is departed from them, and the Lord is 
with us: fear them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade, 
ſtone them with ſtones: and the glory 
of the Lord appeared in the tabernacle 


of the congregation, before all the chil- 


dren of lfrael. 
11 And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, 


How long will this people provoke me? 
and how long will it be ere they believe 


| Their defence is departed, ver. 9.] Though hitherto God preſerved them from being deſtroyed, becauſe their fins were not full, 
yet now he has withdrawn his help from you and will give them up to deſtruction, and * | 


lg g. 


me, for all the ſigns which I have 
ſhowed among them? | 

12 I will ſmite them with the peſti- 
lence, and diſinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation, and migh- 
tier than they. 

13 And Moſes ſaid unto the Lord, 
Then the Egyptians ſhall hear it, (for 
thou broughteſt up this people in thy 
might from among them,) 

14 And they will tell it to the inha- 
bitants of this land; for they have heard 
that thou, Lord, art among this people, 
that thou, Lord, art ſeen face to face, and 
that thy cloud ſtandeth over them, and 
that thou goeſt before them by day-time 
in a pillar of a cloud, and in a pillar of 
fire by night. 

15 Now if thou ſhalt kill all this peo- 
ple as one man, then the nations which 


have heard the fame of thee, will ſpeak, 


laying, 


16 Becauſe the Lord was not able to 


bring this people into the land which he 
{ware unto them, therefore he hath ſlain 
them in the wilderneſs. 

17 And now, I beſeech thee, let the 
power of my Lord be great, according 
as thou haſt ſpoken, ſaying, | 

18 The Lord is long-ſuffering, and 


of great mercy, forgiving iniquity and 


tranſgreſſion, and by no means clearing 


the guilty, viſiting the iniquity of the * 


fathers upon the children, unto the third 
and fourth generation. 


19 Pardon, I beſeech thee, the iniqui- 


ty of this people, according unto the 
greatneſs of thy mercy, and as thou haſt 


forgiven this people, from Egypt, even 


until now. 
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20 And the Lord ſaid, I have par- 
doned according to thy word: 

21 But as truly as I hve, all the earth 
ſhall be filled with the glory of the 
Lord. 

22 Becauſe all thoſe men which have 
ſeen my glory, and my miracles which 
I did in Egypt and in the wilderneſs, 
have tempted me now theſe ten times, 
and have not hearkened to my voice; 
23 Surely they ſhall not ſee the land 
which I ſware unto their fathers, nei- 
ther ſhall any of them that provoked 
me ſee it: 

24 But my ſervant Caleb, becauſe 
he had another ſpirit with him, and hath 
followed me fully : him will I bring into 
the land, whereinto he went; and his 
ſeed ſhall poſſeſs it, 

25 (Now the Amalekites, and the 
Canaanites, dwelt in the valley:) To- 
morrow turn ye, and get ye into the 
wilderneſs, by the way of the Red - ſea. 

26 And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
and unto Aaron, ſaying, 

27 How long ſhall I bear with this 
evil congregation which murmur againſt 
me? I have heard the murmurings of 
the children of Iſrael, which they mur- 
mur againſt me. 
28 Say unto them, As truly as I hve, 
faith the Lord, as ye have ſpoken in 
mine ears, ſo will I do to you: 

29 Your carcaſſes ſhall fall in this 
wilderneſs; and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole num- 
ber, from twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured againſt me. 

3o Doubtleſs ye ſhall not come into 
the land concerning which I ſware to 


there they 


[ple mourned 


—— my breach of promiſe, ver. 34.1 Whether I did break promiſe with you or no; and what it is to charge 


— — 


make you dwell therein, ſave Caleb the 
ſon of Jephunneh, and Joſhua the ſon 
of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye ſaid 
ſhould be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they ſhall know the land which ye 
have 4 . 

32 But as for you, your carcaſſes they 
ſhall fall in this wilderneſs. _ 

33 And your children ſhall wander 
in the wilderneſs forty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcaſles be 
waſted in the wilderneſs. _ 

34 After the number of the days in 
which ye ſearched the land, even forty 
days, (each day for a year,) ſhall ye bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and ye 
ſhall know my breach of promiſe. 

35 I the Lord have ſaid, I will ſurely 
do it unto all this evil congregation that 
are gathered together againſt me: in this 
wilderneſs they ſhall be conſumed, and 
ſhall die. 

36 And the men which Moſes FU 
to ſearch the land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
againſt him, by bringing up a {lander 
upon the land; 

37 Even thoſe men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, died by 
the plague before the Lord. 

38 But Joſhua the ſon of Nun, and 
Caleb the ſon of Jephunneh, which 
were of the men that went to ſearch the 
land, lived ſtill. 

39 And Moſes told theſe ſayings unto 
all the children of Iſrael: and the peo- 
greatly. 

40 And they roſe up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the top 
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here, and will go up unto the place 
which the Lord hath promiſed: for we 
have ſinned. 

41 And Moſes ſaid, Wherefore now 
do ye tranſgreſs the commandment of 
the Lord? but it ſhall not proſper. 

42 Go not up, for the Lord 1s not 
among you; that ye be not ſmitten be- 
fore your enemies. 

43 For the Amalekites, and the Ca- 
naanites are there before you, and ye 
ſhall fall by the ſword : becauſe ye are 
turned away from the Lord; 
the Lord will not be with you. 

44 But they preſumed to go up unto 
the hill-top: nevertheleſs, the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, and Moſes 
departed not out of the camp. 

45 Then the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites which dwelt in that 
hill, and ſmote them, and diſcomfited 
them, even unto Hormah. 


CHAP. XV. 
The law of fundry offerings, Sc. 


AND the Lord ſpake unto Moles, 
_ laying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When ye be come 
into the land of your habitations, which 
I give unto you, 


3 And will make an offering by 8 | 


unto the Lord, a burnt-offering or a 
ſacrifice, in performing a vow, or in a 
free-will- offering, or in your ſolemn 


feaſts, to make a ſweet ſavour unto the 
Lord, of the herd, or of the flock;

of the mountain, ſaying, Lo, we be 


therefore | 


4 Then ſhall he that offereth his 


offering unto the Lord, bring a meat- . 


offering of a tenth-deal of flour min- 
gled with the fourth part of an hin of 
oil. 


5 And the fourth part of an hin of 


wine for a drink- offering ſhalt thou 
prepare, with the burnt- offering or ſa- 
crifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram thou ſhalt prepare 
for a meat-offering two tenth-deals of 
flour mingled with the third part of 
an hin of oil. 

7 And for a drink-offering thou 
ſhalt offer the third part of an hin of 
wine, for a ſweet ſavour unto the Lord. 

8 And when thou prepareſt a bul- 
lock for a burnt-offering, or for a ſa- 
crifice in performing a vow, or peace- 
offerings unto the Lord: 

9 Then ſhall he bring with a bul- 
lock a meat-offering of three tenth- 
deals of flour mingled with half an hin 
of oil. 

10 And thou ſhalt bring for a drink- 
offering half an hin of wine, for an 
offering made by fire of a ſweet ſavour 


unto the Lord. 


11 Thus ſhall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, 
Or a kid. | 

12 According to the number that 
ye ſhall prepare, ſo ſhall ye do to 
every one, according to their number. 
13 All that are born of the country 
ſhall do theſe things after this manner, 


in offering an offering made by fire of 


a ſweet favour unto the Lord: 
14 And if a ſtranger ſojourn with 
you, or whoſoever be among you in 
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your generations, and will offer an of- 
| feting made by fire of a ſweet favour 
unto the Lord; as ye do, ſo he ſhall do. 

15 One ordinance ſhall be both for 
you of the congregation, and alſo for 
the ſtranger that ſojourneth with you, 
an ordinance for ever in your genera- 
tions: as ye are, ſo ſhall the ſtranger 
be before the Lord. | 

16 One law and one manner ſhall 
be for you, and for the ſtranger that 
ſojourneth with you. 

17 And the Lord ſpake unto Moles, 
ſaying, 

18 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When ye come into 
the land whither I bring you, 

19 Then it ſhall be, that when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye ſhall 
offer up an heave-offering unto the 
Lord. 

20 Ye ſhall offer up a cake of the 
firſt of your dough for an heave-offer- 
ing: as ye do the heave- offering of the 

threſhing- floor, ſo ſhall ye heave it. 
221 Of the firſt of your dough ye 
ſhall give unto the Lord an heave- of- 
fering in your generations. 

22 And if ye have erred, and not 
obſerved all theſe commandments 
which the Lord hath ſpoken unto 


Moſes, 


commanded you by the hand of Moſes, 
from the day that the Lord command- 
ed Moſes, and henceforward among your 
generations; 

24 Then it ſhall be, if aught be 
committed by 1gnorance without the 
knowledge of the congregation, that

23 Even all that the Lord hath 


all the congregation ſhall offer one 
young bullock for a burnt-offering, for 
a {weet ſavour unto the Lord, with his 
meat-offering, and his drink-offering, 
according to the manner, and one kid 
of the goats for a ſin- offering. 

25 And the prieſt ſhall make an 
atonement for all the congregation of 
the children of Iſrael, and it ſhall be 
forgiven them; for it is ignorance: and 
they ſhall bring their offering, a ſacri- 
fice made by fire unto the Lord, and 
their {in-offtering before the Lord, for 
their 1gnorance. 5 

26 And it ſhall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Iſ- 
rael, and the ſtranger that ſojourneth 
among them; ſeeing all the people 
were in ignorance. 1 

27 And if any ſoul ſin through ig- 
norance, then he ſhall bring a ſhe - goat 
of the firſt year for a ſin- offering: 

28 And the prieſt ſhall make an 
atonement for the ſoul that ſinneth 
ignorantly, when he ſinneth by igno- 
rance before the Lord, to make an 
atonement for him; and it ſhall be 
forgiven him. 

29 Ye ſhall have one law for him 
that ſinneth through ignorance, both for 
him that is born among the children of 
Iſrael, and for the ſtranger that ſojourn- 
eth among them. p92" 

30 But the ſoul that doeth aught 
preſumptuouſly, (whether he be born 
in the land, or a ſtranger,) the ſame re- 
proacheth the Lord; and that ſoul ſhall 
be cut off from among his people; 

31 Becauſe he hath. deſpiſed the 
word of the Lord, and hath broken his 
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commandment ; that foul ſhall utterly 
be cut off: his iniquity ſhall be upon 
him. 

32 1 And while the childiew of I. 
rail were in the wilderneſs, they found 
a man that gathered ſticks upon the ſab- 
bath-day : 

33 And they that found him ga- 
thering ſticks brought him unto Moſes 
and Aaron, and unto all the congrega- 
tion. 

34 And they put him in ward, be- 
cauſe it was not declared what ſhould 
be done to him. 

5 And the Lord ſaid unto Moles, 
The man ſhall be ſurely put to death : 
all the congregation ſhall ſtone him 
with ſtones without the camp. 

36 And all the congregation brought 
him without the camp, and ſtoned him 
with ſtones, and he died; as the Lord 
commanded Moſes. 

37 1 And the Lord ſpake unto Mo- 
ſes, ſaying, 

38 Speak unto the children of Iſ- 
RE: and bid them that they make them 
fringes in the borders of their gar- 


ments, throughout their generations, 


and that they put upon the fringe of 
the borders a ribband of blue: 

39 And it ſhall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look upon it, and 
remember all the commandments of 
the Lord, and do them: and that ye 
ſeek not after your own heart, and 
your own eyes, after which ye uſe to 
go a whoring: 

40 That ye may remember, and do 
all my commandments, and be holy 
unto your God. 


41 1am the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
to be your God: I am the Lord your 
God. 


CHAP. XVI. 
The rebellion of Korah, &c. 


NOW Korah the ſon of Izhar, the 
ſon of Kohath, the ſon of Levi; and 
Dathan and Abiram the ſons of Eliab, 
and On the ſon of Peleth, ſons of 
Reuben, took men : 

2 And they roſe up before Moſes, 
with certain of the children of Iſrael, 
two hundred and fifty princes of the 
aſſembly, famous in the congregation, 
men of renown: _. 

3 And they thread themſelves to- 
gether againſt Moſes and againſt Aa- 
ron, and ſaid unto them, Ye take too 
much upon you, ſeeing all the con- 
gregation are holy every one of them, 
and the Lord is among them: where- 
fore then lift ye up yourſelves above 
the congregation of the Lord? 

4 And when Moſes heard it, he fell 
upoh his face: 

5 And he ſpake unto Korah, and 
unto all his company, ſaying, Even to- 
morrow the Lord will ſhew who are 
his, and who is holy; and will cauſe 
him to come near unto him: even him 
whom he hath choſen will he cauſe to 
come near unto him. 

6 This do; take ye cenſers, Korah, 
and all his company ; 

7 And put fire therein, and put in- 
cenſe in them, before the Lord to-mor- 


Ye take too much upon you, ver. 3. Too much ſtate, honor, power, holineſs, in engroſſing this adminiſtration to yourſelves, 


wherein all the people 8 partake with you. 
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row: and it ſhall be, that the man 
whom the Lord doth chooſe, he ſhall 
be holy: ye take too much upon you, 
ye ſons of Levi. 

8 And Moſes ſaid unto Korah, Hear, 
I pray you, ye ſons of Levi: 

9 Seemeth it but a ſmall thing unto 
"Ag that the God of Iſrael hath ſepa- 
rated you from the congregation of 
Iſrael, to bring you near to himſelf, to 
do the ſervice of the tabernacle of the 
Lord, and to ſtand before the congre- 
gation, to miniſter unto them? 
10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethren the ſons 
of Levi with thee: and ſeek ye the 
prieſthood alſo? 

11 For which cauſe both thou, and 
all thy company axe gathered together 
againſt the Lord; and what is Aaron, 
that ye murmur againſt him? 

12 And Moſes ſent to call Dathan 
and Abiram, the ſons of Eliab: which 
ſaid, We all not come up: 

13 Is it a ſmall thing that thou haſt 
brought us up out of a land that floweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the 
wilderneſs, except thou make thyſelf 
altogether a prince over us? 

14 Moreover, thou haſt not brought 
us into a land that floweth with milk 
and honey, or given us inheritance of 
fields and vineyards: wilt thou put out 
the eyes of theſe men? we will not 
come up. 

15 And Moſes was very wroth, and 
ſaid unto the Lord, Reſpe& not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one 
als from them, neither have I hurt one 


of them. 


16 And Moſes ſaid unto Korah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lord, thou, and they, and Aaron, to- 
morrow: 

17 And take every man his cenſer, 
and put incenſe in them, and bring ye 
before the Lord every man his cenſer, 
two hundred and fifty cenſers; thou 
alſo, and Aaron, each of you his cenſer. 

18 And they took every man his 
cenſer, and put fire in them, and laid 
incenſe thereon, and ſtood in the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation 
with Moſes and Aaron. 

19 And Korah gathered all the con- 
gregation againſt them, unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation: 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto all the congregation. 

20 And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
and unto Aaron, ſaying, 

21 Separate yourſelves from among 
this congregation, that I may conſume 
them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and ſaid, O God, the God of the ſpi- 
rits of all fleſh, ſhall one man fin, and 
wilt thou be wroth with all the con- 
gregation? 

23 And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, ſay- 
ing, Get ye up from about the taber- 
nacle of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram. 

25 And Moſes roſe up, and went 
unto Dathan and Abiram; and the el- 
ders of Iſrael followed him. 

26 And he ſpake unto the congre- 
gation, ſaying, Depart, I pray you, from 
the tents of theſe wicked men, and 


F have not taken one aſs from them, ver. 15.] I have not uſed m authority to their oppreſſion, or wrong, 1 parti- 5 
cular ; therefore they haye no cauſe to complain of me for that; on the contrary, I have done them many good offices. | 
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touch nothing of their's, leſt ye be con- 
ſumed in all their ſins. 

27 Sothey gat up from the tabernacle 
of Korah, Dathan, and Abiram, on eve- 
ry ſide: and Dathan and Abiram came 
out, and ſtood in the door of their tents, 
and their wives, and their ſons, and their 
little children. ” 

28 And Moſes ſaid, Hereby ye ſhall 
know that the Lord hath ſent me to do 
all theſe works; for I have not done 
them of mine own mind. 

29 If theſe men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be viſited 
after the viſitation of all men; then the 
Lord hath not ſent me. 

30 Rut if the Lord make a new thing, 
and the earth open her mouth, and ſwal- 
low them up, with all that appertain un- 
to them, and they go down quick into 
the pit; then ye ſhall underſtand that 
theſe men have provoked the Lord. 

31 J And it came to pals, as he had 
made an end of ſpeaking all theſe words, 
that the ground clave aſunder that was 
under them: 
| 32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and ſwallowed them up, and their 
houſes, and all the men that appertain- 
ed unto Korah, and all their goods. 

33 They and all that appertained to 
them went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth cloſed upon them: and they 
periſhed from among the congregation. 

34 And all Iſrael, that were round 
about them, fled at the cry of them: for 

they ſaid, Leſt the earth ſwallow usupallſo. 
335 And there came out a fire from 
the Lord, and conſumed the two hun- 
dred and fifty men that offered incenſe. | 


36 And the Lord a 2 unto Moſes, 


laying, 

37 Speak unto Eleazar the ſon of Aa- 
ron the prieſt, that he take up the cen- 
ſers out of the burning, and ſcatter thou 
the fire yonder; for they are hallowed. 

38 The cenſers of theſe ſinners againſt 
their own ſouls, let them make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar : 
for they offered them before the Lord, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 
ſhall be a ſign unto the children of Iſ- 


rae]. 
39 And 1 the prieſt took the 


brazen cenſers, wherewith they that were 


burnt had offered; and they were made 


broad plates for a covering of the altar: 


40 To be a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, that no ſtranger which is 
not of the ſeed of Aaron come near to 
offer incenſe befors the Lord; that he 
be not as Korah, and as his company : 
as the Lord ſaid to him "7 the hand of 
Moſes. | 
41 J But on the morrow, all the con- 
gregation of the children of Iſrael mur- 


mured againſt Moſes and againſt Aaron, 


ſaying, Ye have killed the people of the 
Lord. | 

42 And it came to pals when the con- 
gregation was gathered againſt Moſes 
and againſt Aaron, that they looked to- 
ward the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion; and behold, the cloud covered 


it, and the glory of the Lord appeared. 


43 And Moſes and Aaron came be- 


fore the tabernacle of the congrega- 


tion. 
44 And the Lord ſpake unto a 


ſaying, 


And ſtood in the door of their tents, ver. 27.] As out- facing Moſes, and ſcorning the judgment he teemed to threaten. 
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45 Get you up from among this con- 
gregation, that I may conſume them 
as in a moment. And they fell upon 
their faces. 

46 J And Moles IT) unto Aaron! 
Take a cenſer, and put fire therein from 
off the altar, and put on incenſe, and 
go quickly unto the congregation, and 
make an atonement for them: for there 
is wrath gone out from the Lord; the 
plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moſes com- 
manded, and ran into the midſt of the 
congregation; and behold, the plague 
was begun among the people: and he 
put on incenfe, and made an atonement 
for the people. 

48 And he ſtood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was ſtay- 
ed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thouſand and ſeven hun- 
dred, beſide them that died about the 
matter of Korah. 

5o And Aaron returned unto Moſes, 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and the plague was ſtayed. 


CHAP. XVIL 
| Aaron's rod budding, c. 


AND the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
Gaying, 
2 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and take of every one of them a rod, ac- 
cording to the houſe of their fathers, of 
all their princes, according to the houſe 


of their fathers, twelve rods: write thou | 


every man's name upon his rod. 


One rod, &c. ver. 1 


one rod for a tribe, ſo it be for the tribe of Levi. 


— — 


3 And thou ſhalt write Aaron's name 
upon the rod of Levi: for one rod ſhall 
be for the head of the houſe of their fa- 
thers. 

4 And thou ſhalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, before 
the teſtimony, where I will meet with 
ou. 

f 5 And it ſhall come to paſs, that the 
man's rod whom I ſhall chooſe, ſhall 
bloſſom : and I will make to ceaſe from 
me the murmurings of the children of 
Iſrael, whereby they murmur againſt 
you. 

6 And Moſes ſpake unto the children 
of Iſrael, and every one of their princes 
gave him a rod a- piece, for each prince 
one, according to their fathers' houſes, 
even twelve rods: and the rod of Aaron 
was among their rods. 

7 And. Moſes laid up the rods before 
* Lord, in the tabernacle of witneſs. 

8 And it came to paſs, that on the 

morrow Moſes went into the tabernacle 


of witneſs; and behold, the rod of Aa- 


ron for the houſe of Levi was budded, 
and brought forth buds, and bloomed 
bloſſoms, and yielded almonds. 

9 And Moſes brought out all the rods 
from before the Lord unto all the chil- 
dren of Iſrael: and they looked, and 
took every man his rod. 

10 1 And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, 
Bring Aaron's rod again before the tel- 
timony, to be kept for a token againſt 
the rebels; and thou ſhalt quite take 
away their murmurings from me, that 
they die not. 

11 And Moſes did ſo: as the Lord 
commanded him, ſo did he. 


I have diſtinguiſhed the tribe of Levi into two parts, yet as in the other tribes there is bat 
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12 And the children of Iſrael ſpake 
unto Moſes, ſaying, Behold, we n we 
periſh, we all periſh. | 
13 Whoſoever cometh any 
near unto the tabernacle of the Lord, 


ſhall die: ſhall we be conſumed with 
dying? | 


CHAP. XVIII. 
The charge of the prieſts and Levites, Sc. 


AND the Lord ſaid unto Aaron, 
Thou and thy ſons and thy father's 
houſe with thee ſhall bear the iniquity 
of the ſanctuary: and thou and thy ſons 
with thee ſhall bear the SY of your 
prieſthood. _ 

2 And thy brethren alſo of the tribe 
of Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring 
thou with thee, that they may be joined 
unto thee, and miniſter unto thee: but 
thou and thy ſons with thee ſhall mi- 
niſter before the tabernacle of witnels. 

3 And they ſhall keep thy charge, 
and the charge of all the tabernacle: 
only they ſhall not come nigh the 
veſſels of the ſanctuary and the altar, 
that neither they, nor ye alſo die. 

4 And they ſhall be joined unto thee, 


and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 


the congregation, for all the ſervice of 
the tabernacle: and a ſtranger ſhall not 
come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye ſhall keep the charge of 
as ſanctuary and the charge of the altar: 
that there be no wrath any more upon 
the children of Iſrael. 


6 And I, behold, I have its your 


brethren the Levites from among the 


thing 


children of Iſrael: to you they are given 
as a gift for the Lord, to do the ſervice 


of the tabernacle of the congregation. 
7 Therefore thou and thy ſons with 


thee ſhall keep your prieſt's office for 


every thing of the altar, and within the 


vail; and ye ſhall ferve: I have given 


your prieſt's office unto you, as a ſervice . 
of gift: and the ſtranger that cometh 


nigh ſhall be put to death. 


8 And the Lord ſpake unto RA | 
Behold, I alſo have given thee the 


charge of mine heave-offerings, of all 


the hallowed things of the children of 


Iſrael; unto thee have I given them, by 


— of the anointing, and to thy ſons © 


by an ordinance for ever. 

9 1 This ſhall be thine of the moſt 
holy things, reſerved from the fire: every 
oblation of their's, every meat-offering 
of their's, and every ſin- offering of their's, 
and every treſpaſs-offering of their's, 
which they ſhall render unto me, ſhall 
be moſt holy for thee and for thy ſons. 

10 In the moſt holy place ſhalt thou 
eat it; every male ſhall eat it: it ſhall 
be holy unto thee. We: ch 

11 And this is thine; the heave-of- 
fering of their gift, with all the wave-of- 
ferings of the children of Iſrael ; I have 
given them unto thee, and to thy ſons, 


and to thy daughters with thee, by a 


ſtatute for ever: every one that is clean 


in thy houſe ſhall eat of it. 

12 All the beſt of the oil, and all the 
beſt of the wine, and of the wheat, the 
firſt-fruits of them which they ſhall offer 
unto the Lord, them I have given thee. 

13 And whatſoever is firſt ripe in the 
land, which they ſhall bring unto the 


We die, we pon 12. 3 We are ever and anon cut off by ſome judgement or other, ſo that in a  Tietle while there will be 


an end of us all. 
[bh] 
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Lord, {hall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thine houſe ſhall eat of it. 
14 Every thing devoted in Iſrael 
ſhall be thine. 
15 Every thing that openeth the ma- 
trix in all fleſh, which they bring unto 
the Lord, whether it be of men or 
beaſts, ſhall be thine ; nevertheleſs, the 
firſt-born of man ſhalt thou ſurely re- 
deem, and the firſtling of unclean beaſts 
ſhalt thou redeem. _ 

16 And thoſe that are to be redeem- 
ed, from a month old ſhalt thou redeem, 
according to thine eſtimation, for the 

money of five ſhekels, after the ſhekel 
of the ſanctuary, which is twenty ge- 
rahs. 

17 But the firſtling of a cow, or the 
firſtling of a ſheep, or the firſtling of a 

t, thou ſhalt not redeem; they are 
holy: thou ſhalt ſprinkle their blood 
upon the altar, and {halt burn their fat 
for an offering made by fire, for a ſweet 
ſavour unto the Lord. 

18 And the fleſh of Org ſhall be 
thine, as the wave-breaſt, and as the 
right ſhoulder are thine. 

19 All the ee of the 
holy things, which the children of Iſrael 


offer unto the Lord, have I given thee, part 


and thy ſons and thy daughters with 
thee, by a ſtatute for ever: it is a cove- 
nant of ſalt for ever, before the Lord, 
unto thee and to thy ſeed with thee. 

20 And the Lord e unto Aaron, 
Thou ſhalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither ſhalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part, and thine 
inheritance mum. the children of II- 


rael. 


21 J And behold, I have given the 


_ [children of Levi all the tenth in Iſrael, 


for an inheritance, for their ſervice 
which they ſerve, even the ſervice of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 Neither muſt the childrenof Iſrael 
henceforth come nigh the tabernacle of 
the congregation, leſt they bear ſin, and 
die. 

23 But the Levites ſhall is the b. 


vice of the tabernacle of the congrega- 


tion, and they ſhall bear their iniquity: 


it ſhall be a ſtatute for ever throughout 


your generations, that among the chil- 
dren of Iſrael they have no inheritance. 
24 But the tithes of the children of 


Iſrael, which they offer as an heave-of- 


fering unto the Lord, I have given to 
the Levites to inherit: therefore I have 
ſaid unto them, Among the children of 
Hrael they ſhall have no inheritance. 

25 And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

26 Thus ſpeak unto the Levites, and 
ſay unto them, When ye take of the 
children of Iſrael the tithes which I have 
given you from them for your inheri- 
tance, then ye ſhall offer up an heave- 
offering of it for the Lord, even a tenth 

of the tithe. 

27 And this yourheave-offering ſhall 
be reckoned unto you as though it were 
the corn of the threſhing-floor, and as 
the fulneſs of the wine-preſls. 

28 Thus ye alſo ſhall offer an heave. 
offering unto the Lord, of all you 
tithes, which ye receive of the children 
of Iſrael; and ye ſhall give thereof the 
Lord's heave- offering to Aaron the 


ſprieſt. 


It is a covenant, ver. 19.] A promiſe, or privilege, beftowed „1 my worſhip. 
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29 Out of all your gifts ye ſhall offer 


every heave- offering of the Lord, of all 
the beſt thereof, even the hallowed 
part thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou ſhalt ſay unto 
them, When ye have heaved the beſt 
thereof from it, then it ſhall be counted 
unto the Levites as the increaſe of the 
threſhing- floor, and as the increaſe of 
the wine- preſs. 

31 And ye ſhall eat it in every place, 
ye and your houſholds: for it is your 
reward for your ſervice in the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

32 And ye ſhall bear no ſin by rea- 
on of it, when ye have heaved from it 
the beſt of it: neither ſhall ye pollute 
the holy things of the children of 11- 
rael, leſt ye die. 


CH A P.. A 
The water of ſeparation, &c. 


AND the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
and unto Aaron, ſaying, 

2 This 1s the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord hath commanded, ſay- 
ing, Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
that they bring thee a red heifer with- 
out ſpot, wherein is no blemiſh, and 
upon which never came yoke: | 

3 And ye ſhall give her unto Elea- 
zar the prieſt, that he may bring her 
forth without the camp, and one ſhall 
flay her before his face: | 
4 And Eleazar the prieſt ſhall take 
of 2 blood with his finger, and ſprin- 
kle of her blood directly oe the 
tabernacle of the congregation ſeven 


times: 


5 And one ſhall burn the heifer in 
his ſight; her ſkin, and her fleſh, and 
her blood, with her dung, ſhall he | 
burn: 

6 And the prieſt ſhall take cedar- 

wood, and hyſſop and ſcarlet, and caſt 
it into the midſt of the burning of the 
heifer. 
7 Then the prieſt ſhall waſh his 
clothes, and he ſhall bathe his fleſh in 
water, and afterward he ſhall come 
into the camp, and the prieſt ſhall be 
unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her, ſhall 
waſh his clothes in water, and bathe 
his fleſh in water, and ſhall be unclean - 
until the even. 

9 And a man that is clean ſhall ga- 
ther up the aſhes of the heifer, and lay 
them up without the camp in a clean 
place, and it ſhall be kept for the con- 
gregation of the children of Iſrael, for 
a water of ſeparation: : it is a purifica- 
tion for ſin. | 

10 And he that gathereth the aſhes 
of the heifer, ſhall waſh his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even: and it 
ſhall be unto the children of Iſrael, 
and unto the ſtranger that ſojourneth 
among them, for a ſtatute for ever. 

11 1 He that toucheth the dead 
body. of any man, ſhall be unclean 
ſeven days. . i | 

12 He ſhall purify himſelf with it 
on the third day, and on the ſeventh 
day he ſhall be clean: but if he purify 
not himſelf the third day, then the ſe- 
venth day he ſhall not be clean. 

13 Whoſoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and puri-

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heth not himſelf, defileth the taberna- 
cle of the Lord; and that foul ſhall be 
cut off from Iſrael; becauſe the water 
of ſeparation was not ſprinkled upon 
him, he ſhall be unclean: his unclean- 
neſs is vet upon him. 4 

14 This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come into the 
tent, and all that is in the tent, ſhall 
be unclean ſeven days. 

15 And every open veſſel which 

hath no covering bound upon it 1s un- 
clean. 
16 And whoſoever toucheth one 
that is flain with the ſword in the open 
fields, or a dead body, or a bone of 
a man, or a grave, ſhall be unclean 
_ days. 

7 And for an unclean perſon they 
ſhall take of the aſhes of the burnt he1- 
fer of purification for fin, and running 
water ſhall be put thereto in a veſſel: 

18 And a clean perſon ſhall take 
hyflop, and dip it in the water, and 
iprinkle it upon the tent, and upon all 
the veſſels, and upon the perſons that 
were there, and upon him that touched 
a bone, or one ſlain, or one dead, Or a 


grave: 
19 And the clean perſon ſhall ſprin- 


kle upon the unclean on the third day, 


and on the ſeventh day: and on the 
ſeventh day he ſhall purify himſelf, and 
waſh his clothes, and bathe himſelf in 
water, and ſhall be clean at even. 

20 But the man that ſhall be un- 
clean, and ſhall not purify himſelf, 
that foul ſhall be cut off from among 


the congregation: becauſe he hath de- 


filed the ſanctuary of the Lord, the

water of ſeparation hath not been 
ſprinkled upon him; he is unclean. 

21 And it ſhall be a perpetual ſta- 
tute unto them, that he that ſprinkleth 
the water of ſeparation, ſhall waſh his 
clothes, and he that toucheth the wa- 
ter of ſeparation, ſhall be unclean un- 


til even. 


22 And whatſoever the unclean per- 
ſon toucheth, ſhall be unclean: and 
the ſoul that toucheth it, ſhall be un- 


clean until even. 
CHAP. XX. 
Moſes bringeth water out of the rock, &c. 


THEN came the children of Iſrael, 
even the whole congregation, into the 
deſert of Zin, in the firſt month: and 
the people abode in Kadeſh; and Mi- 


riam died there, and was buried there. 


2: And there was no water for the 
congregation: and they gathered them- ' 
ſelves together againſt Moſes and againſt 
Aaron. 

3 And the people chode with Mo- 
ſes, and ſpake, ſaying, Would God that 
we had died when our brethren died 
before the Lord! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lord into this wil- 
derneſs, that we and our cattle ſhould 
die there ? 

5 And vherefore have ye made us 
to come up. out of Egypt, to- bring us 
in unto this evil place? it is no place of 
ſeed, or of figs, or of vines, or of 
pomegranates; neither is there any wa- 
ter to drink. | 
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6 And Moſes and Aaron went from 
the preſence of the aſſembly unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and they fell upon their faces: 
and the glory of the Lord appeared 
unto them. 

7 4 And the Lord fouke unto Mo- 
ei, ſaying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
aſſembly together, thou and Aaron thy 
brother, and ſpeak ye unto the rock 
before their eyes; and it ſhall give 
forth his water, and thou ſhalt bring 
forth to them water out of the rock; 
ſo thou ſhalt give the congregation and 
their beaſts drink. 

9 And Moſes took the rod from be- 
for the Lord, as he commanded him. 

10 And Moſes and Aaron gathered 
the congregation together before the 
rock, and he ſaid unto them, Hear now, 
ye rebels; muſt we fetch you water out 
of this rock ? 

11 And Moſes lifted up his hand, 
and with his rod he ſmote the rock 
twice: and the water came out abun- 
dantly, and the congregation drank, 
and their beaſts alſo. 

12 And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
and Aaron, Becauſe ye believed me not, 
to ſanctify me in the eyes of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael; therefore ye ſhall not 
bring this congregation into the land 
— I have given them. 

3 This is the water of Meribah, 
becauſe the children of Iſrael ſtrove 
with the Lord: and he was ſanctified i in 


them. 
14 1 And Moſes ſent ee 


Thus ſaith thy brother Iſrael, 


from Kadeſh unto the king of Edom, 


Thou 
knoweſt all the travel that hath be- 


fallen us: 

15 How our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egy 
long time; and the Egyptians . us, 
and our fathers: 


16 And when we cried unto the 


Lord, he heard our voice, and ſent an 
angel, and hath brought us forth out 
of Egypt: and behold, we are in Ka- 
deſh, a city in the attermell of thy 
beni 
17 Let us pals, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not paſs through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, 
neither will we drink of the water of 
the wells: we will go by the king's 
high-way, we will not turn to the right 
hand nor to the left, until we have 
palled thy borders: 
18 And Edom ſaid unto hin: Thou 


ſhalt not paſs by me, leſt I come out 


a thee with the Gags 
9 And the children of Iſrael Cid 


ants him, We will go by the high- 
way: and if I and my cattle drink of 


thy water, then Iwill pay for it: I will 
only (without doing any wy elſe) go 


wool on my feet. 

20 And he ſaid, Thou ſhalt not go 
through. And Edom came out againſt 
him with much people, and with a 


ftrong hand. 


21 Thus Edom refuſed to give Ifrael 
paſſage through his border : wherefore 
Iſrael turned away from him. 

22 1 And the children of Iſrael, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Kadeſh, and came unto mount Hor.

44 And they departed from Oboth, 
and pitched in Ije-abarim, in the border 


of Moab. 

45 And they departed from Iim, and 
pitched in Dibon-gad. 

46 And they removed from Dibon- 

gad, and encamped in Almon-diblath- 
aim. 

47 And they removed from Almon- 
diblathaim, and

48 And they departed from the 
mountains of Abarim, and pitched in the

49 And they pitched by Jordan om 
Beth: jeſimoth, even unto Abel-ſhittim, 
in * plains of Moab. 

And the Lord ſpake unto Mo- 
4 1 in — plains of Moab, by Jordan 
near ſericho, ſaying, 

51 Speak unto the children of II 
rael, and ſay unto them, When ye are 
paſſed over Jordan, into the land of Ca- 
naan; 

52 Then ye ſhall drive out all the 
inhabitants of the land from before 
you, and deſtroy all their pictures, 
and deſtroy all their molten images, 
and quite pluck down all their high 
places. 

53 And ye ſhall diſpoſſeſs the inha- 
bitants of the land, and dwell therein : 
tor I have given you the land to poſleſs 


it. 


54 And ye ſhall divide the land by 
lot for an inheritance among your fami- 
lies: and to the more ye ſhall give the 
more inheritance, and to the fewer ye 
ſhall give the leſs inheritance: every 
man's inheritance ſhall be in the place 
where his lot falleth; according to the 
tribes of your fathers ye ſhall inherit. 

55 But if ye will not drive out the 
inhabitants of the land from before you; 
then it ſhall come to paſs, that thoſe 
which ye let remain of them ſhall: be 
pricks in your eyes, and thorns in your 
ſides, and ſhall vex you in 4h: land 
wherein ye d well. 5 

56 Moreover, it hall come to 3 
that I ſhall do unto you as I . to 
do unto them. 


Pricks in your eyes, &c. ver. 55.] Continual ſnares to draw you into fin, and conſequently i into trouble and miſery. 
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CHAP. XXXIV. 
The borders <a the land, Ac. 


AND the Lord ipake unto Moſes, 
laying, 

2 Command the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When ye come into 
the land of Canaan ; (this 1s the land 
that ſhall fall unto you for an inherit- 


ance, even the land of Canaan with 1 


the coaſts thereof :) 

3 Then your ſouth- quarter ſhall be 
N the wilderneſs of Zin, along by 
the coaſt of Edom, and your ſouth-bor- 
der ſhall be the utmoſt coaſt of the ſalt- 
ſea eaſt-Ward. 

4 And your border ſhall turn from 
the ſouth to the aſcent of Akrabbim, and 
pals on to Zin: and the going-forth 
thereof ſhall be from the ſouth to Ka- 
deſh-barnea, and ſhall go on to Hazar- 
addar, and paſs on to Azmon:

6 And as for the weſtern- border, ye 
ſhall even have the great ſea for a bor- 
der. This ſhall be your weſt-border. 

7 And this ſhall be your north-bor- 
der: from the great ſea, ye {hall point 
out for you mount Hor: | 

8 From mount Hor ye ſhall point out 
your border unto the entrance of Ha- 
math: and the goings-forth of the bor- 
der ſhall be to Zedad: | 

9 And the border ſhall go on to Ziph- 
ron, and the goings-out of it ſhall be at 


Hazar-enan. This ſhall be your north- 
border. | | 
10 And ye ſhall point out your 


eaſt- border from Hazar-enan to. She- 
pham. 

11 And the coaſt ſhall go 5 from 
Shepham to Riblah, on the eaſt-ſide of 
Aain; and the bordes ſhall deſcend, and 
{hall reach unto the ſide of the ſea of 
Chinnereth eaſt-ward: 

12 And the border ſhall go down to 
ordan, and the goings-out of 1t ſhall 
be at the ſalt-ſea. This ſhall be your 
land, with the coaſts thereof round 
about. 

13 And Moles commanded the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, ſaying, This is the land 
which ye ſhall inherit by lot, which the 
Lord commanded to give unto the nine 
tribes, and to the half-tribe: 

14 For the tribe of the children f 


Reuben, according to the houſe of their 


fathers, and the tribe of the children of 
Gad, according to the houſe of their 
fathers, have received their inheritance, 
and half the tribe of Manaſſeh have re- 
ceived their inheritance: 

15 The two tribes and the half,- tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
ſide Jordan near jericho, eaſt-ward, to- 
ward the ſun-riſing. 

16 4 And the Lord TO unto Mo- 
Is: I 

Theſe are the names of the men 
* ſhall divide the land unto you : 
Eleazar the prieſt, and Joſhua the fon of 
Nun. 

18 And ye ſhall take one prince of 
every tribe to divide the land by inhe- 
ritance. 
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Eight and forty cities given to the Levites.

19 And the names of the men are 
theſe: of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
ſon of Jephunneh. _ 

20 And of the tribe of the children 
of Simeon, Shemuel the ſon of Ammi- 
hud. 

21 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Elidad 
the ſon of Chiſlon. 

22 And the prince of the tribe of 
the children of Dan, Bukki the ſon of 
Jogli. 

23 The prince of the children of 
Joſeph, for the tribe of the children of 
Manaſſeh, Hanniel the ſon of Ephod.

5 And the prince of the tribe of

them the ſuburbs of the cities.

flee thither: and to them ye ſhall add 
forty and two cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye ſhall give 

to he Levites ſhall be forty and eight 
cities: them ſhall ye He with their 
ſuburbs. 
8 And the cities which ye ſhall give 
ſhall be of the poſſeſſion of = children 
of Iſrael: from them that have many 
ye ſhall give many; but from them that 
have few ye ſhall give few; every one 
ſhall give of his cities unto the Levites, 
according to his inheritance which he 
inheriteth. 


Unto the Levites there ſhall be fix cities, ver. 6.] To note, that it is only FEW. Chriſt (whom the Levitical prieſthood 
did repreſent) that ſinners find refuge and ſafety from the deſtroyer.

g And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 
ſaying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Iſrael, 
and ſay unto them, When ye be come 
over [ordan, into the land of Canaan ;

16 And if he fmite him with an 1n- 
ſtrument of iron, ſo that he die, he is 
a murderer: the murderer ſhall ſurely 
be put to death. 

17 And if he ſmite him with throw- 
ing a ſtone, wherewith he may die, and 
he die, he 1s a murderer: the murderer 
ſhall ſurely be put to death. 

18 Or, if he ſmite him with an hand- 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: the 


murderer ſhall ſurely be put to death. 
9 The revenger of blood himſelf 


he murderer: when he meet- 


ſhall ſlay t 
eth him, he ſhall ſlay him. 


20 But if he thruſt him of hatred, or 
hurl at him by laying of wait, that he 8 

21 Or in enmity ſmite bim with his 
hand, that he die: he that ſmote him 
ſhall ſurely be put to death; for he is 
a murderer: the revenger of blog ſhall 
ſlay the murderer, when he meeteth him. 

22 But if he thruſt him ſuddenly 
without enmity, or have cait upon him 
_ thing without laying of wait; 

3 Or with any ſtone wherewith a 

— may die, ſeeing him not, and caſt 
it upon him that he die, and was not 
his enemy, neither ſought his harm : 

24 Then the congregation ſhall judge 
between the ſlayer and the revenger of 
blood, according to theſe judgements : 

25 And the congregation ſhall de- 
liver the ſlayer out of the hand of the 
revenger of blood, and the congrega- 
tion ſhall reſtore him to the city of his 
refuge whither he was fled: and he 
{hall abide in it unto the death of the 


high-prieſt, which was anointed with 


the holy oil. 


26 But if the ſlayer ſhall at any time 


come without the border of the city of 


his refuge, whither he was fled: 
27 And the revenger of blood find him 


without the borders of the city of his re- 


fuge, and the revenger of blood kill the 


ſlayer; he ſhall not be guilty of blood: 

28 Becauſe he ſhould have remained 
in the city of his refuge until the death 
of the high-prieſt ; but after the death 
of the high-prieſt the {layer ſhall re- 
turn into the land of his poſſeſſion. + 

29 So thele things ſhall be for a ſta- 


tute of judgement unto you, throughout 


your generations, in all your dwellings. 


Thruſt him of hatred, ver. 20.] Though he ſtruck him only with his hand, it it n from an inward G and 


forethought malice, or inveterate hatred, he was to be 8 a murderer. 
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NUMBERS. 


30 Whoſo killeth any perſon, the 
murderer ſhall be put to death by the 
mouth of witneſſes: but one witneſs 
mall not teſtify againſt any perſon to 
cauſe him to die. 

31 Moreover, ye ſhall take no ſa- 
tisfaction for the life of a murderer, 
which is guilty of death: but he ſhall 
be ſurely put to death. | 

32 And ye ſhall take no ſatisfaction for 


him that is fled to the city of his refuge, 


that he ſnould come again to dwell in 
the land, until the death of the prieſt. 

33 So ye ſhall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the 
land: and the land cannot be cleanſed 
of the blood that is ſhed therein, but 
by the blood of him that ſhed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land 
which ye ſhall inhabit, wherein I dwell: 
for I the Lord dwell among the chil- 
dren of Iſrael. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 
The mheritance of daughters, Ec. 


AND the chief fathers of the fami- 
hes of the children of Gilead, the ſon 
of Machir, the ſon of Manaſſeh, of 


the families of the ſons of Joſeph, came 
near, and ſpake before Moſes, and be-

2 And they ſaid, The Lord com-

4 And when the jubilee of the chil- 
"B.A of Ifrael ſhall be, then ſhall their 
inheritance be put unto the inheritance 
of the tribe whereunto they are re- 
ceived: ſo ſhall their inheritance be 
taken away from the inheritance of the 
tribe of our fathers. 

5 And Moſes commanded the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, according to the word 
of the Lord, ſaying, The tribe of the 
ſons of Joſeph hath ſaid well. 

6 This is the thing which the Lord 
doth command concerning the daugh- 


ters of Zelophehad, ſaying, Let them 


marry to whom they think beſt; only 
to the family of the tribe of their fa- 


ther ſhall they marry. 


7 So ſhall not the tance of 
hs children of Iſrael remove from 
tribe to tribe: for every one of the 
children of Iſrael ſhall keep himſelf 
to the inheritance of the tribe of his 
fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that poſſeſſ- 


children of Iſrael, ſhall be wife unto 
one of the family of the tribe of her fa- 
ther, that the children of Iſrael may 
enjoy every man the inheritance of his 


fathers. 
9 Neither ſhall the inheritance re-

12 And they were married into the 
families of the ſons of Manaſſeh the 
ſon of Joſeph, and their inheritance _ 
remained in the tribe of the family of 
their father.

Moſes i in the end of the fortieth year briefly 
rehearſeth the ſtory of God's promiſe. 


HESE be the words which Moſes 
ſpake unto all Iſrael on this fide 
Jordan m the wilderneſs, in the plain 
_ over-againſt the Red-ſea, between Paran, 
and Tophel, and Laban, and Hazeroth, 
and D1zahab. 

2 (There are eleven days journey 
from Horeb, by the way of mount Seir, 
unto Kadeſh-barnea. ) 

3 And it came to paſs in the fortieth 
year, in the eleventh month, on the 
firſt day of the month, that Moſes ſpake 
unto the children of Ifrael, according 
unto all that the Lord had given him 
in commandment unto them; 

4 After he had ſlain Sihon the 


king of the Amorites, which dwelt 


[in Heſhbon, and Og the king of 
Baſhan, which dwelt at Aſtaroth in 
Edrei: : 

5 On this fide Jordan, in the land 
of Moab, began Moſes to declare this 
law, ſaying, 

6 4 The Lord our God ſpake unto 
us in Horeb, ſaying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mount: 

7 Turn ye, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Amorites, 
and unto all the places nigh thereunto, 
in the plain, in the hills, and in the 
vale, and in the ſouth, and by the ſea- 
ſide; to the land of the Canaanites, and 
unto Lebanon, unto the great river, the 
river Euphrates. 

8 Behold, I have ſet the land before 
you: go in and poſſeſs the land which 
the Lord ſware unto your fathers, 
Abraham, Ifaac, and Jacob, to give 
unto them, and to their ſeed after 
them. ö 


Moſes ſpake unto all Iſrael, ver. 1.] 5. e. To the chief of each who communicated it to the reft. 
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DEUTERONOMY. 
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9 And I ſpake unto you at that time, 


ſaying, I am not able to bear you my- 


ſelf alone: 
10 The Lord your God hath multi- 


plied you, and behold, ye are this day 


25 the ſtars of heaven for multitude: 


11 (The Lord God of your fathers 


make you a thouſand times ſo many 
more as ye are, and bleſs you as he hath 
promiſed you!) 

12 How can I myſelf alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, and 


your ſtrife? 
13 Take ye wiſe men and underſtand- 


ing, and known among your tribes, and 


I will make them rulers over you. 
14 And ye anſwered me, and ſaid, 


The thing which thou haſt ſpoken is 


good for us to do. 
15 Sol took the chief of your tribes, 


wiſe men, and known, and made them 
heads over you, captains over thouſands, 
and captains over hundreds, and cap- 
tains over fifties, and captains over tens, 
and officers among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, ſaying, Hear the cauſes between 
your brethren, and judge righteouſly 
between every man and his brother, and 
the ſtranger that 1s with him. 

17. Ye ſhall not reſpect perſons in 
zudgement, but ye ſhall hear the {mall as 
well as the great: ye ſhall not be afraid 
of the face of man; for the judgement 
is God's, and the cauſe that is too hard 
for you, bring it unto me, and I will 


hear it. 


18 And I commanded you at that 


time all the things which ye ſhould 
do. 


The judgement is God's, ver. 17.] Adminiſtered by his authority, according to his directions, and for his intereſt; and there- 


fore he will defend you againſt all your enemies. | 


19 And when we departed from Ho. 

reb, we went through all that great and 
terrible wilderneſs, which ye ſaw by the 
way of the mountain of the Amorites, as 
the Lord our God commanded us; and 
we came to Kadeſh-barnea. 
20 And I ſaid unto you, Ye are come 
unto the mountain of the Amorites, 
which the Lord our God doth give un- 
to us. > 

21 Behold, the Lord thy God hath 
ſet the land before thee: go up, and 
poſleſs it, as the Lord God of thy fa- 
thers hath ſaid unto thee; fear not, nei- 
ther be diſcouraged. 

22 And ye came near unto me every 
one of you, and ſaid, We will ſend men 
before us, and they ſhall ſearch us out 
the land, and bring us word again by 
what way we mult go up, and into what 
cities we ſhall come. 

23 And the ſaying pleaſed me well. 
And I took twelve men of you, one of a 
tribe: 

24 And they turned, and went up in- 
to the mountain, and came unto the 
valley of Eſhcol, and ſearched it out. 

25 And they took of the fruit of the 
land in their hands, and brought it down 
unto us, and brought us word again, 
and ſaid, It is a good land which the 
Lord our God doth give us. 

26 Notwithſtanding, ye would not go 
up, but rebelled againſt the command- 
ment of the Lord your God: 

27 And ye murmured in your tents, 
and ſaid, Becauſe the Lord hated us, he 
hath brought us forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to deliver us into the hand of the 
Amorites, to deſtroy us.

ww Whither ſhall we go up? our 
brethren have diſcouraged our heart, 
ſaying, The people is greater and taller 


than we; the cities are great, and wall-

2909 Then Il ſaid unto you, Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

o The Lord your God which goeth 
before you, he ſhall fight for you, ac- 
cording to all that he did for you in E- 
oypt before your eyes; 

31 And in the wilderneſs, where thou 
haſt ſeen how that the Lord thy God 
bare thee as a man doth bear his ſon, 
in all the way that ye went, until ye came 
into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not believe 
the Lord your God, 

33 Who went in the way * you 
to ſearch you out a place to pitch your 
tents in, in fire by night, to ſhew you by 
what way ye ſhould go, and in a cloud 
by day. 

34 1 And the Lord heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and ſware, 
ſaying, 

35 Surely there ſhall not one of theſe 
men of this evil generation ſee that good 
land which I ſware to give unto your 
fathers ; 

36 Save Caleb the ſon of Jephun- 
a he ſhall ſee it, and to him will 1 
give the land that he hath trodden up- 
on, and to his children, becauſe he hath 
wholly followed the Lord. 

37 Alſo the Lord was angry with me 
for your ſakes, ſaying, Thou alſo ſhalt 
not go in thither. 


38 But Joſhua the ſon of Nun, which 
ſtandeth before thee, he ſhall go in thi- 
ther. Encourage him: for he ſhall 
cauſe Iſrael to inherit it. 

39 Moreover, your little ones, which 
ye ſaid ſhould be a prey, and your chil- 
dren, which in that day had no know- 
ledge between good and evil, they ſhall 
go 1n thither, and unto them will! yoo 
it, and they ſhall poſſeſs it. 

40 But as for you, turn ye, and take 
your journey into the wilderneſs by the 
way of the Red-ſea. 

41 J Then ye anſwered and ſaid un- 
to me, We have ſinned againſt the 
Lord: we will go up and fight, ac- 
cording to all that the Lord our God 
commanded us. And when ye had 
girded on every man his weapons of 
war, ye were . to 80 up into the 
hill. 

42 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Say 
unto them, go not up, neither fight; for 
am not among you; leſt ye be ſmitten 
before your enemies. 

43 So I ſpake unto you: and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled againſt the 
commandment of the Lord, and went 
preſumptuouſly up into the hill. | 

44 And the Amorites which dwelt in 
that mountain came out againſt you, and 
chaſed you as bees do, and deſtroyed 
you in Seir, even unto Hormah. 

45 And yereturned, and wept before 
the Lord: but the Lord would not 
hearken to your voice, nor give ear un- 
to you. | 

46 Soye abode in Kadeſh many days, 
according unto the days that ye abode 


there.

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CHAP. II. 


The ſtory is continued touching the Edom

THEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderneſs, by the way 
of the Red-ſea, as the Lord ſpake unto 
me: and we compaſſed mount Seir many 
2 And the Lord ſpake unto me, ſay- 
Ing, 

- Ye have compaſſed this mountain 
long enough; turn ye north-ward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
ſaying, Ye are to paſs through the coaſt 
of your brethren the children of Eſau, 
which dwell in Seir; and they ſhall be 
afraid of you: take ye good heed unto 
yourſelves therefore: 

5 Meddle not with them: for I will 
not give you of their land, no not ſo

6 Ve ſhall buy meat of them for mo- 
ney, that ye may eat; and ye ſhall alſo 
buy water of them for money, that ye 
may drink. 

7 For the Lord thy God hath bleſſed 
thee in all the works of thy hand: he 
knoweth thy walking through this great 
wilderneſs: theſe forty years the Lord 
thy God hath been with thee; thou haſt 
lacked nothing. 

8 And when we paſſed by from our 
brethren the children of Efau, which 
dwelt in Seir, through the way of the 
plain, from Elath, and from Ezion-ga- 


ber, we turned and paſſed by the way of 
the wilderneſs of Moab. 

9 1 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Diſ. 
treſs not the Moabites, neither con- 
tend with them in battle: for I will not 
give thee of their land for a poſſeſſion; 
becauſe I have given Ar unto the chil- 
dren of Lot for a poſſeſſion. 

10 (The Emims dwelt therein in times 
paſt, a people great and many, and tall 
as the Anakims; | 

11 Which alſo were accounted giants, 
as the Anakims; but the Moabites call 
them Emims. 

12 The Horims alſo dwelt in Seir be- 
fore- time; but the children of Efau 
ſucceeded them when they had deſtroy- 
ed them from before them, and dwelt in 
their ſtead; as Iſrael did unto the land 
of his poſſeſſion, which the Lord gave 
unto them.) . 

13 Now riſe up, ſaid I, and get ye 
over the brook Zered: and we went 
over the brook Zered. 

14 And the ſpace in which we came 
from Kadeſh-barnea, until we were 
come over the brook Zered, was thirty 
and eight years; until all the generation 
of the men of war were waſted out from 
among the hoſt, as the Lord ſware unto 
them. |; | 

15 For indeed the hand of the Lord 
was againſt them, to deſtroy them from 
among the hoſt, until they were con- 
ned. 

16 So it came to paſs, when all the 
men of war were conſumed and dead 
from among the people, 


17 That the Lord ſpake unto me, 


ſaying, 


Buy meat of them, ver. 6.] Therefore they did cat other meat in the wilderneſs, beſides manna, when they could get it. 
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18 4 Thou art to paſs over through 
Ar, the coaſt of Moab, this day: 

19 And when thou comeſt nigh over- 
againſt the children of Ammon, diſtreſs 
them not, nor meddle with them: for I 
will not give thee of the land of the 
children of Ammon any poſſeſſion; be- 
cauſe I have given 1t unto the children 
of Lot for a poſſeſſion. 

20 (That alſo was accounted a land 
of giants; giants dwelt therein in old 
time, and the Ammonites call them 
Zamzummims; | 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall as the Anakims: but the Lord de- 


ſtroyed them before them, and they|p 


ſucceeded them, and dwelt in their 
ſtead: 

22 As he did to the chin of E- 
ſau which dwelt in Seir, when he de- 
ſtroyed the Horims from before them, 
and they ſucceeded them, and dwelt in 
their ſtead even unto this day: 

23 And the Avims, which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah; the Caph- 
torims, which came forth out of Caph- 
tor, deſtroyed them, and dwelt in their 
ſtead. ) 

24 1 Riſe ye up, take your journey, 
and paſs over the river Arnon; behold, 
I have given into thine hand Sihon the 
Amorite king of Heſhbon, and his land: 
begin to poſſeſs it, and contend with 
him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee upon 
the nations that are under the whole 
heaven, who ſhall hear report of thee, 
and ſhall tremble, and be in anguiſh be- 
cauſe of thee. 


26 And I ſent meſſengers out of the 
wilderneſs of Kedemoth unto Sihon 
king of Heſhbon, with words of peace, 
ſaying, 

27 Let me paſs through thy land: I 
will go along by the high-way, I will 
neither turn unto the right hand nor to 
the left: 

28 Thou ſhalt ſell me-meat for mo- 
ney, that I may eat: and give me water 
for money, that I may drink: only I will 
paſs through on my feet : | 

29 (As the children of Eſau, which 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites, which 
dwell in Ar, did unto me;) until I ſhall 
aſs over Jordan, into the land which 
the Lord our God giveth us. 

30 But Sihon king of Heſhbon would 
not let us paſs by him: for the-Lord thy 
God hardened his ſpirit, and made his 
heart obſtinate, that he might deliver 
him into thy hand, as appeareth this day. 

31 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Be- 
hold, I have begun to give Sihon and 
his land before thee: begin to poſſeſs, 
that thou mayeſt inherit his land. 

32 Then Sihon came out againſt us, 


he and all his people, to fight at Jahaz. 


33 And the Lord our God delivered 
him before us; and we ſmote him, and 
his ſons, and all his people. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, and utterly deſtroyed the men, and 
the women, and the little ones of every 
city, we left none to remain: 

35 Only the cattle we took for a prey 
unto ourſelves, and the {poll of the c1- 
ties which we took. 

36 From Aroer which is by the brink 
of the river of Arnon, and from the city © 
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that is by the river, even unto Gilead, 


as we did unto Sihon king rg Heſhbon, 


there was not one City too ſtrong for us: 
the Lord our God delivered all unto us. 

37 Only unto the land of the chil- 
dren of Ammon thou cameſt not, nor 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, 
nor unto whatſoever the Lord our God 
forbade us. 


A. III. 
Of Og king of Baſhan, Sc. 


THEN we turned, and went up 
way to Baſhan: and Og 
Baſhan came out againſt us, he and all 
his people, to battle, at Edrei. 

2 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and 
all his people, and his land into thy 
hand; and thou ſhalt do unto him as

thou didſt unto Sihon king of the A- 


morites, which dwelt at Heſhbon. 

3 So the Lord our God delivered 
into our hands Og alſo the king of 
Baſhan, and all his people: and we 
{mote him until none was left to him 
remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time; there was not a city which we 
took not from them; threeſcore cities, 
all the region of Argob, the kingdom 
of Og in Baſhan. 

5 All theſe cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars: beſide un- 


walled towns, a great many. 
6 And we utterly deſtroyed A 


utterly deſtroying the men, women, 


the king off 


and children, of every city. 


7 But all the cattle, — the ſpoil 
of the cities, we took For a prey to our- 
ſelves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the Amor- 
ites the land that was on this fide Jor- 
dan, from the river of Arnon unto 
mount Hermon; | 

9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians call 
Sirion: and the Amorites call it Shenir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and 

all Gilead, and all Baſhan, unto Sal- 


chah and Edre1, cities of the kingdom 


of Og in Baſhan. | 

11 For only Og king of Baſhan re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; be- 
hold, his bed-ſtead was a bed-ſtead of 
iron: is it not in Rabbath of the chil- 
dren of Ammon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits the 
breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 
12 And this land which we poſſeſſed 
at that time, from Aroer, which is by 
the river Arnon, and half mount Gi- 
lead, and the cities thereof, gave 1 
unto the Reubenites and to the Gadites. 

13 And the reſt of Gilead, and all 
Baſhan, being the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto the half-tribe of Manaſſeh; all 
the region of Argob, with all Baſhan, | 
which was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the ſon of Manaſſeh took 
all the country of Argob, unto the coaſts 
of Geſhuri, and Maachathi; and called 
them after his own name, Baſhan-ha- 
voth-jair, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites, and

34 Or hath God aſſayed to go, and 
take him a nation from the midſt of 
another nation, by temptations, by figns, 
and by wonders, and by war, and by a 
mighty hand, and by a ſtretched-out 
arm, and by great terrors, according to 
all that the Lord your God did for you 
in Egypt before your eyes? 

5 Unto thee it was ſhewed, that 

hon mighteſt know that the Lord 
he is God: there is none elſe beſide 


him. 


Out of the iron furnace, ver. 20.] A place of cruel bondage, and oppreſſion, wherein they met with much hardſhip, ri- 


gour, and ſeverity, in order to try and purge them. 
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36 Out of heaven he made thee to 
hear his voice, that he might inſtruct 
thee: and upon earth he ſhewed thee 
his great fire, and thou heardeſt his 
words out of the midſt of the fire. 
37 And becauſe he loved thy fa- 
thers, therefore he choſe their ſeed after 
them, and brought thee out in his ſight 
with his mighty power out of Egypt; 
38 To drive out nations from before 
thee, greater and mightier than thou 
art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as it is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and 
conſider it in thine heart, that the Lord 
he is God in heaven above, and upon 
the earth beneath: there is none elſe. 

40 Thou ſhalt keep therefore his 
ſtatutes, and his commandments, which 
I command thee this day, that it may 
go well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee, and that thou mayeſt 
prolong thy days upon the earth which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee, for 
ever. 

41 1 Then Moſes ſevered three ci- 
ties on this {ide Jordan toward the ſun- 
riſing ;

ther, which ſhould kill his neighbour 


unawares, and hated him not in times 


paſt; and that fleeing unto one of theſe 
cities he might live ; 
43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderneſs, 


N in the plain country, of the Reuben- 


ites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the 
Gadites; and Golan in Baſhan, of the 
Manaſſites. 

44 And this is the law which Moſes 


ſet before the children of Iſrael: 


45 Theſe are the teſtimonies, and 
the ſtatutes, and the judgements, which 
Moſes ſpake unto the children of Iſ- 
rael after they came forth out of Egypt: 

46 On this fide Jordan, in the valley 
over-againſt Beth-peor, in the land of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, who dwelt 
at Heſhbon, whom Moſes and the chil- 
dren of Iſrael ſmote, after they were 
come forth out of Egypt: | 

47 And they poſſeſſed his land, and 
the land of Og king of Baſhan, two 
kings of the Amorites, which were on 
this ſide Jordan toward the ſun-riſing; 

48 From Aroer, which 1s by the 
bank of the river Arnon, even unto 
mount Sion, which is Hermon, 

49 And all the plain on this ſide 
Jordan eaſt-ward, even unto the ſea of 


the plain, under the ſprings of Piſgah. 
CHAP.

AND Moſes called all Iſrael, and 
ſaid unto them, Hear, O Iſrael, the 
ſtatutes and judgements which I ſpeak 
in your ears this day, that ye may learn 
them, and keep and do them.

o Thou ſhalt not bow down thyſelf 
unto them, nor ſerve them: for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, viſit- 

ing the iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth ge- 
neration of them that hate me, 

10 And ſhewing mercy unto thou- 
ſands of them that love me, and keep 
my commandments. 

11 Thou ſhalt not take the name of 
the Lord thy God in vain: for the 
Lord will not hold him guiltleſs that 
taketh his name in vain. 

12 Keep the ſabbath-day to ſanctify 
It, as the Lord thy God hath com- 
m thee. 

13 Six days thou malt labour, and 
dao all thy work; 

14 But the ſeventh day is the ſab- 
bath of the Lord thy God: in it thou 
ſhalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
lon, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
ſervant, nor thy maid-ſervant, nor thine 
Ox, nor thine aſs, nor any of thy cattle, 
nor thy ſtranger that is within thy gates; 
that hy man-ſervant and thy maid-ſer- 
vant may reſt as well as thou.

And he vrote them in two tables of 
ſtone, and delivered them unto me. 

23 And it came to pals, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midſt of the 
darkneſs (for the mountain did burn 
with fire) that ye came near unto me, 
even all the heads of your tribes, and 


your elders; 
24 And ye ſaid, Behold, the Lord 


our God hath ſhewed us his glory and 


At that time, and in that immediate manner: this being the peculiar pre-eminence of the mo-

voice out of the midſt of the fire: we 
have ſeen this day that God doth talk 
with man, and he livetn. 

223 Now therefore why ſhould we die? 
for this great fire will cite Wt 
we hear the voice of the Lord our God 
any more, then we ſhall die.

4 Hear, O Iſrael, the Lord our God 
is one Lord: 5 

5 And thou ſhalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy ſoul, and with all thy might. 

6 And theſe words which I command 
thee this day ſhall be in thine heart: 

7 And thou ſhalt teach them dili- 
nents unto thy children, and ſhalt talk 
of them when thou ſitteſt in thine houſe, 
and when thou walkeſt by the way, and 
when thou lieſt down, and when thou 
riſeſt up.

8 And thou ſhalt bind them for a 
| ſign upon thine hand, and they ſhall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes.

10 And 1t ſhall be when the Lord 
thy God ſhall have brought thee into 
the land which he ſware unto thy fa- 
thers, to Abraham, to Iſaac, and to Ja- 
cob, to give thee, great and goodly ci- 
ties, which thou buildedſt not, 

11 And houſes full of all good things, 


which thou filledſt not, and wells digged, 


which thou diggedſt not, vineyards and 
olive- trees, which thou plantedſt not, 
when thou ſhalt have eaten, and be 
full; | | | | 
12 Then beware, leſt thou forget the 
Lord which brought thee forth out of 
the land of Egypt, from the houſe of 
bondage. 

13 Thou ſhalt fear the Lord thy God, 
and ſerve him, and ſhalt ſwear by his 
name, 

14 Ye ſhall not go after other gods of 
the gods of the people which are round 
about you; | | 

15 For the Lord thy God is a jealous 
God among you; left the anger of the 
Lord thy God be kindled againſt thee, 
and deſtroy thee from off the face of the 
earth. 
16 Ye ſhall not tempt the Lord your 
God, as ye tempted him in Maſſah. 

17 Ye ſhall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord your God, and 
his teſtimonies, and his ſtatutes, which 
he hath commanded thee. 


18 And thou ſhalt do that which is

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that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayeſt go in and poſſeſs the good 
land which the Lord {ware unto thy fa- 
thers ; : 4 

19 To caſt out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the Lord hath ſpo- 
ken. 

20 And when thy ſon aſketh thee in 

time to come, ſaying, What mean the 
teſtimonies, and the ſtatutes, and the 
judgements, which the Lord our God 
hath commanded you? 
21 Then thou ſhalt ſay unto thy fon, 
We were Pharaoh's bond-men in Egypt; 
and the Lord brought us out of Egypt 
with a mighty hand: 

22 And the Lord ſhewed ſigns and 
wonders, great and ſore upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his houſ- 
hold, before our eyes: 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might bring us 1n, to give 
us the land which he {ware unto our fa- 
thers. | : | 

24 And the Lord commanded us to 
do all theſe ſtatutes, to fear the Lord 
our God, for our good always, that he 
might preſerve us alive as it 1s at this 
day. ot 

25 And it ſhall be our righteouſneſs, 
if we obſerve to do all theſe command- 
ments before the Lord our God, as he 
hath commanded us. 


CHAP. VII.

WHEN the Lord thy God ſhall

ſeven nations, greater and mightier than 
thou; | 

2 And when the Lord thy God ſhall 
deliver them before thee: thou ſhalt 
ſmite them, and utterly deſtroy them; 
thou ſhalt make no covenant with them; 
nor ſhew mercy unto them: 

3 Neither ſhalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou ſhalt 
not give unto his ſon, nor his daughter 
ſhalt thou take unto thy ſon. 

4 1 For they will turn away thy ſon 
from following me, that they may ſerve 
other gods: ſo will the anger of the 
Lord be kindled againſt you, and de- 
ſtroy thee ſuddenly. 

5 But thus ſhall ye deal with them; 
ye ſhall deſtroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut down their 
groves, and burn their graven images 
with fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God: the Lord thy God 
hath choſen thee to be a ſpecial people 
unto himſelf, above all people that are 
upon the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not ſet his love 
upon you, nor chooſe you, becauſe ye 
were more in number than any people: 
for ye were the feweſt of all people: 

8 But becauſe the Lord loved you, 
and becauſe he would keep the oath 
which he had ſworn unto your fathers, 
hath the Lord brought you out with a 
mighty hand, and redeemed you out of 


the houſe of bond-men, from the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

9 Know therefore that the Lord thy 
God, he is God, the faithful God, 
which keepeth covenant and mercy 
with them that love him, and keep his 


|commandments, to a thouſand genera- 


tions; 

10 And repayeth them that hate him 
to their face, to deſtroy them: he will 
not be flack to him that hateth him: 
he will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou ſhalt therefore keep the 


commandments, and the ſtatutes, and the 


judgements, which I command thee this 


day to do them. 

12 Wherefore it ſhall come to pals, 
if ye hearken to theſe judgements, and 
keep and do them; that the Lord thy 
God ſhall keep unto thee the covenant 
and the mercy which he ſware unto thy 
fathers: | 

13 And he will love thee, and bleſs 
thee, and multiply thee: he will allo 
bleſs the fruit of thy womb, and the fruit 
of thy land, thy corn, and thy wine, and 
thine oil, the increaſe of thy kine, and 
the flocks of thy ſheep, in the land which 
he ſware unto thy fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou ſhalt be bleſſed above all 
people: there ſhall not be male or fe- 
male barren among you, or among your 
_— | 

5 And the Lord will take away 
* thee all ſickneſs, and will put none 
of the evil diſeaſes of Egypt, which thou 
knoweſt, upon thee: but will lay them 
upon all them that hate thee. 

16 And thou ſhalt conſume all the 
people which the Lord thy God ſhall 


Utterly deſtroy them, ver. 2.} Except they forſake their idolatry, and embrace the true religion, and ſubmit, and defire peace. 
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del thine eye ſhall have no 


deliver thee; 
pity upon them: neither ſhalt thou 


ſerve their gods; for that will be a 
ſnare unto thee. 

17 If thou ſhalt ſay in thine heart, 
Theſe nations are more than I; how 
can I diſpoſſeſs them? 

18 Thou ſhalt not be afraid of them: 
but ſhalt well remember what the Lord 
thy God did unto Pharaoh, and unto 
all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes ſaw, and the ſigns, and the 
wonders, and the mighty hand, and the 
ſtretched-out arm, whereby the Lord 
thy God brought thee out: ſo ſhall 
the Lord thy God do unto all the peo- 
ple of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover, the Lord thy God 
will ſend the hornet among them, until 
they that are left and hide themſelves 
from thee be deſtroyed. 

21 Thou ſhalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lord thy God is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lord thy God will put 
out thoſe nations before thee by little 
and little: thou mayeſt not conſume 
them at once, leſt the beaſts of the 
held increaſe upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God ſhall de- 
liver them unto thee, al ſhall deſtroy 
them with a mighty deſtruction, until 
they be deſtroyed. 

24 And he ſhall deliver their kings 
Into thine hand, and thou ſhalt deſtroy 
their name from under heaven: there 
ſhall no man be able to ſtand be- 
fore thee, until thou have deſtroyed 
them.

25 The graven images of their gods 
ſhall ye burn with fire: thou ſhalt not 
deſire the ſilver or gold that is on them, 
nor take it unto thee, leſt thou be ſnared 
therein: for it is an abomination to the 
Lord thy God. 

26 Neither ſhalt thou bring an abo- 
mination into thine houſe, leſt thou 
be a curſed thing like it: but thou ſhalt. 
utterly deteſt it, and thou ſhalt utterly 
abhor it; for it is a curſed thing. 


CHAP. VIE 


An exhortation to obedience in regard of 
God's dealing with them. 


ALL the commandments which 1 
command thee this day ſhall ye obſerve 
to do, that ye may live, and multiply, 
and go in and poſleſs the land which 
the Lord {ware unto your fathers. 

2 And thou ſhalt remember all the 
way which the Lord thy God led thee 
theſe forty years in the wilderneſs, to 
humble thee, and to prove thee, to 
know what was in thine heart, whether 
thou wouldeſt keep his commandments, 


Or NO, 


3 And he humbled thee, and ſuffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with 
manna, which thou kneweſt not, nei- 
ther did thy fathers know; that he 
might make thee know that man doth 
not live by bread only, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of the Lord doth man live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 


thee, neither did thy foot ſwell theſe | 
forty years. 


"£4 
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5 Thou ſhalt alſo conſider in thine 
heart, that as a man chaſteneth his ſon, 
ſo the Lord thy God chaſteneth thee. 
6 Therefore thou ſhalt keep the com- 
mandments of the Lord thy God, to 


walk in his ways, and to fear him. 


7 For the Lord thy God bringeth 


thee into a good land, a land of brooks 


of water, of fountains, and depths that 
ſpring out of valleys and hills; 

8 A land of wheat and barley, and 
vines, and fig-trees, and pomegranates, 
a land of oil-olive, and honey; 

9 A land wherein thou ſhalt eat 
bread without ſcarceneſs, thou {halt not 


lack any thing in it; a land whoſe ſtones 


are iron, and out of whole hills thou 
mayeſt dig braſs. 

10 When thou haſt eaten and art 
full, then thou ſhalt bleſs the Lord thy 
God for the good land which he hath 


given thee. 


11 Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God, in not keeping his com- 


mandments, and his judgements, and his 


ſtatutes, which I command thee this day. 
"12 Leſt when thou haſt eaten and 


art full, and haſt built goodly houſes, 


oy wel therein ; | 
3 And when thy herds _ thy 


flocks multiply, and thy filver and thy 


gold is multiplied, and all that thou 


haſt is multiplied; . 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the. Lord thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 


land of Egypt, from the houſe of bond-

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderneſs, wherein were 


That he might humble thee, ver. 16.] For this purpoſe it was that he led thee through the wilderneſs. 


fiery "Terpetits, and ſcorpions, and 
drought, where there was no water; 
who brought thee forth water out of 
the rock of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderneſ; 
with manna, which thy fathers knew 
not, that be might humble thee, and 
that he might prove thee, to do thee 
good at thy latter end; 

17 And thou fay in thine heart, My 
power and the might of mine hand 
hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou ſhalt remember the Lord 
thy God: for it 1s he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth, that he may eſta- 
bliſh his covenant which he ſware unto 
thy fathers, as 1t 1s this day. 

19 And 1t ſhall be, if thou do at 
all forget the Lord thy God, and walk 
aſter other gods, and ſerve them, and 
worſhip them, I teſtify againſt you this 


day that ye ſhall ſurely periſh: 


20 As the nations which the Lord 
deſtroyeth before your face, ſo ſhall ye 
periſh; becauſe ye would not be obe- 
dient unto the voice of the Lord your 


God. 
CHAP. 1X. 


Moſes diſſuadeth them from the opinion of 
their own righteouſneſs, &c. 


HEAR, O Iſrael: Thou art to paſs 
over Jordan this day, to go in to pol- 
ſeſs nations greater and mightier than 
thyſelf, cities great and fenced up to 
heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the chil- 
dren of the Anakims, whom thou know- 
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eſt, and of whom thou haſt heard ſay, 
Who can ſtand before the children of 
Anak ! 

3 Underſtand therefore this day, that 
- Lord thy God 1s he who goeth 


_ over before thee: as a conſuming fire 


he ſhall deſtroy them, and he ſhall 
bring them down before thy face; ſo 
ſhalt thou drive them out, and deſtroy 
them quickly, as the Lord hath ſaid 
unto thee. 
4 Speak not thou in thine heart, 
after that the Lord thy God hath caſt 
them out from before thee, ſaying, For 
my righteouſneſs the Lord hath brought 
me in to poſleſs this land: but for the 
wickedneſs of theſe nations the Lord 
doth drive them out from before thee. 
5 Not for thy righteouſneſs, or for 
the uprightneſs of thine heart, doſt thou 
go to poſleſs their land: but for the 
wickedneſs of theſe nations the Lord 
thy God doth drive them out from be- 
fore thee, and that he may perform the 
word which the Lord {ware unto thy 
tathers, Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob. 
6 Underſtand, therefore, that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee not this 


good land to poſſeſs it for thy righte-| 


ouſneſs: for thou art a ſtiff-necked 


people. 

7 Remember, and fa not how 
thou provokedſt the Lord thy God to 
wrath in the wilderneſs: from the day 
that thou didſt depart out of the land 
of Egypt until ye came unto this place, 
ye have been rebellious againſt the 
Lord. 

8 Alſo in Horeb ye provoked the 
Lord to wrath, ſo that the Lord

was angry with you, to have deſtroyed 
you. . 
g9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of ſtone, 
even the tables of the covenant which 
the Lord made with you, then I abode 
in the mount forty days and forty 
nights, I neither did eat bread nor 
drink water: 

10 And the Lord delivered unto me 
two tables of ſtone written with the

11 And it came to pals at the end of 
forty days and forty nights, that the 
Lord gave me the two tables of ſtone, 
even the tables of the covenant.

and I caſt the duſt thereof into the 
brook that deſcended out of the 
mount. 

22 And at Taberah, and at Maſſah, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye provoked

23 Likewiſe, when the Lord ſent 
you from Kadeſh-barnea, ſaying, Go 
up and poſſeſs the land which I have 
given you: then ye rebelled againft the 
commandment of the Lord your God,

and ye believed him not, nor heark- 

ened to his voice. | 
24 Ye have been rebellious againſt 

the Lord from the day that I knew you. 
25 Thus I fell down before the Lord 


forty days and forty nights, as I fell 


down at the firſt; becauſe the Lord 
had ſaid he would deſtroy you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the Lord, 
and ſaid, O Lord God, deſtroy not thy 
people and thine inheritance, which 
thou haſt redeemed through thy great- 
neſs, which thou haſt brought forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy ſervants, Abra- 
ham, Iſaac, and Jacob; look not unto 
the ſtubbornneſs of this people, nor to 
their wickedneſs, nor to their ſin: 

28 Left the land, whence thou 
broughteſt us out, ſay, Becauſe the Lord 
was not able to bring them into the 
land which he promiſed them, and be- 
cauſe he hated them, he hath brought 
them out to ſlay them in the wilder- 
neſs. | 

29 Yet they are thy people, and 
thine inheritance, which thou brought- 
eſt out by thy mighty power, and by 
thy ſtretched-out arm. = 


CHAP. x. 
God's mercy in reſtoring the two tables. 


AT that time the Lord ſaid unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of ſtone like unto 
the firſt, and come up unto me in the 
mount, and make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the firſt tabtes which 


Make thee an ark of wood, ver. 1.] This, by ver. 5, ſeems to be the ark of teftimony ; the making whereof is preſcribed 
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thou brakedſt, and thou ſhalt put them 
in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of ſhittim 
wood, and hewed two tables of ſtone 
like unto the firſt, and went up into the 
mount, having the two tables in mine 
hip. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, accord- 
ing to the firſt writing, the ten com- 
mandments, which the Lord ſpake un- 
to you in the mount, out of the midſt of 
the fire, in the day of the aſſembly: and 
the Lord gave them unto me. 

5 And I turned myſelf and came 
down from the mount, and put the 
tables in the ark which I had made; and 
there they be, as the Lord commanded me. 

6 And the children of Ifrael took 
their journey from Beeroth of the chil- 
dren of Jaakan, to Moſera: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried: and Elea- 
zar his ſon miniſtered in the prieſt's of- 
fice in his ſtead. | 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gn and from Gudgodah to Jot- 
bath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 At that time the Lord ſeparated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, to ſtand before 
the Lord to miniſter unto him, and to 
bleſs in his name, unto this day. 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren: the Lord 
is his inheritance, according as the Lord 
thy God promiſed him. 

10 And I ſtayed in the mount, ac- 
cording to the firſt time, forty days and 
forty nights: and the Lord hearkened 
unto me at that time alſo, and the Lord 
would not deſtroy thee. 


11 And the Lord ſaid unto me, Ariſe, 
take thy journey before the people, 
that they may go in and poſſeſs the land 
which I ſware unto their fathers to give 
unto them. | 

12 1 And now, Hrael, what doth the 
Lord thy God require of thee, but to 
fear the Lord thy God, to walk in all 


his ways, and to love him, and to ſerve _ 


the Lord thy God with all thy heart and 
with all thy ſoul, 

13 To keep the commanded of 
the Lord, and his ſtatutes, which I com- 
mand thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven, and the hea- 
ven of heavens i is the Lord's thy God, 
the earth alſo, with all that therein is. 

15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
thy fathers to love them, and he choſe 
their ſeed after them, even you above 
all people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumciſe therefore the foreſkin 
of your heart, and be no more ſtiff- 
necked. _ „ | 

17 For the Lord your God is God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, 
a mighty, and a terrible, which regard- 
eth not perſons nor taketh reward : 

18 He doth execute the judgement of 
the fatherleſs and widow, and loveth 
the ſtranger, in giving him food and: 
raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the ange 35 
for ye were ſtrangers in the land of E--* 
gYPt. 

20 Thou ſhalt fear the Lord thy 
God; him ſhalt thou ſerve, and to him 
ſhalt thou cleave, and ſwear by his name. 

21 He is thy praiſe, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee theſe great

CHAP. XI. 
An exhortation to obedience. 


THEREFORE thou ſhalt love the 
Lord thy God, and keep his charge, and 
his ſtatutes, and his judgements, and 
his commandments alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for I ſpeak 
not with your children, which have not 
known, and which have not ſeen the 
chaſtiſement of the Lord your God, 
his greatneſs, his mighty hand, and his 
ſtretched- out arm; 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in the midſt of Egypt, 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto the army of 
Egypt, unto their horſes, and to their 
chariots; how he made the water of the 


Red-ſea to overflow them as they pur- 


ſued after you, and how the Lord hath 
deſtroyed them unto this day; 

5 And what he did unto you 1n the 
wilderneſs, until ye came into this 
place; 

6 And what he did unto . and 
Abiram, the ſons of Eliab, the ſon of 
Reuben; how the earth opened her 
mouth, and ſwallowed them up, and 
their houſholds, and their tents, and all 
the ſubſtance that was in their poſſeſſion, 
in the midſt of all Iſrael. 


— 


7 But your eyes have ſeen all the 
great acts of the Lord which he did. 

8 Therefore ſhall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command you 
this day, that ye may be ſtrong, and go 
in and poſſeſs the land whither ye go to 
poſſeſs it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your days 
in the land which the Lord ſware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and to 
their ſeed, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

10 For the land whither thou goeſt 
in to poſſeſs it is not as the land of E- 
gypt, from whence ye came out, where 
thou ſowedſt thy ſeed, and wateredſt it 
with thy foot, as a garden of herbs: 

11 But the land whither ye go to 
poſſeſs it is a land of hills and valleys, 
and drinketh water of the rain of hea- 
ven : | 5 
12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be- 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of _ year.

THESE are the ſtatutes and judge- 
ments which ye ſhall obſerve to do, in 
the land which the Lord God of thy 
fathers giveth thee to poſſeſs it, all the 
days that ye live upon the earth. 

2 Ye ſhall utterly deſtroy all the 


places wherein the nations which ye 


ſhall poſſeſs ſerved their gods, upon the 
high mountains, and upon the hills, 
and under every green tree: | 

3 And ye ſhall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn their 


_ groves with fire, and ye ſhall hew 


down the graven images of their gods, 
and deſtroy the names of them out of 
that place. | 

4 Ye ſhall not do ſo unto the Lord 
your God. 

5 4 But unto the place which the 
Lord your God ſhall chooſe, out of all 


your tribes, to put his name there, even 


unto his habitation ſhall ye ſeek, and 
thither thou ſhalt come : 
6 And thither ye ſhall bring your 


- burnt-offerings, and your ſacrifices, and 


your tithes, and heave-offerings of your 
hand, and your vows, and your free- 


will- offerings, and the firſtlings of your 


herds, and of your flocks: 
7 And there ye ſhall eat before the 
Lord your God, and ye ſhall rejoice in

20 When the Lord thy God ſhall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath pro- 
miſed thee, and thou ſhalt ſay, I 
will eat fleſh; becauſe thy ſoul long- 
eth to eat fleſh; thou mayeſt eat 
fleſh, whatſoever thy ſoul luſteth 
after. 

21 If the place which the Lord thy 
God hath choſen to put his name there 
be too far from thee; then thou ſhalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock, 
which the Lord hath given thee, as I 
have commanded thee, and thou ſhalt 
eat in thy gates whatſoever thy ſoul 
luſteth after. 


22 Even as the roe-buck and the 
hart 1s eaten, ſo thou ſhalt eat them: 
the unclean and the clean ſhall eat of 
them alike. 

23 1 Only be ſure that thou eat 
not the blood: for the blood 1s the 
life; and thou mayeſt not eat the life 
with the fleſh. 

24 Thou ſhalt not eat it; thou ſhalt 
pour 1t upon the earth as water, 

25 Thou ſhalt not eat it ; that it may 
o well with thee, and with thy chil- 
dren after thee, when thou ſhalt do 
that which is right in the ſight of the 
Lord. 

26 Only thy holy thinks which thou 
haſt, and thy vows, thou ſhalt take, and 
go unto the place which the Lord ſhall 
chooles - - 

27 And thou ſhalt offer thy burnt- 
offerings, the fleſh and the blood, upon 
the altar of the Lord thy God: and 
the blood of thy ſacrifices ſhall be 
poured out upon the altar of the Lord 
thy God, and thou ſhalt eat the fleſh. 

28 Obſerve and hear all theſe words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doeſt that 
which 1s good and right in the ſight of 
the Lord thy God. 

29 When the Lord thy God ſhall 
cut off the nations from before thee, 
whither thou goeſt to poſſeſs them, and

6 For the Lord thy God bleſſeth 
thee, as he promiſed thee: and thou 
ſhalt lend unto many nations, but thou 
ſhalt not borrow ; and thou ſhalt reign 
over many nations, but they ſhall not 
reign over thee. 

7 © If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren, within any 
of thy gates in the land which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, thou ſhalt not 
harden thine heart, nor ſhut thine hand 
from thy poor brother; 

8 But thou ſhalt open thine hand 
wide unto him, and ſhalt ſurely lend 
him ſufficient for his need, in that 
which he wanteth.

10 Thou ſhalt ſurely give him, and

14 Thou ſhalt furniſh him liberally 
out of thy flock, and out of thy floor, 

ind out of thy wine-preſs: of that 
wherewith the Lord thy God hath 
bleſſed thee, thou ſhalt give unto him. 

15 And thou ſhalt remember that 
thou waſt a bond-man in the land of 
Egypt, and the Lord thy God re- 
deemed thee: therefore I command 
thee this thing to-day. 

16 And it ſhall be, if he ſay unto 
thee, I will not go away from thee; 
becauſe he loveth thee and thine houſe, 
becauſe he is well with thee;

5 Thou mayeſt not facrifice the paſſ- 
over within any of thy gates which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee :

14 And thou ſhalt rejoice in thy 
feaſt, thou, and thy ſon, and thy daugh- 
ter, and thy man-ſervant, and thy maid- 
ſervant, and the Levite, the ſtranger, 
and the fatherleſs, and the widow, that 
are within thy gates. 

15 Seven days ſhalt thou keep a ſo- 
lemn feaſt unto the Lord thy God in 
the place which the Lord ſhall chooſe: 
becauſe the Lord thy God ſhall bleſs 


thee in all thine increaſe, and in all 


thou ſhalt ſurely rejoice. | 

16 Three times in a year ſhall all 
thy males appear before the Lord thy 
God in the place which he ſhall chooſe;

17 Every man ſhall give as he is able, 
according to the bleſſing of the Lord 
thy God which he hath given thee.

CHAP. XVII

THOU ſhalt not ſacrifice unto the 


Lord thy God any bullock or ſheep 
wherein is blemiſh, or any evil-fa- 
vouredneſs; for that is an abomination 
unto the Lord thy God. 


2 T If there be found among you 


within any of thy gates which the Lord 
thy God giveth thee, man or woman 
that hath wrought wickedneſs in the 
ſight of the Lord thy God, in tranſgreſſ- 


ing his covenant, 
3 And hath gone and ſerved other 


gods, and worſhipped them, either the 
ſun, or moon, or any of the hoſt of 


heaven, which I have not com- 
manded ; 


giveth thee throughout 
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and afterwards the hands of all the 
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4 And it be told thee, and thou haſt 
heard of it, and enquired diligently, and 
behold it be true, and the thing certain, 
that ſuch abomination is wrought in 
Iſrael: 


5 Then ſhalt thou bring forth that 


man or that woman which have com- 
mitted that wicked thing, unto thy gates, 
even that man or that woman, and ſhalt 
ſtone them with ſtones, till they die. 

6 At the mouth of two witneſſes, or 
three witneſſes, ſhall he that is worthy 
of death be put to death: but at the 
mouth of one witneſs he ſhall not be 
put to death.

14 1 When thou art come unto the 
land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, and ſhalt poſleſs it, and ſhalt dwell 
therein, and ſhalt ſay, I will ſet a king 
over me, like as all the nations that are 
about me. : 

15 Thou ſhalt in any wiſe ſet him 
king over thee, whom the Lord thy God 
ſhall chooſe; one from among thy 
brethren ſhalt thou ſet king over thee: 
thou mayeſt not ſet a ſtranger over thee, 
which 1s not thy brother. 

16 4 But he ſhall not multiply horſes 
to himſelf, nor cauſe the people to re- 
turn to Egypt, to the end that he ſhould 
multiply horſes: foraſmuch as the Lord 
hath ſaid unto you, Ye ſhall henceforth 
returri no more that way. 

17 Neither ſhall he multiply wives 
to himſelf, that his heart turn not away: 
neither ſhall he greatly multiply to him- 
ſelf ſilver and gold. 

18 And it ſhall be, when he ſitteth 
upon .the throne of his kingdom, that 
he ſhall write him a copy of this law in 
a book, out of that which is before the 
prieſts the Levites:

20 That his heart be not lifted up 
above his brethren, and that he turn 
not aſide from the commandment to 
the right hand or to the left: to the end 
that he may prolong his days in his king-

CHAP. EY 
The priefts and Levites ſhall have no in- 
heritance, E9c. 


THE prieſts the Levites, and all the 
tribe of Levi, ſhall have no part nor 
inheritance with Iſrael : they ſhall eat 
the offerings of the Lord made by fire, 
and his inheritance. 

2 Therefore ſhall they have no inhe- 
ritance among their brethren : the Lord 

1s their inheritance, as he hath ſaid un- 
to them. 

3 1 And this ſhall be the prieſts” 
due from the people, from them that 
offer a ſacrifice, whether it be ox or 
ſheep; and they ſhall give unto the prieſt 
the ſhoulder, and the two cheeks, and 
the maw. 

4 The firſt-fruit alſo of thy corn, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the firſt 
of the fleece of thy ſheep ſhalt thou 
give him. 

5 For the Lord thy God hath choſen 
him out of all thy tribes, to ſtand to mi- 
niſter in the name of the Lord, him 
and his ſons for ever.

6 And ifa Levite come from any of 


thy gates out of all Iſrael, where he ſo- 
Journed, and come with all the deſire of 


his mind unto the place which the LING 


ſhall chooſe; 
7 Then he ſhall miniſter in the name 


of the Lord his God, as all his brethren 
the Levites do, which ſtand there be- 
fore the Lord. 

8 They ſhall have like portions to 


eat, beſide that which cometh of the ſale 
of his patrimony. | 


When thou art come into the vr 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee, 
thou ſhalt not learn to do after the abo- 
minations of thoſe nations. 

10 There ſhall not be found among 


you any one that maketh his ſon or his 


daughter to paſs through the fire, or 
that uſeth divination, or an obſerver of 
times, or an enchanter, or a witch, 

11 Or a charmer, or a conlulter with 


familiar ſpirits, or a wizard, Or a necro-. 


mancer. 
12 For all that do theſe things are 


an abomination unto the Lord: and be- 


cauſe of theſe abominations the Lord 


thy God doth drive them out from be- : 


fore thee. 


13 Thou ſhalt be perfe& with the 


Lord thy God. 
14 For theſe nations which thou ſhalt 


poſſeſs hearkened unto obſervers of 
times, and unto diviners : 


ed thee ſo to do. 
15 1 The Lord thy God will raiſe up 
unto thee a Prophet from the midſt of 


thee, of thy brethren, like unto me: 


unto him ye ſhall hearken; 


Not ſuffered thee ſo to do, ver. 14.] He hath taught thee better, by his law, and will more fully inform thee by that Pro- 


phet he will raiſe up to thee. 
9 4 


but as for 
thee, the Lord thy God hath not ſuffer- 
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16 According to all that thou de- 
ſiredſt of the Lord thy God in Horeb, 
in the day of the aſſembly, ſaying, Let 
me not hear again the voice of the 
Lord my God, neither let me ſee this 
great fire any more, that I die not. 

17 And the Lord ſaid unto me, 
They have well ſpoken that which they 
have ſpoken. 

18 I will raiſe them up a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like unto 
thee, and will put my words in his 
mouth, and he ſhall ſpeak unto them 
all that I ſhall command him. 

19 And it ſhall come to paſs, that 
whoſoever will not hearken unto my 
words which he ſhall ſpeak in my 
name, I will require it of him. 

20 J But the prophet which ſhall 
preſume to ſpeak a word in my name 
which I have not commanded him to 
ſpeak, or that ſhall ſpeak in the name 
of other gods, even that prophet ſhall 
—_— 

21 And if thou ſay in thine heart, 
How ſhall we know the word which the 
Lord hath not ſpoken? 

22 When a prophet ſpeaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pals, that is the thing 
which the Lord hath not ſpoken, but 
the prophet hath ſpoken it preſumptu- 
ouſly: thou ſhalt not be afraid of him. 


CHAP. XIX. 1 
The cities of refuge: their privilege, E3c . 


| WHEN the Lord thy God hath 


cut off the nations whoſe land the Lord 


thy God giveth thee, and thou ſucceed- 
eſt them, and dwelleſt in their cities, 
and in their houſes; 

2 Thou ſhalt ſeparate three cities for 
thee in the midſt of thy land which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee to poſleſs it. 

3 Thou ſhalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the coaſts of thy land, which 
the Lord thy God giveth thee to in- 
herit, into three parts, that every ſlayer 
may flee thither. 6 

4 1 And this is the caſe of the ſlayer 
which ſhall flee thither, that he may 
live; whoſo killeth his neighbour ig- 


norantly, whom he hated not in time 


paſt; 


5 As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew wood, 
and his hand fetcheth a ſtroke with the 
ax to cut down the tree, and the head 
{ippeth from the helve, and lighteth 
upon his neighbour, that he die; he 
{ſhall flee unto one of thoſe cities, and 
live: | 
6 Leſt the avenger of the blood pur- 
ſue the ſlayer while his heart is hot, 
and overtake him, becauſe the way 1s 
long, and ſlay him; whereas he was 
not worthy of death, inaſmuch as he 
hated him not in time paſt. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, ſay- 
ing, Thou ſhalt ſeparate three cities for 
thee. | 

8 And if the Lord thy God enlarge 
thy coaſt, as he hath ſworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land which 
he promiſed to give unto thy fathers; 

9 If thou ſhalt keep all theſe com- 
mandments to do them, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to love the Lord 


According to all, &c. ver. 16.] Since it was thy own deſire that God ſhould not ſpeak unto thee immediately, therefore he 
hath raiſcd up, and will from time to time raiſe up, prophets, by whom. to declare my will. 
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thy God, and to walk ever in his ways; 
then ſhalt thou add three cities more 
for thee beſide theſe three: 

10 That innocent blood be not ſhed 
in thy land which the Lord thy God 

iveth thee for an inheritance, and ſo 
blood be upon thee. 

11 But if any man hate his neigh- 
bour, and he in wait for him, and riſe 
up againſt him, and ſmite him mor- 
tally that he die, and fleeth into one 
of theſe cities; 

12 Then the elders of his city ſhall 
ſend and fetch him thence, and deliver 
him into the hand of the avenger of 
8 that he may die. 

13 Thine eye ſhall not pity him; 
b "a ſhalt put away the guilt of 


innocent blood from Iſrael, that it may | 


go well with thee. 

14 Thou ſhalt not remove thy neigh- 
bour's land-mark, which they of old 
time have ſet in thine inheritance which 
thou ſhalt inherit, in the land that the 
Lord thy God giveth thee to poſſeſs it. 

15 One witneſs ſhall not riſe up 
againſt a man for any iniquity, or for 
any ſin, in any ſin that he ſinneth: at 
the mouth of two witneſſes, or at the 
mouth of three witneſſes, ſhall the 
matter be eſtabliſhed. | 

16 U If a falſe witneſs rife up againſt 
any man to teſtify againſt him that 
which is wrong; 

17 Then both the men between 
whom the controverſy 1s ſhall ſtand be- 
fore the Lord, before the prieſts, and 
_ the judges which ſhall be in thoſe days; 

18 And the judges ſhall make dili- 
gent inquiſition ; and behold, if the 


witneſs be a falſe witneſs, and hath teſ- 
tified falſely againſt his brother: 

19 Then ſhall ye do unto him, as 
he had thought to have done unto his 
brother. So ſhalt thou 2 the evil \ 
away from among you. 3 

20 And thoſe which remain ſhall 0 
hear, and fear, and ſhall henceforth 
commit no more any ſuch evil among 
you. 

21 And thine eye ſhall not pity: but 
life ſhall go for life, eye for eye, tooth 
for tooth, hand for hand, foot for | 
foot. | | 


CHAP. XX. 


The prieſt's exhortation to encourage the 
people to battle. 


WHEN thou goeſt out to battle 
againſt thine enemies, and ſeeſt horſes 
and chariots, and a people more than 
thou, be not afraid of them : for the 
Lord thy God 1s with thee, which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
Egypt. 85 

2 4 And it ſhall be when ye are 
come nigh unto the battle, that the 
prieſt ſhall approach and ſpeak unto 
the people, 

3 And ſhall fay unto them, Hear, 
O Iſrael, ye approach this day unto 
battle againſt your enemies: let not 
your hearts faint, fear not, and do not 
tremble, neither be ye terrified becauſe 
of. them. 

4 For the Lord your God is he that 
goeth with you, to fight for you againſt 
your enemies, to ſave you. 


Prieſt, ver, 2.] Some eminent prieſt appointed for this purpoſe, and to blow with the holy trumpets. 
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5 And the officers ſhall ſpeak unto 
he people, ſaying, What man 1s there 
that hath built a new houſe, and hath 


not dedicated it? let him go Ld return 


to his houſe, leſt he die in the battle, 


and another man dedicate it. 

6 And what man is he that hath 
planted a vineyard, and hath not yet 
eaten of it? let him alſo go and return 
unto his houſe, leſt he die in the battle, 
and another man eat of it. 

7 And what man is there that hath 


betrothed a wife, and hath not taken 


her? let him go and return to his houſe, 
left he die in the battle, and another 
man take her. 

8 And the officers ſhall ſpeak fur- 
ther unto the people, and they ſhall ſay, 
What man 1s there that 1s fearful and 
faint-hearted? let him go and return 
unto his houſe, leſt his brethren's heart 
faint as well as his heart. 

9 And it ſhall be when the officers 
have made an end of ſpeaking unto 
the people, that they ſhall make cap- 
tains of the armies to lead the peo- 

le. 
f 10 4 When thou comeſt nigh unto a 
city to fight againſt it, then proclaim 
ce unto it. 

11 And it ſhall be, if it make thee 
anſwer of peace, and open unto thee, 
then it ſhall be that all the people that 
is found therein ſhall be tributaries 
unto thee, and they ſhall ſerve thee. 

12 And if it will make no peace 
with thee, but will make war againſt 
thee, then thou ſhalt beſiege it: 

13 And when the Lord thy God hath lc 
delivered it into thine hands, thou ſhalt 


the Lord thy God hath 


— — 


ſmite every male thereof with the edge 
of the ſword: 

14 But the women, and the little 
ones, and the cattle, and all that is in 
the city, even all the ſpoil thereof, ſhalt 
thou take unto thyſelf: and thou ſhalt 
eat the ſpoil of thine enemies which 
given thee. 

15 Thus, ſhalt thou do unto all the 


cities which are very far off from thee, 


which are not of the cities of theſe 
nations. 

16 J But of the cities of theſe peo- 
ple which the Lord thy God doth give 
thee for an inheritance, thou ſhalt fave 
alive nothing that breatheth. 

17 But thou ſhalt utterly deſtroy 
them; namely, the Hittites, and the 
Amorites, the Canaanites, and the Pe- 
rizzites, the Hivites, and the Jebuſites, 
as the Lord thy God hath commanded 
thee: 

18 That they teach you not to do 
after all their abominations which the 
have done unto their gods, ſo ſhould ye 
fin _— the Lord your God. 

9 When thou ſhalt beſiege a city a 
nde time in making war againſt it to 
take it, thou ſhalt not deſtroy the trees 
thereof by forcing an ax againſt them: 
for thou mayeſt eat of them, and thou 
ſhalt not cut them down (for the tree of 
the field 1s man's life) to employ them 
in the ſiege. 

20 Only the trees which thou know- 
eſt that they be not trees for meat, thou 
ſhalt deftroy and cut them down; and 
thou ſhalt build bulwarks againſt the 

city that maketh war with thee, until 
it be ſubdued. 


Dedicated it, ver- 5. ] Taken poflefſion of it and begun to uſe it ; which was wont to be done with the ſolemnities of feaſt Z 
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CHAP. XXI. 
The expiation of an uncertain murder. 


IF one be found ſlain in the land 
which the Lord thy God giveth thee to 
poſſeſs it, lying in the field, and it be 
not I who hath ſlain him: 

2 Then thy elders and thy judges 
| ſhall come forth, and they ſhall mea- 
ſure unto the cities which are round 
about him that is ſlain. 

3 And it ſhall be that the city which 

is next unto the ſlain man, even the 
elders of that city, ſhall take an heifer 
which hath not been wrought with, and 
which hath not drawn in the yoke: 
4 And the elders of that city ſhall 
bring down the heifer unto a rough 
valley, which 1s neither eared nor ſown, 
and ſhall ſtrike off the heifer's neck 
there in the valley. 

5 And the prieſts the ſons of Levi 
ſhall come near; for them the Lord 
thy God hath choſen to miniſter unto 
him, and to bleſs in the name of the 
Lord: and by their word ſhall every 
controverſy ad every ſtroke be tried. 

6 And all the elders of that city that 
are next unto the ſlain man ſhall waſh 
their hands over the heifer that 1s be- 
headed in the valley: 

7 And they ſhall anſwer and ſay, 

Our hands have not ſhed this blood, 
neither have our eyes ſeen it. 
8 Be merciful, O Lord, unto thy 
people Ifrael, whom thou haſt re- 
deemed, and lay not innocent blood 
unto thy people of Iſrael's charge. And 
the blood ſhall be forgiven them. 


9 So ſhalt thou put away the — 


lof innocent blood from among you, 


when thou ſhalt do that which is right 
in the ſight of the Lord. 

10 When thou goeſt forth to war 
againſt thine enemies, and the Lord thy 
God hath delivered them into thine 
hands, and thou haſt taken them cap- 
tive, | 
11 And ſeeſt among the captives a 
beautiful woman, and haſt a defire unto 
her, that thou wouldeſt have her to thy 
wife; 

12 Then thou ſhalt bring her home 
to thine houſe; and ſhe ſhall ſhave her 
head, and pare her nails: 

13 And ſhe ſhall put the raiment of 
her captivity from off her, and ſhall 
remain in thine houſe, and bewail her 
father and her mother a full month: 
and after that, thou ſhalt go in unto 
her, and be her huſband, and ſhe ſhall 
be thy wife. 

14 And it ſhall be if thou have no 
delight in her, then thou ſhalt let her 
go whither ſhe will; but thou ſhalt not 
ſell her at all for money, thou ſhalt not 
make merchandiſe of her, becauſe thou 
haſt humbled her. 

15 Ulf a man have two wives, one 
beloved, and another hated, and they 
have borne him children, both the be- 
loved, and the hated: and if the firſt- 
born ſon be her's that was hated; 

16 Then it ſhall be, when he mak- 
eth his ſons to inherit that which he 
hath, that he may not make the ſon 
of the beloved firſt-born before the fon 
of the hated, which is indeed the firſt- 


born. 


The eity which is next, ver. 3.] Becauſe moſt probably it was ſome rſon of that city that committed the murder: 2 


. were moſt culpable for not watching and guarding the highways and other places. 
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17 But he ſhall acknowledge the ſon 


of the hated for the firſt-born, by giv- 
ing him a double portion of all that he 
hath: for he is the beginning of his 
ſtrength; the right of the firſt-born is his. 
18 4 If a man have a ſtubborn and 
rebellious ſon which will not obey the 
voice of his father, or the voice of his 
mother, and that when they have chaſ- 
tened him, will not hearken unto them: 
19 Then ſhall his father and his 
mother lay hold on him, and bring 
him out unto the elders of his city, 
and unto the gate of his place ; | 
20 And they ſhall ſay unto the el- 
ders of his city, This our ſon is ſtub- 


born and rebellious, he will not obey 


our voice; he is a glutton, and a 
drunkard. | 

21 And all the men of his city ſhall 
ſtone him with ſtones that he die: 
ſo ſhalt thou put evil away from 
among you; and all Ifrael ſhall hear, 
and fear. | 

22 Andif a man have committed a 
fin worthy of death, and he be to be 
put to death, and thou hang him on 


- a tree: 


23 His body ſhall not remain all 
night upon the tree, but thou ſhalt in 
any wiſe bury him that day: for he 
that is hanged is accurſed of God: 
that thy land be not defiled, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee for an inhe- 


ritance. 
CHAP. XXII. 


Of humanity toward brethren. 


THOU ſhalt not ſee thy bro- 
ther's ox or his ſheep go aſtray, and

be made a curſe for us; ſo this is ſpoken wi

hide thyſelf from them: thou ſhalt in 
any caſe bring them again unto thy 
brother. 5 

2 And if thy brother be not nigh 
unto thee, or if thou know him not, 
then thou ſhalt bring it unto thine own 
houſe, and it ſhall be with thee until 
thy brother ſeek after it, and thou ſhalt 
reſtore it to him again. 

3 In like manner ſhalt thou do with 
his aſs, and ſo ſhalt thou do with his 
raiment; and with all loſt things of thy 
brother's, which he hath loſt and thou 
haſt found, ſhalt thou do likewiſe: thou 
mayeſt not hide thyſelf. |

24 They ſhall be burnt with hun- 
ger, and devoured with burning heat, 
and with bitter deſtruction: I will alſo 
lend the teeth of beaſts upon them, 
with the poiſon of ſerpents of the duſt. 
25 The ſword without, and terror 
within, ſhall deſtroy both the young 
man and the virgin, the ſuckling alſo 
with the man of gray hairs.

NOW it came to paſs, when Adoni- 
zedec king of Jeruſalem had heard how 
Joſhua had taken Ai, and had utterly 
deſtroyed it; as he had done to Jericho 
and her king, ſo he had done to Ai 
and her king; and how the inhabitants 
of Gibeon had made peace with Iſrael, 
and were among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, bernie S 
Gibeon was a great city, as one of the 
royal cities, and becauſe it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

3 Wherefore Advts king of 
eruſalem ſent unto Hoham king of 
Hebron, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and unto Taphia king of Lachiſh, 
and unto Debir king of Eglon, ſaying, 

4 Come up unto me and help me, 
that we may {mite Gibeon: for it hath 
made peace with n and with the 
children of Iſrael. 

5 Therefore the five kings of the 
{ Amorites, the king of Jeruſalem, the 
king of Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, 
the king of Lachiſh, the king of Eglon, 
gathered themſelves together, and went 
up, they and all their hoſts, and en-

| AN D it came to paſs, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard theſe things,

4 And they went out, they * all 
their hoſts with them, much people, 
even as the ſand that is upon the ſea- 
ſhore in multitude, with horſes and 
chariots very many. 

5 And when all theſe kings were 
met together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight againſt Iſrael. 


6 And the Lord ſaid unto Joſhua, 


Be not. afraid becauſe of them: for to- 
morrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all ſlain before Iſrael: thou 
ſhalt hough their horſes, and burn their 
chariots with fire. 

7 So Joſhua came, and all the people 
of war with him, againſt them by the 
waters of Merom ſuddenly, and they 
fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them into 
the hand of Iſrael, who ſmote them, 


and chaſed them unto great Zidon, and 


unto Miſrephoth-maim, and unto the

9 And Joſhua did unto them as the 
Lord bade him: he houghed their horſes, 


10 1 And Joſhua at that time turned 


back, and took Hazor, and ſmote the 


king thereof with the ſword: for Ha- 


zor  before-time was the; head « of all 
thoſe kingdoms. | S\ 
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11 And they ſmote all the ſouls that 
were therein with the edge of the ſword, 
utterly deſtroying them: there was not 
any leſt to breathe: and he burned Ha- 
zor with fire. 

12 And all the cities of thoſe kings, 

and all the kings of them did Joſhua 
take, and ſmote them with the edge of 
the ſword, and he utterly deſtroyed 
them, as Moſes the ſervant of the Lord 
commanded. 
13 But as for the cities that ſtood 
ſill in their ſtrength, Iſrael burned 
none of them, ſave Hazor only; that 
did Joſhua burn. 

14 And all the ſpoil of theſe cities, 
and the cattle, the children of Iſrael 
took for a prey unto themſelves: but 
every man they ſmote with the edge of 
the ſword, until they had deſtroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 

15 As the Lord commanded Moſes 
his ſervant, ſo did Moſes command 
| Joſhua, and ſo did Joſhua: he left 
nothing undone of all that the Lord 
commanded Moles. 


16 So Joſhua took all that land, the 


hills, and all the ſouth country, and all 


the land of Goſhen, and the valley, and 
the plain, and the mountain of Iſrael, 
and the valley of the ſame; 

17 Even from the mount Halak, that 
goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal-gad, 
in the valley of Lebanon, under mount 
Hermon: and all their kings he took, 
_ _ them and flew them. 

oſhua made war a long time 
with all thoſe kings. 


9 There was — a city that made 


— with the children of Iſrael, ſave 


the Hivites, the inhabitants of Gibeon: 


all other they took in battle. | 

20 For it was of the Lord to harden 
their hearts, that they ſhould come 
againſt Iſrael in battle, that he might 
deſtroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he 
might deftroy them, as the Lord com- 
manded Moſes.

4 From the ſouth, all the land of 
the Canaanites, and Mearah that is be-

5 And the land of the Giblites, and 
all Lebanon toward the ſun-riſing, from 
Baal-gad under mount Hermon, unto 
the entering into Hamath. 

6 All the inhabitants of the hill- 
country from Lebanon unto Miſre- 
photh-maim, and all the Sidonians, 
them will I drive out from before the

Sihon king of Heſhbon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto the edge of the 
ſea of Cinnereth, on the other ſide 
Jordan, eaſt-Ward.

29 And Moſes gave inheritance unto

4 For the children of Joſeph were 
two tribes, Manaſſeh, and Ephraim: 
therefore they gave no part unto the 

Levites in the land, ſave cities to dwell 
in, with their ſuburbs for their cattle 
and for their ſubſtance. 

5 As the Lord commanded Moſes, 
ſo the children of Iſrael did, and _ 
divided the land. 

6 1 Then the children of Judah came 
unto Joſhua in Gilgal : and Caleb, the} 
ſon of Jephunneh the Kenezite, ſaid 
unto him, Thou knoweſt the thing 
that the Lord ſaid unto Moſes the man 
of God concerning me and thee in 
Kadeſh-barnea. 

7 Forty years old was when Moſes 
the ſervant of the Lord ſent me from 
Kadeſh-barnea to eſpy out the land; 
and I brought him word again as it was 
in mine heart. 

8 Nevertheleſs, my brethren that 
went up with me made the heart of 
the people melt: but I wholly followed 
the Lord my Gd. 

9 And Moſes fware on that day, ſay- 
ing, Surely the land whereon thy feet 


have trodden ſhall be thine inherit- | 


ance, and thy children's for ever; be- 
cauſe thou haſt wholly followed the 
Lord my. God. 

10 And now behold, the Lord hath 
kept me alive, as he ſaid, theſe forty 
and five years, even ſince the Lord 
ſpake this word unto Moſes, while the 
children of Ifrael wandered in the wil- 
derneſs: and now, lo, I am this 


tourſcore and five years old. | 


11 As yet I am as ſtrong this day as 
I was in the day that Moſes ſent me: 
as my ſtrength was then, even ſo is my 
ſtrength now, for war, both to go out 
and to come in. 

12 Now therefore give me this moun- 
tain, whereof the Lord ſpake in that 
day; for thou heardeſt in that day how 
the Anakims were there, and that the 
cities were great and fenced: if ſo be 
the Lord will be with me, then I ſhall 
be able to drive them out, as the Lord 
ſaid. | 

13 And Joſhua bleſſed lain; and gave 
unto Caleb the ſon of Jephunneh He- 
bron for an inheritance. 

14 Hebron therefore became the 
inheritance of Caleb the fon of Jephun- 
neh the Kenezite unto this day: be- 
cauſe that he wholly followed the Lord 
God of IIxael, 

15 And the name of Hebron before 
was Kirjath-arba, which Arba was a 


great man among the Anakims. And

CHAP. XV.

THIS then was the lot of the tribe 
of the children of Judah, by their fa- 
milies; even to the border of Edom, 
the wilderneſs of Zin ſouth-ward was 
the uttermoſt part of the ſouth coaſt.

7 And the border went up toward 
Debir from the valley of Achor, and ſo 
north-ward looking toward Gilgal, that 
is before the going up to Adummim, 
which is on the ſouth fide of the river:

8 And the border went up bs the val- 
ley of the ſon of Hinnom unto the ſouth 
ſide of the jebuſite; the ſame is Jeru- 
ſalem: and the border went up to the 
top of the mountain that lieth before 
the valley of Hinnom weſt-ward, which 
is at the end of the molly of the giants

13 1 And unto Caleb, the ſon of je- 
phunneh, he gave a part among the 
children of „dak, according to the 
commandment of the Lord to Joſhua, 
even the city of Arba the father of A- 
nak, which city is Hebron. 

14 And Caleb drove thence the three 
{ons of Anak, Sheſhai, and Ahiman, and 
Talmai, the children of Anak. 

15 And he went up thence to the in- 
And the name of 
Debir before was Kirjath-ſepher. 

16 1 And Caleb ſaid, He that ſmitetn 
Kirjath-ſepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achſah my daughter to 
wife. 

17 And Othniel the on of Kenaz, 
the brother of Caleb, took it: and he 
gave him Achſah his daughter to wife. 

18 And it came to pals, as ſhe came 
unto him, that ſhe moved him to aſk of

10 1 And they drove not out the 
Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer: but 
the Canaanites dwell among the E- 
phraimites unto this day, and ſerve 
under tribute. 


CHAP. XVII 
The bot of Manaſſeh: his coaſt, &c. 
THERE was alſo a lot for the tribe 


of Manaſſeh; for he was the firſt-born 
of Joſepy; to wit, for Machir the firſt- 


n of Manaſſeh the father of Gilead, 
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becauſe he was a man of war, there- 
fore he had Gilead and Baſhan. 

2 There was alſo a lot for the reſt of 
the children of Manaſſeh by their fa- 
milies; for the children of Abiezer, 
and for the children of Helek, and for 
the children of Aſriel, and for the 
children of Shechem, and for the chil- 
dren of Hepher, and for the children of 
Shemida: theſe were the male children 
of Manaſſeh the ſon of Joſeph by their 
families. 

3 But ieee the ſon of He- 
pher, the ſon of Gilead, the ſon of 
Machir, the ſon of Manaſſeh, had no 
ſons, but daughters: and theſe are the 
names of his daughters, Malah, and 
Noah, Hoglah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

4 4 And they came near before Elea- 
zar the prieſt, and before Joſhua the 
ſon of Nun, and before the princes, 
laying, The Lord commanded Moſes 
to give us an inheritance among our 
brethren: therefore according to the 
commandment of the Lord he gave 
them an inheritance among the bre- 
thren of their father. ; 

5 And there fell ten portions to Ma- 
naſſeh, beſide the land of Gilead and 
Baſhan, which were on the other fide 
Jordan; 

6 Becauſe the a of Mana. 
ſeh had an inheritance among his ſons: 

and the reſt of Manaſſeh's ſons had the 
land of Gilead. 

7 4 And the coaſt of Manaſſeh was 
from Aſher to Michmethah, that lieth 
before Shechem; and the border went 
along on the right hand unto the in- 


8 Now Manaſſeh had the land of 
Tappuah: but Tappuah on the border 
of Manaſſeh belonged to the children 
of Ephraim. 

9 And the coaſt deſcended unto the 
river Kanah, ſouth-ward of the river. 
Theſe cities of Ephraim are among the 
cities of Manaſſeh: the coaſt of Ma- 
naſleh alſo was on the north ſide of the 
river, and the out-goings of it were at 
the ſea: 

10 South-ward it was Ephraim's, and 
north-ward it was Manaſſeh's, and the 
ſea is his border; and they met toge- 
ther in Aſher on the north, and in If 
ſachar on the eaſt. 

11 And Manaſſeh had. in Iſſachar, 
and in Aſher, Beth-ſhean and her towns, 
and Ibleam and her towns, and the in- 
habitants of Dor and her towns, and the 
inhabitants of En-dor and her towns, and 
the inhabitants of Taanach and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Megiddo 
and her towns, even three countries. 

12 J Yet the children of Manaſſeh 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
thoſe cities, but the Canaanites would 
dwell in that land. 

13 Yet it came to paſs when the 
children of Iſrael] were waxen ſtrong, 
that they put the Canaanites to tribute; 
but did not utterly drive them out. 

14 1 And the children of Joſeph 
ſpake unto Joſhua, ſaying, Why haſt 
thou given. me but one lot and one 
portion to inherit, ſeeing I am a great 
people, foraſmuch as the Lord hath 
bleſſed me hitherto? 

15 And Joſhua anſwered them, If

28 And Hebron, azo Rehob, and 
Hammon, and Kanah, even unto great 
Z1don:

7 The children of Merari by their 
families had out of the tribe of Reu-

8 And the children of Iſrael gave 
by lot unto the Levites theſe cities with 
their ſuburbs, as the Lord commanded 
by the hand of Moles. 

9 And they gave out of the tribe of

10 Which the children of Aaron, 
being of the families of the Kohathites, 
who were of the children of Levi, had:

15 And Holon with her ſuburbs, and 
Debir with her ſuburbs, 

16 And Ain with her ſuburbs, and 
Juttah with her ſuburbs, and Beth-ſhe- 
meſh with her ſuburbs; nine cities out 
of thoſe two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benja- 
min Gibeon with her ſuburbs, Geba

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18 Anathoth with her ſuburbs, and 
Almon with her ſuburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the prieſts, were thirteen cities 
with their ſuburbs. 

20 And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites, which re- 
mained of the children of Kohath, 
even they had the cities of their lot out 
of the tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shechem 
with her ſuburbs in mount Ephraim, to 
be a city of refuge for the ſlayer; and 
Gezer with her ſuburbs, 

222 And Kibzaim with her ſuburbs, 
and Beth-horon with her ſuburbs; four 
cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, El- 
nies with her ſuburbs, Gibbethon with

And he brought the preſent unto 
Eglon king of Moab. And Eglon was 
a very fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the preſent, he ſent away the 
people that bare the preſent, 

19 But he himſelf turned again from 
the quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
ſaid, I have a ſecret errand unto thee, 
O king: who ſaid, Keep ſilence. And 
all that ſtood _— him went out from 
him. 

20 And Ehud came unto n and 
he was fitting in a ſummer-parlour, 
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which he had for himſelf alone. And 


Ehud ſaid, I have a meſſage from God 
unto thee. And he aroſe out of his ſeat. 
21 And Ehud put forth his left 
hand, and took the dagger from his 
right thigh, and thruſt it into his belly: 


22 And the haft alſo went in after 


the blade: and the fat cloſed upon the 
blade, ſo that he could not draw the 
dagger out of his belly; and the dirt 
came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through 
the porch, and ſhut the doors of the 
parlour upon him, and locked them. 

24 When he was gone out, his ſer- 


vants came; and when they ſaw, that 


| behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they ſaid, Surely he covereth 
his feet in his ſummer-chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
aſhamed : and behold, he opened not 
the doors of the parlour; therefore they 
took a key, and opened them: and be- 
hold, their lord was fallen down dead 
on the earth. 

'26 And Ehud ape while they 
tarried; and paſſed beyond the quar- 
ries, and eſcaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to paſs when he was 
come, that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the chil- 
dren of Iſrael went down with him from 
the mount, and he before them. 

28 And he ſaid unto them, Follow 
aſter me: for the Lord hath delivered 

our enemies the Moabites into your 
hand. And they went down after him,

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tali, and ſaid unto him, Hath not the 
Lord God of Iſrael commanded, ſaying, 
Go, and draw toward mount Tabor, 
and take with thee ten thouſand men 
of the children of Naphtali, and of 
the children of Zebulun? 

7 And I will draw unto thee, to the 
river Kiſhon, Siſera the captain of Ja- 
bin's army, with his chariots and his 
multitude ; and I will deliver him 1 into 
_ thine hand. 

8 And Barak ſaid unto her, If thou 
wilt go with me, then I will go: but 
if thou wilt not go with me, then I will 
not go. 

9 And ſhe ſaid, I will ſurely go with 
thee: notwithſtanding the journey that 
thou takeſt ſhall not be for thine ho- 
nour: for the Lord ſhall fell Siſera into 
the hand of a woman. And Deborah 
aroſe, and went with Barak to Ke- 
den, 

10 And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphtali to Kedeſh; and he went up 
with ten thouſand men at his feet: and 
Deborah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Kenite, which 
was of the children of Hobab the fa- 
ther-in-law of Moſes, had ſevered him- 
ſelf from the Kenites, and pitched his 
tent unto the plain of Zaanaim, which 
is by Kedeſh. 

12 And they ſhewed Siſera, that Ba- 
rak the ſon of Abinoam was gone up 
to mount Tabor. 

13 And Siſera gathered a all 
his chariots, even nine hundred cha- 
riots of iron, and all the people that 
were with him, from Haroſheth of the 
Gentiles, unto the river of Kiſhon. 


14 And Deborah ſaid unto Barak, 
Up: for this 1s the day in which the 
Lord hath delivered Siſera into thine 
hand: 1s not the Lord gone out before 
thee? So Barak went down from 
mount Tabor, and ten thouſand men 


after him. 
15 And the Lord diſcomfited Siſera, 


is and all his chariots, and all his hoſt 


with the edge of the ſword, before 
Barak: ſo that Siſera lighted down off 
his chariot, and fled away on his feet. 

16 But Barak purſued after the cha- 
riots and after the hoſt unto Haroſheth 
of the Gentiles: and all the hoſt of 
Siſera fell upon the edge of the ſword; 
and there was not a man left. 

17 Howbeit, Siſera fled away on 
his feet to the tent of Jael the wife of 
Heber the Kenite: for there was peace 
between Jabin the king of Hazor and 
the houſe of Heber the Kenite. 

18 1 And ]Jael went out to meet Si- 
ſera, and ſaid unto him, Turn in, my 
lord; turn in to me; fear not: and when 
he has turned in unto her into the tent, 
hs covered him with a mantle. 

9 And he ſaid unto her, Give me, 
I 1 thee, a little water to drink; for 
I am thirſty. And ſhe opened a bottle 
of milk, and gave him drink, and co- 
vered him. 

20 Again he ſaid unto her, Stand 
in the door of the tent, and it ſhall 
be when any man doth come and en- 
quire of thee, and ſay, Is there any 
man here? that thou ſhalt ſay, No. 

21 Then Jael Heber's wife took a 
nail of the tent, and took an hammer 
in her hand, and went ſoftly unto him,

And the hoſt of Midian 
was beneath him in the valley. 
91 And it came to paſs the ſame 
night, that the Lord ſaid unto him, 
Ariſe, get thee down unto the hoſt; for 
I have delivered it into thine hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy ſervant down to 
the hoſt: 

11 And thou ſhalt hear what they 
ſay; and afterward ſhallthine hands be 
ſtrengthened to go down unto the hoſt. 
Then went he down with Phurah his 
ſervant, unto the outſide of the armed 
men that were in the hoſt. 

12 And the Midianites and the Ama- 
lekites, and all the children of the eaſt, 
lay along in the valley, like graſshop- 
pers for multitude; and their camels 
were without number, as the ſand by 
the ſea- ſide for multitude. - 

13 And when Gideon was come, 
behold, there was a man that told a 
dream unto his fellow, and ſaid, Be- 
hold, I dreamed a dream, and lo, a

cake of barley bread tumbled into the 
hoſt of Midian, and came unto a tent, 
and ſmote it that it fell, and overturn- 
ed it, that the tent lay along. 

14 And his fellow anſwered, and 


ſaid, This is nothing elſe ſave the ſword 


of Gideon the ſon of Joaſh, a man of 
Iſrael: for into his hand hath God de- 
livered Midian and all the hoſt. 

15 And it was ſo, when Gideon heard 
the telling of the dream, and the inter- 
pretation thereof, that he worſhipped, 
and returned into the hoſt of Iſrael, and 
ſaid, Ariſe; for the Lord hath deliver- 
ed into your hand the hoſt of Midian. 

16 And he divided the three hun- 
dred men into three companies, and he 
put a trumpet in every man's hand, 
with empty pitchers, and lamps within 
the pitchers. : 

17 And he ſaid unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewiſe: and behold, when 
I come to the outſide of the camp, it 
ſhall be that as I do, ſo ſhall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets alſo on every ſide of all 
the camp, and ſay, The ſword of the 
Lord, and of Gideon. 

19 So Gideon and the hundred men 
that were with him came unto the out- 
fide of the camp in the beginning of the 
middle watch; and they had but newly 
ſet the watch; and they blew the trum- 
pets, and brake the pitchers that were 
in their hands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers, 
and held the lamps in their left hands, 
and the trumpets in their right hands,

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to blow withal: and they cried, The 
ſword of the Lord, and of Gideon. 

21 And they ſtood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and all 
the hoſt ran, and cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
, and the Lord ſet every man's 
ſword againſt his fellow, even through- 
out all the hoſt: and the hoſt fled to 
Beth-ſhittah, in Zererath, and to the 
border of Abel-meholah, unto Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Iſrael 
themſelves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Aſher, and out of all Ma- 
naſſeh, and purſued after the Midianites. 
24 T And Gideon ſent meflengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, ſay- 
ing, Come down againſt the Midian- 
ites, and take before them the waters 
unto Beth-barah and Jordan. 'Then all 
the men of Ephraim gathered them- 


ſelves together, and took the waters | 


unto Beth-barah and Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of | 
the  Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and 
they flew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, 
and Zeeb they ow at the wine-preſs 
of Zeeb, and purſued Midian, and 


brought the heads of Oreb and Zeeb 


to Gideon on the other ſide Jordan.

3 God hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Midian, Oreb and 
Zeeb: and what was I able to do in 
compariſon of you? then their anger 
was abated toward him, when he had 
ſaid that. 

4 1 And Gideon came to Jordan, 
and paſſed over, he and the three hun- 
dred men that were with — faint, 
yet purſuing them. 

5 And he ſaid unto the men of 
e Give, I pray you, loaves of 
bread unto the people that follow me; 
for they be faint; and I am purſuing 
after Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of 
Midian. 

6 And the princes of Succoth ſaid, 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
now in thine hand, that we ſhould give 
bread unto thine army ? 

7 And Gideon ſaid, Therefore when 
the Lord hath delivered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will 


tear your fleſh with the thorns of the 
wilderneſs, and with briers. 

8 And he went up thence to Penuel, 
and ſpake unto them likewiſe: and the 
men of Penuel anſwered him as the men 


| of Succoth had anſwered him. 


| e alſo unto the men 
of Penuel, ſaying, When I come again 
in peace, I will break down this tower. 
10 Now Zebah and Zalmunna were 

in Karkor, and their hoſts with them, 
about fifteen thouſand men, all that

3 And Gideon the ſon of Joaſh 
ca from battle before the ſun 
was up, | 

14 And caught a young man of 
the men of Succoth, and enquired of 
him : and he deſcribed unto him the 
princes of Succoth, and the elders 
thereof, even threeſcore and ſeventeen 
men. 

15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and ſaid, Behold, Zebah and 


me, ſaying, Are the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we ſhould give bread unto thy men that 
are weary ? 

16 And he took the elders of the 
city, and thorns of the wilderneſs, and 


briers, and with them he taught the 


men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down the tower 
of Penuel, and flew the men of the 
city. i 
18 Then ſaid he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What manner of men were 


they whom ye ſle at Tabor? and they 


each one reſembled the children of a 
king. | 
19 And he ſaid, They were my bre- 
thren, even the ſons of my mother : 
as the Lord liveth, if ye had ſaved 
them alive, I would not ſlay you. 
20 And he ſaid unto Jether his firſt- 
born, Up, and ſlay them. But the 
youth drew not his {word : for he fear- 
ed, becauſe he was yet a youth. _ 
21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna ſaid, 
Riſe thou, and fall upon us: for as 
the man is, ſo is his ſtrength. And 
Gideon aroſe, and flew Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and took away the or- 
naments that were on their camels' 
necks. 
22 Then the men of Iſrael ſaid unto 
Gideon, Rule thou over us, both thou, 


and thy ſon, and thy ſon's fon alſo: for 


thou haſt delivered us from the hand 
of Midian. 

23 And Gideon faid unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither ſhall 
my ſon rule over you: the Lord ſhall 
rule over you. 3 

24 And Gideon ſaid unto them, I 
would deſire a requeſt of you, that ye 
would give me every man the ear-rings 


of his prey. For they had golden ear- 


rings, becauſe they were Iſhmaelites. 

25 And they anſwered, We will 
willingly give them. And they ſpread 
a garment, and did caſt therein every 
man the ear-rings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
ear-rings that he requeſted was a thou- 
ſand and ſeven hundred ſhekels of gold; 
beſide ornaments, and collars, and pur- 


anſwered, As thou art ſo were they; 
Hem 


ple raiment that was on the kings of 
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ee the chains that were | 


about their camels” necks. 


27 And Gideon made an ephod 


thereof, and put it in his city, even in 
Ophrah: and all Iſrael went thither 
a whoring after it: which thing be- 
came a ſnare unto Gideon, and to his 
houſe. 

28 Thus was Midian ſubdued before 
the children of Ifrael, ſo that they lift- 
ed up their heads no more. And the 
country was in quietneſs forty years in 
the days of Gideon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the ſon of Joaſh 
went ad dwelt in his own houſe. 

30 And Gideon had threeſcore and 
ten ſons of his body begotten ; for he 
had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, ſhe alſo bare him a ſon, whoſe 
name he called Abimelech. 

32 And Gideon the ſon of Joaſh died 
in a good old age, and was buried in the 
ſepulchre of Joaſh his father, in Oph- 
rah of the Abi-ezrites. 

3 4 And it came to pals as ſoon as

Gideon was dead, that the children of | 


Ifrael turned again, and went a whoring 
after Baalim; and made Baal-berith 
their god. 

34 And the 1 of Iſrael re- 
membered not the Lord their God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
hands of all their enemies on every 
= 

5 Neither ſhewed they 
to he houſe of Jerubbaal, namely 
Gideon, according to all the good- 
neſs which he had ſhewed unto Iſ-

CHAP. IX. 
Abimelech is made king by the Shechemites. 


AND Abimelech the ſon of Jerub- 
baal went to Shechem, unto his mother's 
brethren, and — with them, 
and with all the family of the houſe of 
his mother's father, ſaying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all the men of Shechem, Whether is 
better for you, either that all the ſons 
of Jerubbaal, which are threeſcore and 
ten perſons, reign over you, or that 
one reign over you? remember alſo 
that I am your bone and your fleſh. 

3 And his mother's Le ſpake of 
him in the ears of all the men of She- 
chem all theſe words: and their hearts 
inclined to follow Abim@lech; for they 
ſaid, He 1s our brother. 

4 And they gave him threeſcore and 
ten pieces of ſilver out of the houſe of 
Baal-berith ; wherewith Abimelech hir- 


ſed vain and 10 perlons, which fol- 


lowed him. 

5 And he went unto his father's 
houſe at Ophrah, and ſlew his brethren 
the ſons of Jerubbaal, being threeſcore 
and ten perſons upon one ſtone; not- 
withſtanding, yet Jotham the youngeſt 
ſon of jerubbaal was left; for he hid 
himſelf. 

6 And all the men of Shechem ga- 
thered together, and all the houſe of 
Millo, and went, and made Abimelech 
king, by the plain of the pillar that was 


in Shechem: 
7 4 And when they told it to ES 


he went and ſtood in the top of mount 
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n, 


Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and ſaid unto them, Hearken 
unto me, ye men of Shechem, that God 
may hearken unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them ; and they ſaid 
unto the· olive: tree, Reign thou over 
us. 

But the olive- tree ſaid unto them, 
Should I leave my fatneſs, wherewith 


by me they honour God and man, and 


go to be promoted over the trees? 

10 And the trees ſaid to the fig-tree, 

Come thou, and reign over us. 
11 But the fig- tree ſaid unto them, 
Should I forſake my ſweetneſs, and my 
good fruit, and go to be promoted over 
the trees? 

12 Then ſaid the trees unto the vine, 
cop thou, and reign over us. 

3 And the vine faid unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which cheer- 
eth God and man, and go to be pro- 
moted over the trees? 

14 Then ſaid all the trees unto the 
bramble, Come thou, and reign over us. 

15 And the bramble ſaid unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
truſt in my ſhadow: and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, and de- 
vour the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Now, therefore, if ye have done 
truly and ſincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his 
houſe, and have done unto him ac- 
cording to the deſerving of his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, 
| and adventured his life far, and deh- 


vered you out of the hand of Mi- 
dian: 
18 And ye are riſen up againſt my 


father's ws this day, and have flain 


his ſons, threeſcore and ten perſons 
upon one ſtone, and have made Abi- 
melech the ſan of his maid-ſervant king 
over the men of Shechem, becauſe he 
is your brother ;) 

19 It ye then have dealt truly and 
lincerely with Jerubbaal, and with his 
houſe this day, then rejoice ye in Abi- 
melech, and let him alſo rejoice in you. 
20 But if not, let fire come out from 


Abimelech, md devour the men of 


Shechem, and the houſe of Millo; and 


let fire come out from the men of Se- 


chem, and from the houſe of Millo, and 
devour Abimelech. l 
21 And Jotham ran away and fled, 


and went to Beer, and dwelt there, for 


fear of Abimelech his brother. 


22 4 When Abimelech had reigned | 


three years over Iſrael, 
23 Then God ſent an evil ſpirit be- 


tween Abimelech and the men of Se- 


chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherouſly with Abimelech : 


24 That the cruelty done to the 


threeſcore and ten ſons of Jerubbaal 
might come, and their blood be laid, 
upon Abimelech their brother, which 
ſlew them; and upon the men of She-- 
chem, which aided him in the killing 
of his brethren. 


25 And the men of Shechem ſet liers 


in wait for him in the top of the moun- 
tains, and they robbed all that came 
along that way by them. 
told Abimelech. | 


And it was 
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26 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of Shechem put 
their confidence in him. 


27 And they went out into the 


fields, and gathered their vineyards, and 
trode the grapes, and made merry, and 

went into the houſe of their god, and 
did eat and drink, and 1 Abi- 


melech. 
28 And Gaal the ſon of Ebed ſaid, 


Who is Abimelech, and who is She- p 


chem, that we ſhould ſerve him? is not 
he the fon of Jerubbaal, and Zebul his 
officer? ſerve the men of Hamor the 
father of Shechem. For why ſhould 
we ſerve him? 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would I 
remove Abimelech. And he ſaid to 
Abimelech, Increaſe thine army, and 
come out. 

30 And when Zebul the ruler of the 
City heard the words of Gaal the fon of 
Ebed, his anger was kindled. 1 
931 And he ſent meſſengers unto Abi- 
melech privily, ſaying, 
the ſon of Ebed, and his brethren be 
come to Shechem; and behold, they 
fortify the city againſt thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
ied the people that is with 207 and 
he in wait 1n the field: 

33 And it ſhall be that 1 in the morn- 


ing, as ſoon as the ſun is up, thou ſhalt| 


riſe early, and ſet upon the city: and 
behold, when he and the people that 
is with him come out againſt thee, then 
mayeſt thou do to them as thou ſhalt 
find occaſion. | 


Behold, Gaal| 


field; and they told Abimelech. 


34 And Abimelech roſe up, and all 
the people that were with him, by night, 
and they laid wait againſt Shechem in 
four companies, 


35 And Gaal the fon of Ebed went 


out, and ſtood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech roſe 
up, and the people that were with him, 
from lying in wait. 

36 And when Gaal ſaw the people, 


[he faid to Zebul, Behold, there come 


eople down from the top of the moun- 
tains. And Zebul ſaid unto him, Thou 
ſeeſt the ſhadow of the mountains as if 
they were men. 

37 And Gaal ſpake again, and ſaid, 
See, there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another com- 
pany come along by the plain of Me- 


onenim. 


38 Then ſaid Zebul unto him, 
Where is now thy mouth, wherewith 
thou ſaidſt, Who is Abimelech, that 
we ſhould ſerve him? is not this the 


people that thou haſt deſpiſed? go out, 


I pray now, and fight with them. 
39 And Gaal went out before the 


men of Shechem, and fought with Abi- 
melech. 

40 And Abimelech chaſed him, . 
by "Hed before him, and many were 
overthrown and wounded, even unto 
the entering of the gate 


41 And Abimelech dwelt at n 
and Zebul thruſt out Gaal and his bre- 
thren that they ſhould not dwell ! in 
Shechem. 

42 And it came to paſs on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into the 
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43 And he tock the people, and di- 


vided them into three companies, and 
laid wait in the field, and looked, and 
behold, the people were come forth out 
of the city; and he roſe up againſt them, 
and ſmote them. 

44 And Abimelech, and the com- 
pany that was with him, ruſhed forward, 
and ſtood in the entering of the gate of 
the city; and the two other companies 
ran upon all the people that were in the 
fields, and flew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought 8 
the city all that day, and he took the 
city, and flew the people that was there- 


in, and beat down the city, and ſowed| 


it with falt. | 

46 And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they en- 
tered into an hold of the houſe of the 
god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that 
all the men of the tower of Sherhem 
were gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the people 


that were with him; and Abimelech 


took an ax in his hand, and cut down a 


bough from the trees, and took it, and 


laid it on his ſhoulder, and ſaid unto 
the people that were with him, What 
ye have ſeen me do, make haſte, and do 
as I have done. 


49 And all the people likewiſe cut| 


down every man his bough, and fol- 
lowed Abimelech, and put them to the 
hold, and ſet the hold on fire upon 
them: ſo that all the men of the tower 
of Shechem died alſo, about a thou- 
ſand men and women. 


50 Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
and encamped againſt Thebez, and took 
it. 

51 But there was a ſtrong tower with- 
in the city, and thither fled all the men 
and women, and all they of the city, 
and ſhut it to them, and gat them up to 
the top of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech came unto the 
tower, and fought againſt it, and went 
hard unto the door of the tower to 
burn 1t with fire. 

53 And a certain woman caſt a piece 
of a mill-ſtone upon Abimelech's head, 
and all to break his ſkull. | 
54 Then he called haſtily unto the 
young man his armour-bearer, and ſaid 
unto him, Draw thy ſword, and ſlay 
me, that men ſay not of me, A woman 
flew him. And his young man thruſt 
him through, and he died. 

5 And when the men of Iſrael ſaw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de- 
parted every man unto his place. 

56 J Thus God rendered the wick- 
edneſs of Abimelech which he did unto 
his father, in ſlaying his ſeventy brethren; 

7 And all the evil of the men of 
Shechem did God render upon their 
heads; and upon them came the curſe 
of Jotham the ſon of Jerubbaal. 


CHAP. X. 
Tola judgeth Ifrael; alſo Jair. 


AND after Abimelech there aroſe 
to defend Iſrael Tola the fon of Puah, 
the fon of Dodo, a man of Iflachar ; 
and he dwelt in Shamir. in mount 


Ephraim, 
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2 And he judged Iſrael twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

3 1 And after him aroſe Jair, a Gi- 
lire, and judged Iſrael twenty and 


two years. 


4 And. he had thirty ſons that rode 


on thirty aſs-colts, and they had thirty 


cities, which are called Havoth-jair 


unto this day, which are in the land of 


Gilead. 
5 And jair died, and was buried in 
Camon. 


6 And the children of Iſrael did y 


evil again in the fight of the Lord, and 
ſerved Baalim, and Aſhtaroth, and the 
gods of Syria, and the gods of Zidon, 
and the gods of Moab, and the gods 
of the children of Ammon, and the 
gods of the Philiſtines, and forſook the 
Lord, and ſerved not him. 

7 4 And the anger of the Lord was 

hot againſt Iſrael, and he ſold them 
into the hands of the Philiſtines, and 
into the hands of the children of Am- 
mon. 
8 And that year they vexed and op- 
preſſed the children of Iſrael eighteen 
years, all the children of Iſrael that were 
on the other {ide Jordan, in the land 
of the Amorites, which 1s in Gilead. 

9 Moreover, the children of Am- 
mon paſſed over Jordan to fight alſo 

againſt Judah, and againſt Benjamin, 
and againſt the houſe of Ephraim ; ; 10 
that Iſrael was ſore diſtreſſed. 

10 And the children of Iſrael cried 
unto the Lord, ſaying, We have ſinned 
againſt thee, both becauſe we have for- 
ſaken our God, and alſo ſerved Baalim. 


11 And the Lord ſaid unto the chil. 


dren of Iſrael, Did not I deliver you 


from the Egyptians, and from the A. 
morites, from the children of Ammon, 
and from the Philiſtines? 

12 The Zidonians alſo, and the A. 
malekites, and the Maonites did oppreſs 
you, and ye cried to me, and I delivered 
you out of their hand. 

13 Yet ye have forſaken me, and 
ſerved other gods: 
deliver you no more. 


14 Go and cry unto the gods which 


in _ time of your tribulation. 
5 1 And the children of Iſrael ſaid 
Sg the Lord, We have ſinned: do 
thou unto us whatſoever ſeemeth good 
unto thee; deliver us only, we pray 
thee, this day. 
16 And they put away the ſtrange 
ods from among them, and ſerved the 
Lord: and his ſoul was grieved for the 
miſery of Iſrael. 
17 Then the children of Ammon 
were gathered together, and encamped 


in Gilead. And the children of Iſrael. 


aſſembled themſelves 9 and en- 
camped in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead ſaid one to another, What man 


is he that will begin to fight againſt the 


children of Ammon? he ſhall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 


CHAP. XI. 
Fephthah's covenant with the Gileadites. 


NOW Jephthah the Gileadite was a

2 And Gilead's wife bare him ſons:

woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his bre- 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went out with him. 


4 And it came to paſs in proceſs of| 


time, that the children of Ammon 
made war againſt Iſrael. 

5 And it was ſo, that when the chil-|m 
dren of Ammon made war againſt Iſrael, 
the elders of Gilead went to fetch Teph- 
thah out of the land of Tob. 

6 And they 
Come and be our captain, that we may 

fight with the children of Ammon. 


7 And Jephthah ſaid unto the chil-| 


dren of Gilead, Did not ye hate me, 
and expel me out of my father's houſe? 
and why are ye come unto me now 
when ye are in diſtreſs? |

5 And the Gileadites took the paſ- 
ſages of Jordan before the Ephraimites:

13 And the angel af the Lord ſaid 

unto Manoah, Of all that I ſaid unto 
the woman let her beware. 
14 She may not eat of any thing 
that cometh of the vine, neither let her 
drink wine or ſtrong drink, nor eat any 
unclean thing: all that I commanded 
her let her obſerve. 

15 1 And Manoah ſaid unto the an- 
cel of the Lord, I pray thee, let us 
detain thee, until we ſhall have made 
ready a kid for thee. 

16 And the angel of the Head ſaid 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain me, 
I will not eat of thy bread : and if thou 
wilt offer a burnt-offering, thou muſt 
offer it unto the Lord. For Manoah 
knew not that he was an . of the 
Lord. 

17 And Manoah a unto the angel 
of the Lord, What is thy name, that 
when thy ſayings come to pals, Wwe may 
do thee honour? 


18 And the angel of the Lord ſaid 
unto him, Why aſkeſt thou thus after 
my name, ſeeing it is ſecret ? 

19 So Manoah took a kid, with a 
meat-offering, and offered it upon a 
rock unto the Lord. And the angel 
did wonderouſly, and Manoah and his 
wite looked on. 

20 For it came to. pals, when the 
flame went up toward heaven from off 
the altar, that the angel of the Lord 
aſcended in the flame of the altar 
And Manoah and his wife looked on 
it, and fell on their faces to the ground. 

21 But the angel of the Lord did no 
more appear to Manoah and to his 
wife. Then Manoah knew that he 
was an angel of the Lord.

CHAP. XIV. 
Samſon deſireth a wife of the Philiſtines. 


AND Samſon went down to Tim- 
nath, and ſaw a woman in Tim- 


Aſcended in the flame of the altar, ver. 20.) To carry up their ſacrifice to heaven with him, and preſent it to God, and 


procure his gracious e — 
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nath of the daughters of the Philif. 
tines. 

2 And he came up and told his fa- 
ther and his mother, and ſaid, I have 
ſeen a woman in Timnath of the daugh- 
ters of the Philiſtines: now therefore 
get her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother ſaid 
unto him, Is there never a woman among 
the daughters of thy brethren, or among 
all my people, that thou goeſt to take 
a wife of the uncircumciſed Philiſtines? 
And Samſon ſaid unto his father, Get 
her for me; for ſhe pleaſeth me well. 

4 But his father and his mother knew 


not that it was of the Lord, that he 


ſought an occaſion againſt the Philiſ- 
tines. For at that time the Philiſtines 
had dominion over Iſrael. 

5 Then went Samſon down, and his 
father and his mother, to Timnath, and 
came to the vine-yards of Timnath: and 
behold, a young lion roared againſt him. 
6 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
_ mightily upon him; and he rent him 
as he would have rent a kid, and he 
had nothing in his hand: but he told 


not his father or his mother what he 


had done. 

7 And he went down and talked 
with the woman; and ſhe 1 Sam- 
ſon well. 

8 And after a time, he returned to 
take her, and he turned aſide to ſee the 
carcaſs of the lion: and behold, there 
- was a ſwarm of bees, and honey in the 
Carcaſs of the lion. | 

9 And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 


father and mother, and he gave them, 


and they did eat: but he told not them 
that he had taken the honey out of the 
carcals of the lion. 

10 1 So his father went down unto 
the woman, and Samſon made there a 
feaſt: for ſo uſed the young men to do. 

11 And it came to paſs when they 
ſaw him, that they brought thirty com- 
panions to be with him. 

12 J And Samſon ſaid unto them, I 
will now put forth a riddle unto you: 


if ye can certainly declare it me within 


the ſeven days of the feaſt, and find it 
out, then I will give you thirty ſheets, 
and thirty change of garments; 

13 But if ye cannot declare it me, 
then ſhall ye give me thirty ſheets, and 
thirty change of garments. And they 
ſaid unto him, Put forth thy riddle, that 
we may hear it. 

14 And he ſaid unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out of 
the ſtrong came forth ſweetneſs. And 


they could not in three days expound 


the riddle. 


15 And it came to ak on the ſe- 


venth day, that they ſaid unto Samſon's 
wife, Entice thy huſband, that he may 


declare unto us the riddle, leſt we burn 


thee and thy father's houſe with fire: 
have ye called us to take that we have: 
[is it not ſo? : 

16 And Samſon's wife wept 8 
him, and ſaid, Thou doſt but hate me, 
and loveſt me not: thou haſt put forth 
a riddle unto the children of my people, 
and haſt not told it me. And he ſaid 
unto her, Behold, I have not told it 
my father nor my mother, and ſhall I 
tell it thee? 


The Spirit of the Lord came mightily upon him, ver. 6.) Filled him with an heroic ſpirit, and with a miraculous degree of 


firength, courage, and reſolution, and zeal upon this 
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17 And ſhe wept before him the 
ſeven days, while their feaſt laſted: and 
it came to paſs on the ſeventh day, that 
he told her, becauſe ſhe lay fore upon 
him: and ſhe told the riddle to the 
children of her people. 

18 And the men of the city ſaid unto 
him on the ſeventh day before the ſun 
went down, What 1s ſweeter than ho- 
ney? and what is ſtronger than a lion? 
and he ſaid unto them, If ye had not 
plowed with my heifer, ye had not 


found out my riddle. : 
19 T And the Spirit of the Lord 


came upon him, and he went down to 
Aſhkelon, and ſlew thirty men of them, 


and took their ſpoil, and gave change 
of garments unto them which ex- 


pounded the riddle. | And his anger 
was kindled, and he went up to his fa- 


ther's houſe. 
20 But Samſon's wife was given to 
his companion, whom he had uſed as 


his friend. 
. XV. 
Samſon is denied his wife, &c. 


BUT it came to paſs within a while 
after, in the time of wheat-harveſt, that 


Samſon viſited his wife with a kid; and | 


he ſaid, I will go in to my wife into 
the chamber. But her father would 
not ſuffer him to go in. | 
2 And her father ſaid, I veriby thought 
that thou hadft utterly. hated her; there- 
fore 1 gave her to thy companion: is 
not her younger fiſter fairer than ſhe? 
take her, I pray thee, inſtead of her. 


3 1 And Samſon ſaid concerning 


them, Now ſhall I be more blameleſs 


than the Philiſtines, though I do them 
a diſpleaſure. | 

4 And Samſon went and caught three 
hundred foxes, and took fire-brands, 
and turned tail to tail, and put a fire- 
brand in the midſt between two tails. 

5 And when he had ſet the brands 
on fire, he let them go into the ſtanding- 
corn of the Philiſtines, and burnt up 


both the ſhocks, and alſo the ſtanding- 


corn, with the vine-yards and olives. 
6 Then the Philiſtines ſaid, Who 
hath done this? And they anſwered, 
Samſon, the ſon-in-law of the Timnite, 
becauſe he had taken his wife, and 
given her to his companion. And the 


Philiſtines came up, and burned her 


and her father with fire. 


7 And Samſon faid unto. them, 
Though ye have done this, yet will F- 
be avenged of you, and; after: that I. 


will ceaſe. 


8 And he ſmote. them hip and thigh. 
with a great ſlaughter. 
down and, dwelt in the top of the rock 


Etam. . 


g. 4. Then the Philiſtines went up, 


and pitelied in Judah, and ſpread them- 
ſelves in Lehi. 


they anſwered, To bind Samſon are we 
come up, to do to him as he hath done 
to us. 

11 Then three thouſand men of Ju- 
dah went to the top of the rock Etam, 
and ſaid to Samſon, Knoweſt thou not 


that the Philiſtines are rulers over us?? 


His anger was kindled, ver. 19.] An actual impulſe of ſpirit, beſides his extraordinary habitual ſtrength and courage. 
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10 And the men of judah ſaid, 
Why are ye come up againſt us? And 
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what is this that thou haſt done unto 
us? and he ſaid unto them, As they did 
unto me, ſo have I done unto them. 
12 And they ſaid unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Phi- 
hftines. And Samſon ſaid unto them, 


Swear unto me that ye will not fall 


_ me yourſelves. 
3 And they ſpake unto him, ſaying, 
No: ” ben we will bind thee faſt, and 
deliver thee into their hand : but ſurely 
we will not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and brought 
him up from the rock. 
14 1 And when he came unto Lehi, 
the Philiſtines ſhouted againſt him: and 


the Spirit of the Lord came mightily | 


upon him, and the cords that were 
upon his arms became as flax that was 
burnt with fire, and his bands looſed 
from off his hands. 

And he found a new jaw-bone 
of an aſs, and put forth his hand and 
took 1t, and flew a thouſand men there- 
with. 

16 And Samſon ſaid, With the; Jaw- 
bone of an aſs, heaps upon heaps, with 
the jaw of an aſs have I ſlain a thou- 


ſand men. 
17 And it came to paſs when he had 


made an end of ſpeaking, that he caſt 


the jaw-bone out of his hand, 
and called that place Ramath-lehi. 
18 And he was ſore athirſt, and 
called on the Lord, and ſaid, Thou 
haſt given this great deliverance into 
the hand of thy ſervant: and now ſhall 
I die for thirſt, and fall into-the hand 
of the uncircumciſed? 


19 But God clave an hollow place 
that was in the jaw, and there came 
water thereout; and when he had 
drunk, his ſpirit came again, and he 
revived. Wherefore he called the name 
thereof En-hakkore, which is in Lehi, 


unto this day. 


20 And he judged Iſrael in the days 


of the Philiſtines twenty years. 
CHAP. XVI. 
Samſon carrieth away the gates of Gaza, 


THEN went Samſon to Gaza, and 
ſaw there an harlot, and went in unto 
her. 

2 And it was told the Gazites, ſay- 
ing, Samſon is come hither. And they 
compaſſed him in, and laid wait for 
him all night in the gate of the city, 
and were quiet all the night, ſaying, In 
the morning when it is day we ſhall 
kill him. 

3 And Samſon lay till midnight, and 
aroſe at midnight, and took the doors 
of the gate of the city, and the two 
poſts, and went away with them, bar 
and all, and put them upon his ſhoul- 


ders, and carried them up to the top of 


an hill that 1s before Hebron. 


4 1 And it came to paſs afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley of 
Sorek, whoſe name was Delilah. 


5 And the lords of the Philiſtines 
came up unto her, and ſaid unto her, 
Entice him, and fee wherein his great 
ſtrength lieth, and by what means we 
may prevail againſt him, that we may 
bind him to afict him: and we will 
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give thee every one of us cl. hun- 
dred pieces of ſilver. 

6 And Delilah ſaid to Samſon, Tell 
me, I pray thee, wherein thy great 
ſtrength lieth, and wherewith thou 
mighteſt be bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samſon ſaid unto her, If they 
bind me with ſeven green withs that 
were never dried, then ſhall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

8 Then the lords of the Philiſtines 
brought up to her ſeven green withs 
which had not been dried, and ſhe 
bound him with them. 

9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And 
ſhe ſaid unto him, The Philiſtines be 
upon thee, Samſon. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire. So his ſtrength 
was not known. | 

10 And Delilah ſaid unto Samſon, 
Behold, thou haſt mocked me, and told 
me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, 
wherewith thou mighteſt be bound. 

11 And he ſaid unto her, If they bind 
me faſt with new ropes that never were 
occupied, then ſhall I be weak, and be 
as another man. | 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and ſaid unto 
him, The Philiſtines be upon thee, 
Sami. And there were lie in 
abiding in the chamber. And he 
brake them from off his arms like a 
thread. 

13 And Delilah ſaid unto Samſon, 
Hitherto thou haſt mocked me, and 
told me lies: tell me wherewith thou 
mighteſt be bound. And he ſaid unto 


her, If thou weaveſt the ſeven locks 
of my head with the web. 

14 And ſhe faſtened 1t with the Pigs 
and ſaid unto him, The Philiſtines be 
upon thee, Samſon. And he awaked 
out of his ſleep, and went away with 
the pin of the beam, and with the web.

18 Vo Samuel called unto the Lord, 
and the Lord ſent thunder and rain that 
day: and all' the people greatly feared 
the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people ſaid unto Sa- 
muel, Pray for thy ſervants unto the 
Lord thy God, that we die not: for we 
have added unto all our fins this evil, 
to aſk us a king. | 
20 And Samuel ſaid unto the peo- 

ple, Fear not: ye have done all this 

wickedneſs: yet turn not aſide from fol- 
lowing the Lord, but ſerve the Lord 
with all your heart; 

21 And turn ye not aſide: for then 
ſhould ye go after vain things, which 
cannot profit nor _— for they are 
vain. 


22 For the Lord will not forſake his, 5 


people, for his great name's ſake: be- 
cauſe it hath pleaſed the Lord to make 
you his people. 

23 Moreover, as for me, God forbid 


that I ſhould fin againſt the Lord, in 
(3i 2] 


Iceaſing to pray for you: but I will 

teach you the good and the right way. 
24 Only fear the Lord, and ſerve 

him in truth with all your heart: for 


conſider how great things he hath done 


for you. 


25 But if ye ſhall ſtill do wickedly, 


ye ſhall be conſumed, both ye and 
oor king. 


CHAN XIIL 
Saul's ſelected band, Sc. 


SAU reigned one year; and when 3 


he had reigned two years over Iſrael, 


2 Saul choſe him three thouſand 
men of Iſrael; whereof two thouſand 
were with Saul in Michmaſh, and in 


mount Beth-el, and a thouſand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
and the reſt of the people he ſent- _ 
man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan ſnow the oatriſoh 
of the Philiſtines that was in Geba; 
and the Philiſtines heard of it. And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout all 
the land, ſaying, Let the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Iſrael heard ſay that Saul 
had ſmitten a garriſon of the Philiſtines, 
and that Iſrael alſo was had in abomi- 
nation with the Philiſtines. And the 


people were e ane after Saul 


to Gilgal. 

1 And the Philiſtines oathived 
themſelves together to fight with Iſrael, 
thirty thouſand chariots, and fix thou- 


ſand horſemen, and people as the ſand 


which is on the ſea-ſhore in multi- 
tude: and they came up, and pitched 
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in Michmaſh, eaſt-ward from Beth- 
aven. 


they were in a ſtrait, for the people 
were diſtreſſed, then the people did 


hide themſelves in caves, and in thick- 


ets, and in rocks, and in high places, 


and in pits. 

7 And ſome of the Hebrews went 
over 
Gilead. As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 1 And he tarried ſeven days, ac- 
cording to the ſet time that Samuel had 
appointed: but Samuel came not to 
Gilgal; and the people were ſcattered 
from him. 


9 And Saul ſaid, Bring hither a burnt- 


offering to me, and peace-offerings. 
And he offered the burnt-offering. 


10 And it came to pals, that as ſoon 


as he had made an end of offering the 
| camp of the Philiſtines in three com- 


burnt- offering, behold, Samuel came: 


and Saul went out to meet him, that he|p 


might ſalute him. 

11 1 And Samuel ſaid, What haſt 
thou done: And Saul "X% | Becauſe 1 
ſaw that the people were ſcattered from 
and that thou cameſt not within 
the days appointed, and that the Phi- 


liſtines gathered themſelves gene at 


Michmaſh ; 
12 eee ſaid I, The Philiſtines 


will come down now upon me to Gil- 
gal, and I have not made ſupplication 


unto the Lord: I forced myſelf there- | 


fore, and offered a burnt-offering. 
13 And Samuel ſaid to Saul, 
thou haſt not 


thy God which he commanded thee: 
6 When the men of Iſrael ſaw that 


Jordan to the land of Gad and 


Thou 


kept the commandment of the Lord 


for now would the Lord have eſta- 
bliſhed thy Anden upon Iſrael for 
ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom ſhall not 
continue: the Lord hath ſought him a 
man after his own heart, and the Lord 
hath commanded him to be captain 
over his people, becauſe thou haſt not 
kept that which the Lord commanded 
thee. 

15 And Samuel aroſe and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benja- 
min. And Saul numbered the people 
that were preſent with him, about ſix 
hundred men. = 2 

16 And Saul and Jonathan his ſon, 
and the people that were, preſent with 
them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
but the Philiſtines encamped in Mich- 
maſh. 

17 And the ſpoilers came out of the 


antes: one company turned unto the 
way that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the 
land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Beth-horon: and another com- 
pany turned to the way of the border 
that looketh to the valley of Zeboim 
toward the wilderneſs. | 

19 Now there was no ſmith found 
throughout all the land of Ifrael; for 
the Philiſtines ſaid, Left the Hebrews 
make them ſwords or ſpears. 

20 But all the Iſraelites went down 

to the Philiſtines to ſharpen every man It 
his ſhare, and his coulter, and his axe, P. 
and his mattock. e rc 
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1 they had a Gln for the mat- 
tocks, and for the coulters, and for the 
forks, and for the axes, 111 to gr n 
the goads. 

22 So it came to paſs in the 2 of 
battle, that there was neither ſword nor 
ſpear found in the hand of any of the 
people that were with Saul and Jona- 
than: but with Saul and with Jonathan 
his ſon was there found. 

23 And the garriſon of the Philiſ- 
tines went out to the paſſage of Mich- 
maſh, 


CHAP. XIV. 
Jounihen miraculouſly fmiteth the Pbiliſ- 


tines garriſon. 


NOW it came to paſs upon a ry 
that Jonathan the ſon of Saul faid 
unto the young man that bare his ar- 
mour, Come, and let us go over to 
the Philiſtines' garriſon, that is on the 
other ſide. But he told not his fa- 
ther. rt | 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermoſt 
part of Gibeah, under a pomegranate- 
tree which is in Migron: and the peo- 
ple that were with him were about ſix 
hundred men; 

3 And Ahiah the ſon of Ahitub, 
Ichabod's brother, the ſon of Phinehas, 
the ſon of Eli, the Lord's prieſt in Shi- 
loh, wearing an ephod. And the peo- 
ple knew not that Jonathan was gone. 
4 And between the paſlages, by which 
Jonathan ſought to go over unto the 
Philiſtines' garriſon, there was a ſharp 
rock on the one fide, and a ſharp rock 


on the other ſide: and the name of the 
one was Bozez, and the name of the 
other Seneh. ; 

- 5 The fore-front of the one was 
ſituate north-ward over-againſt Mich- 
maſh, and the other ſouth-ward over- 
againſt Gibeah. 

6 And Jonathan faid to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over unto the garriſon of theſe 
uncircumciſed: it may be that the Lord 
will work for us; for there is no re- 
ſtraint to the Lord, to fave by many 


or by few. 


7 And his armour-bearer ſaid unto 
him, Do all that is in thine heart: turn 


thee; behold, I am with thee accord- 


ing to thy heart. 

8 Then ſaid Jonathan, Behold, we 
will paſs over unto theſe men, * we 
will diſcover ourſelves unto them. 

9 If they ſay thus unto us, Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will 
ſtand {till in our place, and will not 80 
up unto them. 

10 But if they ſay thus, Come up 
unto us; then we will go up: for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our 
hand: and this ſhall be a ſign unto us. 

11 And both of them- diſcovered 
themſelves unto the garriſon of the Phi- 
liſtines: and the Philiſtines ſaid, Be- 
hold, the Hebrews come forth out of 
the holes where they had hid them | 
ſelves. 

12 And the men of the garriſon an- 
ſwered Jonathan and his armour-bear- 
er, and ſaid, Come up to us, and we 
will ſhew you a thing. And Jona-. 


than ſaid unto his armour-bearer, Come 


He told not his father, ver. 1.] This he was moved to do by the Spirit of God, left he ſhould difſuade or hinder him from it. 
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up after me; for the Lord hath deliver- 
ed them into the hand of Iſrael. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his ar- 
mour-bearer after him. And they fell 
before Jonathan; and his armour-bearer 
| New after him. 

14 And that firſt ſlaughter which 
Jonathan and his armour-bearer made, 
was about twenty men, within as it were 


an half-acre of land, which a yoke of| 


oxen might plough. 

15 1 And there was trembling in 
the hoſt, in the field, and among all 
the people: the garriſon, and the ſpoil- 
ers, they alſo trembled; and the earth 
quaked: ſo it was a very great trem- 
bling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibeah of Benjamin looked; and be- 
hold, the multitude melted away, and 
they went on beating down one an- 
other. 

17 Then ſaid Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, and 


ſee who is gone from us. And when 


they had numbered, behold, Jonathan|gr 
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and his armour-bearer were not there. 
18 And Saul faid unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the chil- 
dren of Iſrael. 
19 And it came to paſs while Saul 
talked unto the prieſt, that the noiſe 
that was in the hoſt of the Philiſtines 
went on and increaſed: and Saul faid 
unto the prieſt, Withdraw thine hand. 
20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him, aſſembled themſelves, 


hold, every man's Sad was againſt his 
tellow, and there was a very great dif. 
comfiture. 

21 Moreover, the Hebrews that were 

with the Philiſtines before that time, 
which went up with them into the 
camp from the cou round about, 
even they alſo turned to be with the 
Ifraelites that were with Saul and Jo- 
nathan. 
22 Likewiſe all the men of Iſrael 
which had hid themſelves in mount 
Ephraim, when they heard that the 
Philiſtines fled, even they alſo followed 
hard after them in the battle. 

23 So the Lord ſaved Iſrael that 
day: and the battle paſſed over unto 
Beth-aven. 

24 1 And the men of Iſrael were 
diſtreſſed that day: for Saul had ad- 
jured the people, ſaying, Curſed be the 
man that eateth any food until evening; 
that I may be avenged on mine enemies. 
So none of the people taſted any food. 

25 Andall they of the land came to 
a wood; and there was honey upon the 
ound. | 
26 And when the people were come 
mto the wood, behold, the honey drop- 
ped; but no man put his hand to his 
mouth: for the people feared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when his 
father charged the people with the oath: 
wherefore he put forth the end of the 
rod that was in his hand, and dipped it 
in an honey-comb, and put his hand 
to his mouth ; and his eyes were en- 


lightened. 
28 Then anſwered one of the peo- 


and they came to the battle: and be- 


ple, and ſaid, Thy father ſtraitly charged 
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the people with an oath, ſaying, Curſed 
be the man- that eateth any food this 
day. And the people were faint. 

29 Then ſaid Jonathan, My father 
hath troubled the land: ſee, I pray 
you, how mine eyes have been en- 
lightened, becauſe I taſted a little of 
this honey: 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to-day of the 


ſpoil of their enemies which they found? | 


for had there not been now a much 
greater ſlaughter among the Philiſtines? 

31 And they ſmote the Philiſtines| 
that day from Michmaſh to Ayalon : 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
fpotl, and took ſheep, and oxen, and 
calves, and flew them on the ground : 
and the people did eat them with the 
blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, ſaying, Be- 
hold, the people fin againſt the Lord, 
in that they eat with the blood. And 

he faid, ye have tranſgreſſed; roll a 
great ſtone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul ſaid, Diſperſe your- 
ſelves among the people, and ſay unto 
them, Bring me hither every man his 
OX, and every man his ſheep, and lay 
them here, and eat; and fin not againſt 
the Lord, in eating with the blood. 
And all the people brought every man 
his ox with him that night, and flew 
them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord: the ſame was the firſt altar that 
he built unto the Lord. 

36 And Saul ſaid, Let us go down 


them until the morning light, and let 
us not leave a man of them. And they 
ſaid, Do whatſoever ſeemeth good unto 
thee. Then ſaid the prieſt, Let us draw 
near hither unto God. 

37 And Saul aſked counſel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Philiſtines? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand of 
Iſrael? But he anſwered him not that 
da 

38 And Saul ſaid, Draw ye near hi- 
ther all the chief of the people: and 
know and ſee wherein this ſin hath been 
this day. 

30 For as the Lord liveth, which 
ſaveth Iſrael, though it be in Jonathan | 
my ſon, he ſhall ſurely die. But there 
was not a man among all the people 
that anſwered him. 

40 "Then faid he unto all Ifrael, Be 
ye on one ſide, and I and Jonathan my 
ſon will be on the other ſide. And the 
people ſaid unto Saul, Do what ſeemeth 
good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul ſaid unto the 
Lord God of Iſrael, Give a perfect lot. 
And Saul and onathan were taken: 
but the people eſcaped. 

42 And Saul ſaid, Caſt lots between 
me and Jonathan my ſon. And Jona- 
than was taken. 

43 Then Saul faid to Jonathan, Tell 
me what thou haſt done. And Jona- 
than told him and faid, I did but taſte 
2 little honey with the end of the rod 
that was in mine hand, and lo, I maſt 


die. 
44 And Saul anſwered, God do fo, 


and more alſo: for thou ſhalt rely 5 


after the Philiſtines by night, and ſpoil die, Jonataan. 
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45 And the people ſaid unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought 


this great ſalvation in Iſrael? God for- 
bid: as the Lord liveth, there ſhall not 


ground; c 


one hair of his head fall to the 
for he hath wrought with God this day. 
So the people reſcued AKIN that he 
died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from follow- 
ing the Philiſtines; and the Philiſtines 
went to their own place. 


47 So Saul took the kingdom over 


Iſrael, and fought againſt all his ene- 


mies on every fide, againſt Moab, and 
againſt the children of Ammon, and 
againſt Edom, and againſt the kings of 
Zobah, and againſt the Philiſtines: and 
whitherſoever he turned himſelf, he 
vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an hoſt, Rn 
imote the Amalekites, and delivered I{- 
rael out of the hands of them that 
ſpoiled them. 

49 Now the ſons of Saul were Jo- 
nathan, and Iſhui, and Melchi-ſhua: 
and the names of his two daughters 


were theſe; the name of the firſt- born 
Mierab, and the name of the younger 


"Michal: 

50 And the name of Saul's wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: 
and the name of the captain of his hoſt 
was Abner the ſon of Ner, Saul's uncle. 

1 And Kiſh was the father of Saul; 
Ner, the father of Abner, was the 
fon of Abiel. 

52 And there was ſore war againſt 
the Philiſtines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul ſaw any ſtrong man, or any 
valiant man, he took him unto him.

CHAP. XV. 


Samuel fendeth Saul to deſtroy Amalek. 


Lord ſent me to anoint thee to be king 
over his people, over Iſrael: now there- 
fore hearken thou unto the voice of the 
words of the Lord. 

2 Thus faith the Lord of hoſts, 
I remember that which Amalek did 
to Iſrael, how he laid wait for him 
in the way when he came up from 


Egypt. 
3 Now go, and ſmite Amalek, and 


{pare them not; but ſlay both man and 
woman, infant and —— ox and 
ſheep, camel and aſs. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 
gether, and numbered them in Telaim, 


two hundred thouſand footmen, and 


ten thouſand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Ama- 
lek, and laid wait in the valley. 
6 And Saul ſaid unto the Kenites, 
Go, depart; get ye down from among 
the Amalekites, leſt I deſtroy you with 
them: for ye ſhewed kindnels to all the 
children of Iſrael when they came up 
out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed 
from among the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul ſmote the Amalekites 
— Havilah until thou comeſt to Shur, 
that is over againſt Egypt. 

8 1 And he took Agag the king of 
the Amalekites alive, and utterly de- 


ſtroyed all the people with the * of 
the ſword. | 


For be 4 ver. 45-] Been a means, through God's help, an, 


SAMUEL alſo ſaid unto Saul, The 


utterly deſtroy all that they have, and 
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9. But Saul and the people ſpared 
Agag, and the beſt of the ſheep, and of 
the oxen, and of the fatlings, and the 
lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not utterly deſtroy them: but 
every thing that was vile and refuſe, 
that they deſtroyed utterly. 

10 Then came the word of the Lord 
unto Samuel, ſaying, 
11 repenteth me that I have ſet 
up Saul to be king: for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath not 
performed my commandments. And 
it grieved Samuel; and he cried unto 
the Lord all night. 

12 And when Samuel roſe early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, ſaying, Saul came to Carmel, 


and behold, he ſet him up a place, and 


is gone about, and paſled on, and gone 


down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul ſaid unto him, Bleſſed be thou of] i 
the Lord: I have performed the com- 
mandment of the Lord. 

14 And Samuel ſaid, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the ſheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which 
I hear? 

15 And Saul ſaid, They have brogm 
them from the Amalekites: for the peo- 
ple ſpared the beſt of the ſheep, and of the 
oxen, to ſacrifice unto the Lord thy God, 
and the reſt we have utterly deſtroyed. 

16 Then Samuel ſaid unto Saul, Stay, 
and I will tell thee what the Lord hath 
ſaid to me this night. And he ſaid 
unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel ſaid, When thou 
waſt little in thine own fight, waſt thou 


not made the head of the tribes of Iſ- 


rael, and the Lord anointed thee king 


lover Iſrael? 
18 And the Lord ſent thee on a 


Journey, and ſaid; Go, and utterly 


deſtroy the ſinners the Amalekites, 


and fight againſt them until they be 


conſumed. 


19 Wherefore then didft thou not 


obey the voice of the Lord, but didſt 
fly upon the ſpoil, and didſt evil in the 
Fight of the Lord? 

20 And Saul ſaid unto Suni Vea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have gone the way which the Lord 
ſent me, and have brought Agag the 
king of Amalek, and have utterly de- 
ſtroyed. the Amalekites. 


21 But the people took of the ſpoil, 


ſheep and oxen, the chief of the things 
which ſhould have been utterly deſtroy- 
ed, to ſacrifice unto the Lord thy God 


in Gilgal. 
22 And Samuel aid Hath the Lord 


as great delight in burnt-offerings and 


ſacrifices as in obeying the voice of the 
Lord? Behold, to obey is better than ſa- 


crifice; and to hearken, than the fat offi 


rams. 
23 For rebellion 1s as the ſin of 


witchcraft, and ſtubbornneſs is as ini- 


quity and 1dolatry. 
haſt rejected the word of the Lord, he 


hath alſo rejected thee from being 7 


king. 

24 And Saul faid unto Samuel, I 
have ſinned: for I have tranſgreſſed the 
commandment of the Lord, and thy 
words; becauſe I feared the OY and 
obeyed their voice.

before Ifrael, and turn again with 
me, that I may worſhip the Lord thy 

31 So Samuel turned again after Saul: 
and Saul worſhipped the Lord. 

32 1 Then ſaid Samuel, Bring ye 

hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amalekites. And Agag came unto 

him delicately. And Agag ſaid, Surely 
the bitterneſs of death is paſt. 

33 And Samuel faid, As thy ſword 

* made women childleſs, ſo ſhall 
thy mother be childleſs among women. 
And Samuel hewed Agag in pieces be- 
fore the Lord in Gilgal. 

34 Then Samuel went to Ramah ; 
and Saul went up to his houſe to Gi- 


beah of Saul.

35 And Samuel came no more to ſee 


Saul until the day of his death: never. 


theleſs Samuel mourned for Saul: and 
the Lord repented that he had made

CHAP. NN. 


Samuel, ſent by God under pretence of a 
ſay tfice, cometh to Beth-lehem. 


AND the Lord faid unto Samuel, 
How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, 
ſeeing I have rejected him from reign- 
ing over Iſrael? fill thine horn with 
oil, and go; I will ſend thee to Jeſſe the 
Beth-lehemite: for I have provided me 
a king among his ſons. 

2 And Samuel ſaid, How can I go? 
If Saul hear it, he will kill me. And 
the Lord ſaid, Take an heifer with 
thee, and ſay, I am come to ſacrifice 
to the Lag.

3 And call Jeſſe to the ſacrifice, and 
I will ſhew thee what thou ſhalt do: 
and thou ſhalt anoint unto me him 
whom I name unto thee. 

4 And Samuel. did that which the 
Lord ſpake, and came to Beth-lehem. 
And the elders of the town trembled 
at his coming, and lard, Comeſt thou 
peaceably? 


5 And he ſaid, Peaceably: I am 


come to ſacrifice unto the Lord: ſanc- 
tify yourſelves, and come with me to 
the ſacrifice. And he ſanctified ſeſſe 
and his ſons, and called them to the 
ſacrifice. * 

6 1 And it came to paſs when they 
were come, that he looked on Eliab, 


_ — — 
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and ſaid, Surely the Lord's anointed i is 
before him. 

7 But the Lord ſaid unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his ſtature; becauſe 1 
have refuſed him. For the Lord ſeeth 
not as man ſeeth: for man looketh on 
the outward appearance, but the Lord 
looketh on the heart. 

8 Then Jeſle called Abinadab, and 
made him paſs before Samuel. And he 
ſaid, Neither hath the Lord choſen this. 
9 Then Jeſſe made Shammah to pals 
Shs And he ſaid, Neither hath the 
Lord choſen this. 

10 Again, jeſſe made ſeven of his 
ſons to paſs before Samuel. And Sa- 
muel ſaid unto Jeſſe, The Lord hath 
not choſen theſe. 

11 1 And Samuel ſaid unto Jelle, 
Are here all thy children?

CHAP. VI.

AND it came to paſs in the four 
hundred and eightieth year after the 
children of Iſrael were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of So- 
lomon's reign over Iſrael, in the month 
Zif, which is the ſecond month, that he 
began to build the houſe of the Lord. 

2 And the houſe which king Solo- 
mon built for the Lord, the. length 
thereof was threeſcore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple 
of the houſe, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the breadth 


of the houſe; and ten cubits was the 


breadth thereof before the houſe. 
4 And for the houſe he made win- 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 And againſt the walls of the houſe 
he built chambers round about, againſt 
the walls of the houſe round about, both 
of the temple and of the oracle: and 
he made chambers round about: 

6 The nethermoſt chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was fix 
cubits broad, and the third was ſeven 
. cubits broad: 3 without in the wall

9 So he built the houſe, and finiſhed 
it; and covered the houſe with beams 
and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built 3 a- 
gainſt all the houſe, five cubits high: 
and they reſted on the houſe with tim- 
ber of cedar. 

11 4 And the word of the Lord 
came to Solomon, ſaying, 

12 Concerning this houſe which 
thou art in building, if thou wilt walk 
in my ſtatutes, and execute my judge- 
ments, and keep all my commandments 
perform 
my word with thee which I ſpake unto 
2 thy father: 

3 And Iwill dwell among the chil- 
i of Iſrael, and will not forſake my 
people Iſrael. | 

14 So Solomon built the . and 
finiſhed it.

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 


ſides of the houſe, both the floor and the 
walls with boards of cedar: he even 
built them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the moſt holy place. 

17 And the houſe, that is, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the houſe with- 
in was carved with knops and open 
flowers: all was cedar; there was no 
ſtone ſeen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in 
the houſe within, to ſet there the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and twen- 
ty cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits 
in the height thereof: and he overlaid 
it with pure gold; and ſo covered the 
altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the houſe 

within with pure gold: and he made a 
partition by the chains of gold before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with 
gold. 
22 And the 8 houſe he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finiſhed all the 
houſe: alſo the whole altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims of olive-tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 

of the cherub; and five cubits the 
other wing of the cherub: from the 
uttermoſt part of the one wing unto 
the uttermoſt Par of the other were ten 
cubits. 


25 And the other cherub was ten cu- 
bits: both the cherubims were of one 
meaſure and one ſize. 

26 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and ſo was it of che other 
cherub. 

27 And he ſet the cherubims within 
the inner houſe: and they 
forth the wings of the cherubims, ſo that 
the wing of the one touched the one 
wall, and the wing of the other cherub 
couched the other wall; and their wings 
touched one another i in the midſt of the 
houſe. | 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
2 gold. | 

9 And he acted all the walls of 
* Sieve round about with carved fi- 
gures of cherubims, and palm-trees, and 
open flowers, within and without. 


30 And the floor of the houſe he 


overlaid with gold within and without. 


31 And for the entering of the oracle- 


he made doors of olive-tree: the lintel 
and ſide- poſts were a fifth part of the wall. 
32 The two doors alſo were of olive- 


tree: and he carved upon them carvings: 
of cherubims, and palm-trees, and open 


flowers, and overlaid them with gold, 
and ſpread gold upon the cherubums, 


and upon the palm-trees. 
3 So alſo made he for the 450 of 


the temple, poſts of olive-tree a fourth 


part of the wall. 


34 And the two doors were of fir- 
tree: the two leaves of the one door were 


folding, and the two leaves of the other 
door were folding. 


35 And he carved thereon cheru- 
bims, and palm: trees, and open flowers;

36 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed ſtone, and a 
row of cedar-beams. 

37 1 In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the houſe of the Lord 
laid, in the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which is the eighth month, 
was the houſe finiſhed throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the faſhion of it. So he was ſeven 
years in building it.

_ BUT Solomon was building his own 

houſe thirteen years, and he finiſhed 
all his houſe.

8 1 And his houſe where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solomon 


made alſo an houſe for Pharaoh's daugh- 


ter, whom he had taken to wite, like 
unto this porch. 

9 All theſe were af coſtly ſtones, ac- 
cording to the meaſures Ke hewed 


ſtones, ſawed with faws, within and 
without, even from the foundation unto 


the coping, and ſo on the outſide to- 
ward the great court. 

10 And the foundation was of coſtly 
ſtones, even great ſtones; ſtones of ten 
cubits, and ſtones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were coſtly ſtones, 
after the meaſures of hewed ſtones, and 
cedars. 

12 And the great court pd about 

was with three rows of hewed ſtones, 
and a row of cedar-beams, both for the 
inner court of the houſe of the Lord, 


and for the porch of the houſe. 


13 1 And king Solomon ſent and 
in fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow's ſon of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father was a man 
of Tyre, a worker in braſs: and he

18 And he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the one 
net-work, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top with pomegranates: 
and ſo did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily-work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates alſo above, 
over-againſt the belly which was by the 
net-work; and the pomegranates were 
two hundred, in rows round about 
upon the other chapiter. | 

21 And he ſet up the pillars in 
the porch of the temple: and he ſet 
up the right pillar, and called the

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, 
he graved cherubims, lions, and palm- 
trees, according to the proportion 
of every one, and additions round 
about. | 
37 After this manner he made the 
ten baſes: all of them had one caſting, 
one meaſure, and one ſize. 

38 Then made he ten lavers of braſs: 

one laver contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits; and upon 
every one of the ten baſes one laver. 

9 And he put five baſes on the 
right ſide of the houſe, and five on the 
left ſide of the houſe: and he ſet the 
fea on the right fide of the houſe eaſt⸗ 
ward, over-againſt the ſouth.

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CHAP. XI. 


Solomon's wives and concubines in his old 
age draw hum to 1dolatry, 


BUT king Solomon loved many 
ſtrange women, together with the daugh- 
ter of Pharaoh, women of the Moab- 
ites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zidonians, 
and Hittites; 
2 Of the nations concerning which 
the Lord ſaid unto the children of 
Iſrael, Ye ſhall not go in to them, nei- 
ther ſhall they come in unto you: for 
ſurely they will turn away your heart 
after their gods. Solomon clave unto 
theſe in love. 
3 And he had ſeven hundred wives, 
princeſſes, and three hundred concu- 
bines: and his wives turned away his 
heart. 
4 For it came to paſs when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away 
his heart after other gods: and his 
heart was not perfect with the Lord 
his God, as was the heart of David his 
father. 
5 For Solomon went after Aſhtoreth 
the goddeſs of the Zidonians, and after 
Milcom the abomination of the Am- 
monites. 
6 And Solomon did evil in the ſight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father.

7 Then did Solomon build an high

22 Then Pharaoh ſaid unto him, But 
what haſt thou lacked with me, that 
behold, thou ſeekeſt to go to thine own 
country? And he anſwered, Nothing: 
howbeit, let me go in any wiſe. 

23 And God ſtirred him up another 
adverſary, Rezon, the ſon of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadezer 
king of Zobah: 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, when 
David flew them of Zobah. And they 
went to Damaſcus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damaſcus.

26 And Jeroboam, the ſon of Ne- 
bat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solo- 
mon's ſervant, whoſe mother's name 
was Zeruah, a widow woman, even he 
lifted up his hand againſt the king. 

27 And this was the cauſe that he 
lifted up his hand againſt the king : So- 
lomon built Millo, and repaired the 


breaches of the city of David his father, 


28 And the man Jeroboam was a 


mighty man of valour: and Solomon 


ſeeing the young man that he was in- 
duſtrious, he made him ruler over all 
the charge of the houſe of Joſeph. 

29 And it came to pals at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jeruſalem, 
that the prophet Ahyah, the Shilonite, 
found him in the way: and he had clad 
himſelf with a new garment: and- they 
two were alone in the field: 

30 And Ahyah caught the new gar- 
ment that was on him, and rent it in 
twelve pieces. 

31 And he ſaid to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces: for thus ſaith the Lord 
the God of Iſrael, Behold, I will rend 
the kingdom out of the hand of Solo- 
mon, and will give ten tribes to thee: 

32 (But he ſhall have one tribe for 
my ſervant David's ſake, and for Jeruſa- 
lem's ſake, the city which I have cho- 
ſen out of all the tribes of Iſrael:) 

33 Becauſe that they have forſaken 
me, and have worſhipped Aſhtoreth 
the goddeſs of the Zidonians, Chemoſh 
the god of the Moabites, and Milcom 
the god of the children of Ammon, and 
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have not walked in my ways, to do that 
which 1s right in mine eyes, and to 
keep my ſtatutes and my judgements, 
as did David his father. 

34 Howbeit, I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand: but I 
will make him prince all the days of 
his life, for David my ſervant's ſake, 
whom I choſe, becauſe he kept my 
commandments and my ſtatutes :

43 1 And Solomon ſlept with his 
chem and was buried in the city of 
David his father. And Rehoboam his 
ſon reigned in his ſtead. 


CHAP. XII.

5 And he ſaid unto them, Depart 

yet for three days, then come again to 
me. And the people departed. 
6 And king Rehoboam conſulted 
with the old men that ſtood before So- 
lomon his father, while he yet lived, 
and ſaid, How do ye adviſe that I may 
anſwer this people? |

4 And it came to paſs when king 
Jeroboam heard the ſaying of the man 
of God, which had cried againſt the 
altar in Beth-el, that he put forth his 
hand from the altar, ſaying, Lay hold 
on him. And his hand, which he put 
forth againſt him, dried up, ſo that he 
could not pull it in again to him. 

5 The altar alſo was rent, and the 
aſhes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the ſign which the man of 
God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 4 And the king anſwered and ſaid 
unto the man of God, Intreat now the 
face of the Lord thy God, and pray 
for me, that my hand may be reſtored 
me again. And the man of God be- 
ſought the Lord, and the king's hand 
was reſtored him again, and became as 
it was before. 

7 And the king ſaid unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and 
refreſh thyſelf, and I will give thee a 
reward. 

8 And the man of God ſaid unto 
the king, If thou wilt give me half 
thine houſe, I will not go in with thee, 
neither will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place : 

For ſo was it charged me by the 
word of the Lord, ſaying, Eat no bread, 


nor devine water, nor turn again by the 


ſame way that thou cameſt. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came to 
Beth-el.

23 4 And it came to paſs, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had drank, 
that he ſaddled for him the aſs, to wit, 
for the prophet whom he had brought 
back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion 
met him by the way; and flew him:

the aſs ſtood by it, the lion alſo ſtood 
oy the carcals.

33 1 After this thing Jeroboam re- 
turned not from his evil way, but made 
again of the lowelt of the people

Would God my lord were with the 

prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
would recover him of his leproſy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, ſaying, Thus and thus ſaid the 
maid that is of the land of Iſrael. 

5 And the king of Syria ſaid, Go to, 
go, and I will fend a letter to the king 
of Iſrael. And he departed, and took 
with him ten talents of filver, and fix 
thouſand pieces of gold, and ten changes 
of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Iſrael, ſaying, Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I have 
therewith ſent Naaman my ſervant to 
thee, that thou mayeſt recover him of 
his leproſy. 

7 And it came to paſs wh the king 
of Ittael had read the letter, that he 
rent his clothes, and ſaid, Am I God,

Eliſha, when he ſaw them, My father,

with thy ſword and with thy bow ? ſet 
bread and water before them, that they 
may eat and drink, and go to their 
maſter.

38 And Jotham ſlept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Ahaz his 


ſon reigned in his ſtead. 
CHAP. XVI. 
Ahaz's wicked reign. 


IN the ſeventeenth year of Pekah 
the ſon of Remaliah Ahaz the ſon of 
Jotham king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 


he began to reign, and reigned ſixteen 
years in Jeruſalem, and did not that 


which was right in the ſight of the 
Lord his God, like David his father. 


3 But he walked in the way of the 
kings of Iſrael, yea, and made his fon 
to paſs through the fire, according to 
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the abominations of the heathen whom 
the Lord caſt out from before the chil- 
dren of Iſrael. 

4 And he ſacrificed and HANES in- 
cenſe in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Then Rezin king of Syria, and 
Pekah fon of Remaliah king of Iſrael, 
came up to Jeruſalem to war: and they 
beſieged Ahaz, but could not overcome 
him. 

6 At that time Ronin kinks of Syria 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drove 
the Jews from Elath; and the Syrians 
came to Elath, and dwelt there unto 
this day. 

7 So Ahaz ſent meſſengers to Tig- 
lath-pileſer king of Aſſyria, ſaying, I 
am thy fervant and thy ſon: come up, 


and ſave me out of the hand of the 


king of Syria, and out of the hand of 
the king of Iſrael, which riſe up againſt 
me. 

8 And Ahaz ak the filver and gold 
that was found in the houſe of the 
Lord, and in the treaſures of the king's 
houſe, and ſent it for a preſent to the 
king of Aſſyria. 

9 And the king of Aſſyria heark- 
ened unto him: for the king of Aſſyria 
went up againſt Damaſcus, and — it, 


and carried the people of it captive to 


Kir, and ſlew Rein. 

10 And king Ahaz went to Da- 
maſcus to meet Tiglath-pileſer king 
of Aſſyria, and ſaw an altar that was 
at Damaſcus; and king Ahaz ſent to 
Uriah the prieſt the faſhion of the 
altar, and the pattern of it, according 
to all the workmanſhip thereof. 


11 And Urijah the. prieſt built an 
altar according to all that king Ahaz 
had ſent from Damaſcus: fo Urijah the 
prieſt made it againſt king Ahaz came 
from Damaſcus. 

12 And when the king was come 
from Damaſcus, the king ſaw the altar: 
and the king approached to the altar, 
and offered thereon. 

14 And he burned his burnt-offering 
and his meat-offering, and poured his 
drink-offering, and ſprinkled the blood 
of his peace-offerings. upon the altar. 

14 And he brought alſo the brazen 
altar which was before the Lord, from 
the fore-front of the houſe, from be- 
tween the altar and the houle of the 
Ij Lord, and put it on the north fide of 
the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz a ed Uri- 
jah the prieſt, ſaying, Upon the great 
altar burn the morning burnt-offering, 
and the evening meat-offering; and the 
king's burnt-ſacrihce, and his meat-of- 
fering ; with the burnt-offering of all the 
people of the land, and their meat-of- 
fering, and their drink-offerings: and 
ſprinkle upon it all the blood of the 
burnt-offering, and all the blood of the 
ſacrifice: and the brazen altar ſhall be 
for me to enquire by. 

16 Thus did Urijah the prieſt, ac- 
cording to all that king Ahaz com- 
PR 

7 J And king Ahaz cut off the

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18 And the covert for the ſabbath 
that they had built in the houſe, and 
the king's entry without, turned he 
from the houſe of the Lord, for the 
king of Aſſyria. 

19 1 Now the reſt of the acts of 
Ahaz which he did, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah? 

20 And Ahaz ſlept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 

city of David: and Hezekiah his ſon 
reigned in his ſtead, 


CHAP. XVII. 
Hoſhea's wicked reign. 


IN the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
| Judah began Hoſhea the ſon of Elah to 
reign in Samaria over Iſrael, nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil i in 
the ſight of the Lord, but not as the 
kings of Iſrael that were before him. 

3 Againſt him came up Shalmaneſer| 
king of Aſſyria; and Hoſhea became his 
| ſervant, and gave him preſents. 

4 And the king of Aſſyria found con- 
ſpiracy in Hofhea: for he had ent 
meſſengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no preſent to the king of Aſſy- 
ria, as he had done year by year: there- 
fore the king of Aſſyria ſhut him up, 
and bound him in priſon. 

5 1 Then the king of Aſſyria came 
up throughout all the land, and went 
up to Samaria, and beſieged it three 
years" 7h 

6 In the ninth year of Hoſhea, the 
king of Aﬀfyria took Samaria, and car- 


ried Iſrael away into Aſſyria, and 
placed them in Halah, and in Habor 
by the river of Gozan, and in the cities 
of the Medes. 

7 For ſo it was, that the childres of 
Iſrael had ſinned againſt the Lord their 
God, which had brought them up out 
of the land of Egypt, from under the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and 
had feared other gods, 

8 And walked in the ſtatutes of the 
heathen whom the Lord caſt out from 
before the children of Iſrael, and of 
the kings of Iſrael, which they had 
made. 

9 And the children of Iſrael did ſe- 
* thoſe things that were not right 
againſt the Lord their God, and they 
built them high places in all their ci- 
ties, from the tower of the watchmen 
to the fenced city. 

10 And they ſet them up images 
and groves in every high hill, and un- 
der every green tree. 

11 And there they burned indenſe 
in all the high places, as did the hea- 
then whom the Lord carried away be- 
fore them; and wrought wicked things 
to provoke the Lord to anger: 

12 For they ſerved idols whereof the 
Lord had ſaid unto them, Ye ſhall not 
do this thing. | 

13 Yet the Lord teſtified againſt II- 
rael, and againſt Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the ſeers, ſaying, 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep' 
my commandments, and my ſtatutes, a& 
cording to all the law which I com- 
manded your fathers, and which I fent 
to you by my ſervants the prophets.

and country. 
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14 bdading they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did not 
believe in the Lord their God. 

15 And they rejected his ſtatutes, 

and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and his teſtimonies which 
he teſtified againſt them; and they fol- 
lowed vanity, and became vain, and 
went after the heathen that were round 
about them, concerning whom the 
Lord had charged them that they ſhould 
not do like them. 
16 And they left all the command- 
ments of the Lord their God, and made 
them molten images, even two calves, 
and made a grove, and worſhipped all 
the hoſt of heaven, and ſerved Baal. 

17 And they cauſed their ſons and 
their daughters to paſs through the fire, 
and uſed divination and inchantments, 
and fold themſelves to do evil in the 


fight of the Lord, to provoke him to 


anger. 

18 Therefore the Lord was very 
angry with Iſrael, and removed them 
out of his ſight: there was none left 
12 the tribe of judah only. 

9 Alſo Judah kept not the com- 
ee Tao of the Lord their God, but 
walked in the ſtatutes of Iſrael which 
they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the 
ſeed of Iſrael, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of ſpoil- 
ers, until he had caſt them out of his 
ſight. 

21 For he rent Iſrael from the W 
of David; and they made jeroboam 
the fon of Nebat king: and Jeroboam 


drove Iſrael from following the Lord, 
and made them ſin a great ſin. 

22 For the children of Iſrael walked 
in all the ſins of Jeroboam which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lord removed Iſracl 
out of his fight, as he had ſaid by all 
his ſervants the prophets. So was Iſrael 
carried away out of their own land to 
Aſſyria unto this day. 

24 1 And the king of Aſſyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
and from Avah, and from Hamath, 
and from Sepharvaim, and placed them 
in the cities of Samaria, inſtead of the 
children of Iſrael: and they poſſeſſed 
Samaria, and dwelt in the cities thereof. 

25 Ard ſo it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lord: therefore the Lord ſent 
lions among them, which flew ſome of 
them. 


26 Wherefore they ſpake to the king 


of Aſſyria, ſaying, The nations which 
thou haſt removed, and placed in the 


cities of Samaria, know not the manner 


of the God of the land: therefore he 


hath ſent lions among them, and be- 
hold, they flay them, becauſe they know 


not the manner of the God of the land. 
27 Then the king of Aſſyria com- 
manded, faying, Carry thither one of 
the priefts whom ye brought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the man- 
ner of the God of the land. | 
28 Then one of the prieſts whom 
they had carried away from Samaria 


came and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught 


them how they ſhould fear the Lord. 
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29 Howbeit, every nation made gods 37 


of their own, and put them in the 
houſes of the high places which the Sa- 
maritans had made, every nation in 
their cities wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Succoth-benoth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Aſhima. 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burned 
their children in fire to Adrammelech 
and Anammelech, the gods of W 
vaim. 

32 So they feared the Lord, 15 
made unto themſelves of the loweſt of 
them prieſts of the high places, which 
facrificed for them in the houles of the 


high places. 


33 They feared the Lord, and ſerv- 


ed their own gods, after the manner of 
the nations whom they carried away 
from thence. _ 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the 
Lord, neither do they after their ſta- 
tutes, or after their ordinances, or after 
the law and commandment which the 
Lord commanded the children of Ja- 
cob, whom he named Iſrael. 

35 With whom the Lord had made 
a covenant, and charged them, ſaying, 


Ye ſhall not fear other gods, nor bow 


yourſelves to them, nor ſerve them, 
nor facrifice to them: 

36 But the Lord who brought you 
up out of the land of Egypt with great 
power and a ſtretched- out arm, him ſhall 
ye fear, and him ſhall ye worſhip, and 
to him ſhall ye do ſacrifice. 


ſerpe 
thoſe days the children of Iſrael did 


And the ſtatutes, and the ord1- 
nances, and the law, and the command- 
ments which he wrote for you, ye ſhall 
obſerve to do for evermore; and ye 
ſhall not fear other gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have 
made with you ye ſhall not forget; nei- 
ther ſhall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lord your God ye ſhall. 
fear; and he ſhall deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit, they did not hearken; 
but they did after their former manner. 

41 So theſe nations feared the Lord, 
and ſerved their graven 1mages, both 
their children and their children's 
children: as did their fathers, ſo do 
they unto this day. 


CHAP. XVII. 
Hezekiah's good reign. 
NOW it came to paſs, in the third 


year of Hoſhea ſon of Elah king of Iſ- 


rael, that Hezekiah the ſon of Ahaz 
king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign: and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jeruſalem. 
His mother's name alſo was Abi the 
daughter of Zechariah. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in oh ſight of the Lord, according to 
all that David his father did. 

4 1 He removed the high places, 


* brake the images, and cut down the 


groves, and brake in pieces the brazen 
nt that Moſes had made; for unto 


Feared the Lord, ver. 32.] Acknowledged Jehovah t. to be God, and performed ſome outward worſhips to him, leſt they 


ſhould be deſtroyed. 
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burn incenſe to it; and he called it Ne- 
huſhtan. 

5 He truſted in the Lord God of II 
rael; ſo that after him was none like 
him among all the kings of Judah, nor 


any that were before him. 
6 For he clave to the Lord, and de- 
parted not from following him, but 


his commandments, which the 
Lord commanded Moſes. 
7 And the Lord was with him; and 
he proſpered whitherſoever he went 
forth. And he rebelled againſt the king 
of Aſſyria, and ſerved him not. 

8 He {mote the Philiſtines, even un- 
to Gaza, and the borders thereof, from 
the tower of the watchmen to the fenced 
city. | | 
9 1 And it came to paſs in the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, which 
was the ſeventh year of Hoſhea ſon of 
Elah, king of Iſrael, that Shalmaneſer 
king of Aſſyria came up againſt Sama- 
ria, and beſieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the ſixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that is, the ninth year of Hoſhea 
king of Iſrael, Samaria was taken. 

11 And the king of Aſſyria did car- 
ry away Iſrael unto Aſſyria, and put 
them in Halah and in Habor by the ri- 
ver of Gozan, and in the cities of he 
Medes: 

12 Becauſe they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord their God, but tranſgreſſed 
his covenant, and all that Moſes the 
ſervant of the Lord commanded, and 
would not hear them, nor do them. 

Now 1n the fourteenth year of

Afſyria co come up — all the fenced 
| cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
ſent to the king of Aſſyria to Lachiſh, 
ſaying, I have offended; return from 
me: that which thou putteſt on me 
will I bear. And the king of Aſſyria 
appointed unto Hezekiah king of Judah 
three hundred talents of ſilver and thir- 
ty talents of gold. | 

15 And Hezekiah gave Tu? the 
filver that was found in'the houſe of the 
Lord, and in the treaſures of the king's 
noule. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut off 
the gold from the doors of the temple 
of the Lord, and from the pillars which 
Hezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, 
and gave it to the king of Aſſyria. 

17 And the king of Aﬀyria fent Tar- 
tan, and Rabſaris, and Rab-ſhakeh from 
Lachiſh, to king Hezekiah, with a great 
hoſt againſt Jeruſalem. And they went 
up and came to Jeruſalem. And when 
they were come up, they came and 
ſtood by the conduit of the upper- 
pool, which Is in the high. Way of the 
fuller's field. 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the ſon of Hilkiah, which was over the 
houſhold, and Shebna the ſcribe, and 
Joah the ſon of Aſaph the recorder.

4 And he built altars in the houſe of 
the Lord, of which the Lord ſaid, In 
Jeruſalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all the hoſt 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
houſe of the Lord. FUE $+/: 

6 And he made his ſon paſs through 
the fire, and obſerved times, and uſed 
inchantments, and dealt with familiar 
ſpirits, and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedneſs in the ſight of the Lord, to 
provoke him to anger. 

7 And he ſet a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the houſe of 
which the Lord ſaid to David, and to 
Solomon his ſon, In this houſe, and in 

eruſalem which I have choſen out of 
all tribes of Iſrael, will I put my name 
for ever. | i 2 

8 Neither will I make the feet of II- 
rael move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if they 
will obſerve to do according to all that 
I have commanded them, and accord- 
ing to all the law that my ſervant Mo- 
ſes commanded them. 3 

9 But they hearkened not: and Ma- 
naſſeh ſeduced them to do more evil 


than did the nations whom , the Lord 


deſtroyed before the children of Iſrael, 

10 And the Lord ſpake by his ſer- 
vants the prophets, ſaying, hes: 

11 Becauſe Manaſleh king of Judah 
hath done theſe abominations, and hath 
done wickedly above all that the Amor- 
ites did, which were before him, and 


hath made Judah alfoto fin with his idols: 


12 Therefore thus ſaith the Lord 
God of Iſrael, Behold, I am bringing 
ſuch evil upon Jeruſalem and Judah, 
that whoſoever heareth of it, both his 
ears ſhall tingle. 

13 And I will ſtretch over Jeruſalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet 
of the houſe of Ahab: and I will wipe 
Jeruſalem as a man wipeth a diſh, wip- 
ing it, and turning it upſide down. 

14 And I will forſake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them in- 
to the hand of their enemies; and they 
ſhall become a prey and a ſpoil to all 
their enemies. 

15 Becauſe they have done that 
which was evil in my fight, and have 
provoked me to anger ſince the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
unto this day.

16 Moreover, Manaſſeh ſhed inno- 
cent blood very much, till he had fil- 
led Jeruſalem from one end to ano- 
ther: beſide his ſin-wherewith he made 
Judah to fin, in doing that which was 
evil in the ſight of the Lord.

5 And he put down the 1dolatrous 
prieſts whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to burn 2 2 in the high 
places, in the cities of Judah, and in 
the places round about Jeruſalem, them 
alſo that burned incenſe unto Baal, to 
the ſun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the hoſt of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove 
from the houſe of the Lord, without 

Jeruſalem, unto the brook Kidron, and 
| burned it at the brook Kidron, and 

ſtamped it ſmall to powder, and caſt the 
powder thereof upon the graves of the 
children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houſes of 
the ſadomites that were by the houſe of 


Horſes, &ec. ver. 11.] To draw the chariots to places where th 
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the Lord, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the prieſts out 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places where the prieſts had 


{burned incenſe, from Geba to Beer- 


ſheba, and brake down the high places 
of the gates that were in the entering- 
in of the gate of Joſhua the governor 
of the city, which were on a man's 
left hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheleſs, the prieſts of the 
high places came not up to the altar of 
the Lord in Jeruſalem, but they did 
eat of the unleavened bread among 
their brethren. _ 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of Hin- 
nom, that no man might make his ſon 
or his daughter to paſs through the fire 
to Molech. 

11 And he took away the horſes that 
the kings of Judah had given to the ſun, 
at the entering-in of the houſe of the 
Lord, by the chamber of Nathan-me- 
lech the chamberlain, which was in 
the ſuburbs, and bummed the chariots 
of the ſun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on 4 
top of the upper chamber of Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and the altars which Manaſſeh had 
made in the two courts of the houſe of 
the Lord, did the king beat down, and 
brake them down from thence, and 


caſt the duſt of them into the broay. 


Kidron, 
13 And the high places that were 


before Jeruſalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corrup-

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tion, which Solomon the king of Iſrael 
had builded for Aſhtoreth the abomi- 
nation of the Zidonians, and for Che- 
moſh the abomination of the Moab- 
ites, and for Milcom the abomination 
of the children of Ammon, did the 
king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled 
their places with the bones of men. 

15 Moreover, the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which je- 
roboam the ſon of Nebat, who made 
Iſrael to ſin, had made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake down, 
and burned the high place, and ſtamped 
it ſmall to powder, and burned the 
grove. . | 
16 And as Joſiah turned himſelf, he 
fpied the ſepulchres that were there in 
the mount, and ſent, and took the 
bones out of the ſepulchres, and burned 
them upon the- altar, and polluted it, 
according to the word of the Lord 
which the man of God proclaimed, 
who proclaimed theſe words. 

17 Then he ſaid, What title is that 
that I ſee? And the men of the city 
told him, It is the ſepulchre of the man 


of God which came from Judah, and 


proclaimed theſe things that thou haſt 
done againſt the altar of Beth-el. 
18 And he ſaid, let him alone, let 
no man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houſes alſo of the 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Iſrael had 


Joſiah took away, and did to them ac- 
cording to all the acts that he had done 
in Beth-el. 

20 And he flew all the prieſts of 
the high places that were there, upon 
the altars, and burned men's bones 
upon them, and returned to Jeruſa- 
lem. 

21 And the king commanded all the 
people, ſaying, Keep the paſſover unto 
the Lord your God, as it is written in 
the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden ſuch 
a paſſover, from the days of the judges 
that judged Iſrael, nor in all the days of 
the kings of Iſrael, nor of the kings of 
Judah ; | 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Joſiah, wherein this paſſover was holden 
to the Lord in Jeruſalem. . 

24 Moreover, the workers with fa- 
miliar ſpirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the abo- 
minations that were fpied in the land 
of Judah, and in Jeruſalem, did Joſiah 
put away, that he might perform the 
words of the law which were written 
in the book that Hilkiah the prieſt 
found in the houſe of the Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and with all 
his ſoul, and with all his might, ac- 
cording to all the law of Moſes; nei- 
ther he 
him. 12 
26 Notwithſtanding 
not from the fierceneſs of his great 
wrath, wherewith his anger was kin- 


made to provoke the 
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provocations that Manaſſeh had pro- 
voked him withal. 

27 And the Lord ſaid, I will remove 
Judah alſo out of my ſight, as I have 
removed Iſrael, and will caſt off this 
city Jeruſalem, which I have choſen, 
and the houſe of which I faid, My 
name ſhall be there. 

28 Now the reſt of the acts of Jo- 
ſiah, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

2909 In his days Pharaoh-nechoh king 
of Egypt went up againſt the king of 
Aſſyria to the river Euphrates: and king 


Joſiah went againſt him: and he ſlew y 


him at Megiddo, when he had-ſeen 
him. 

zo And his ſervants carried him in 
a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jeruſalem, and buried 
him in his own ſepulchre. And the 
people of the land took Jehoahaz the 
ſon of Joliah, and anointed him, and 
made him king in his father's ſtead. 

31 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned three months in Jeruſa- 
lem. And his mother's name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of 
_ Libnah.* 

32 And he did that which was evil 
in the ſight of the Lord, according to 
all that his fathers had done. 

33 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him 
in bands at Riblah, in the land of Ha- 
math, that he might not reign in Jeru- 
ſalem, and put the land to a tribute of 
an handed talents of ſilver, and a ta- 
lent of gold. 


34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- 
— the ſon of Joſah king in the room 
of Joſiah his father, and turned his 
name to Jeholakim, amd took Jehoahaz . 
away: and he came to Egypt, and died 
there. | 
35 And Jeholakim gave the filver 
and the gold to Pharaoh; but he taxed 
the land to give the money according 
to the commandment of Pharaoh; he 
exacted the filver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one ac- 
cording to his taxation, to give it unto 
Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 jehoiakim was twenty and five 
ears old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jeruſalem. 
And his mother's name was Zebudah, 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 

37 And he did that which was evil 
in the fight of the Lord, according to 
all that his fathers: had done.

6 So Jehoiakim flept with his fa- 
thers; and Jehoiachin his ſon reigned 
in his ſtead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not 
again any more out of his land: for 
the king of Babylon had taken from 
the river of Egypt unto the river Eu- 
phrates all that pertained to the king 
of Egypt. 

8 Jehoiachin was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jeruſalem three months. And his 

mother's name was Nehuſhta, the daugh- 
ter of Elnathan of Jeruſalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil 
in the ſight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father had done. 

10 1 At that time the ſervants of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon came 
up-againſt Jeruſalem, and the city was 
beſieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came againſt the city, and his 
ſervants did beſiege it. 

12 And Jehoiachin the king of Ju- 
dah went out to the king of Babylon,

5 And he ed away Jehoiachin 
to Babylon and the king's mother, and 
the king's wives, and his officers, and 
the mighty of the land, thoſe carried 
he into captivity from —— to 
Babylon. 

16 Andall the men of might, even 
ſeven thouſand, and craftſmen and 
ſmiths a thouſand, all that were ſtrong 
and apt for war, even them the king of 
. brought captive to Babylon. 

7 1 And the king of Babylon made 
Mattaniah his father's brother king in 


his ſtead, and changed his name to Ze- 


dekiah. 

18 Zedekiah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eleven years in Jeruſalem.

19 And he did that which was evil 
in the ſight of the Lord, erding to 
all that * had done.

22 And king Solomon paſſed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wiſdom. 
23 And all the kings of the earth 
ſought the preſence: of Solomon, to

5 And it came to paſs, when Baaſha 
heard it, that he left off building of Ra- 
mah; and let his work ceaſe.

10 Then Aſa was wroth with the 
ſeer, and put him in a priſon houſe: for 
he was in a rage with him becauſe of 
this thing.

11 1 And behold the acts of Aſa, 
firſt and laſt, lo, they are written in the 
book of the kings of Judah and Iſrael.

houſe, and in Jeruſalem, which I have 
choſen before all the tribes of Iſrael, 
will I put my name for ever. 

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Iſrael from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa- 
thers; ſo that they will take heed to do 
all that I have commanded them, ac- 
cording to the whole law, and the ſta-

of Moſes. | 

9 So Manaſſeh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jeruſalem to err, and to 
do worſe than the heathen whom the

7 1 And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Biſhlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, 
and the reſt of their companions unto 
Artaxerxes king of Perſia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in the 


Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the 


Syrian tongue. 
8 Rehum the chancellor, and Shim- 


ſhai the ſcribe, wrote a letter We 


Jeruſalem to Artaxerxes che king, in 


this ſort:

18 The letter which ye ſent unto 
us hath been plainly read before me.

19 And I commanded, and ſearch 
hath been made, and it is found, that 
this city of old time hath made inſur- 
rection againſt kings, and that rebellion 
and ſedition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
alſo over Jeruſalem, which have ruled 
over all countries beyond the river; 
and toll, tribute, and cuſtom, was paid 


unto them. 


21 Give ye now commandment to 
cauſe theſe men to ceaſe, and that this 
be not builded, until another com- 
mandment ſhall be given from me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why ſhould damage grow to 
the hurt of the kings? 

23 Now when the copy of king FA 
taxerxesꝰ letter was read before Rehum, 
and Shimſhai the ſcribe, and their com- 
panions, they went up in haſte to Je- 
ruſalem unto the Jews, and made them 
to ceaſe by force and power. 

24 Then ceaſed the work of the 
houſe of God which is at Jeruſalem. 
So it ceaſed unto the ſecond year of 
the reign of Darius king of Perſia,

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the houſe of the great God, which 
is builded with great ſtones, and timber 
is laid in the walls, and this work goeth 
faſt on, and proſpereth in. their hands. 

9 Then aſked we thoſe elders, and 

ſaid unto them thus, Who commanded 
you to build this houſe, and to make 
up theſe walls? 
10 We aſked their names alſo, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were the chief 
of them. | 


11 And thus they returned us an- 
ſwer, ſaying, We are the ſervants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and build 
the houſe that was builded theſe many 
years ago; which a great king of Ifrael 
builded and ſet up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand of 
Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon, 
the Chaldean, who deſtroyed this houſe, 
and carried the N away into Ba- 
bylon. 

13 But in the firſt year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon, the ſame king 
Cyrus made a decree to build this houſe 
of by 

4 And the veſſels alſo of gold and

CHAP. VI. 
Darius advanceth the building, &c. 


- THEN Darius the king made a de- 
exee, and ſearch was made m the 
houſe of the rolls, where the treaſures 
were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Achme- 
tha, in the palace that is in the pro- 
vince of the' Medes, a roll, and therein 
was a record thus written: 

g In the firſt year of Cyrus the king, 
the fame Cyrus the king made a de- 
cree concerning the houſe of God at 
Jeruſalem, Let the houſe be builded, 
the place where they offered facrifices, 
and let the foundations thereof be 
ſtrongly laid: the height thereof three- 
ſcore cubits, and the breadth thereof 
threeſcore cubits: 

4 With three rows of great ſtones, 
and a row of new timber: and let the 

expenſes be given out of the king $ 
Houſe. 

5 And allo let the e and ſilver 
3 of the houſe of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jeruſalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be reſtored, and 
brought again unto the temple which 
is at Jeruſalem, every one to his place, 
and place them in the houſe of God. 

6 Now therefore, 'Fatnai governor

which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence. 


Let the work of this houſe of God 
alone: let the governor of the Jews and

9 And that which they have need 
of, both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt-offerings of the 
God of heaven, wheat, ſalt, wine, and 
oil, according to the appointment of 
the prieſts which are at Jeruſalem, let it 
be given them day by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer facrifices of 
{weet favours unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and 
of his ſons. 

11 Alfo I have made a decree; that 
whoſoever ſhall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his houſe, 
and, being ſet up, let him be hanged 
thereon: and let his houſe be made a 
dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that Harh cauſed 
his name to dwell there, deſtroy all 
kings and people that fhall put to vir 
hand to alter and to deſtroy this houſe 
of God which is at Jeruſalem. I, Da- 
rius, have made a decree, let it be Gone 
with ſpeed. 

13 1 Then Tatnai governor on this 
fide the river, Shethar- boznai, and their 
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— 


companions, according to that which 
Darius the king had ſent, ſo they did 
3 

4 And the elders of the Jews 
builded, and they proſpered through 
the prophecying of Haggai the prophet, 
and Zechariah the ſon of Iddo. And 
they builded, and finiſhed it, according 
to the commandment of the God of 
Iſrael, and according to the command- 
ment of Cyrus, and Darius, and Arta- 
xerxes king of Perſia. 

15 And this houſe was finiſhed on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the ſixth year of the 
reign of Darius the king. 

16 1 And the children of Iſrael, the 
prieſts and the Levites, and the reſt of 
the children of the captivity, kept the 
dedication of this houſe of God with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this houſe of God an hundred bul- 
locks, two hundred rams, four hundred 
lambs; and for a ſin-offering for all Iſ- 
rae], twelve he-goats, according to the 
number of the tribes of Iſrael. 


18 And they ſet their prieſts in 


their divifions, and the Levites in their 
courſes, for the ſervice of God which 
is at Jeruſalem; as it is written in the 
book of Moſes. | 

19 1 And the iid of this: capti- 
vity kept the paſſover upon the four- 
teenth day of the firſt month. 

20 For the prieſts and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the paſſover for 
all the children of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the prieſts, and for 
themſelves. 


21 And the children of Iſrael which 
were come again out of captivity, and 
all ſuch as had ſeparated themſelves 
unto them from the filthineſs of the 
heathen of the land, to ſeek the Lord 
God of Iſrael, did eat, 

22 And kept the feaſt of unleavened 
bread ſeven days with Joy: for the 
Lord had made them Joyful, and turned 
the heart of the king of Aſſyria unto 
them to ſtrengthen their hands in the 
work of the houſe of God, the God of 
Iſrael. 


CHAP. vn. 
Ezra goeth up to Jeruſalem, &c. 


NOW after theſe things, in the

20 And whatſoever more ſhall be

21 And I, even I, Artaxerxes the king, 
do make a decree to all the treaſurers 
which are beyond the river, that what- 
ſoever Ezra the prieſt, the ſcribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, ſhall require 
of you, it be done ſpeedily;
